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PREFACE 

By Canon Westcott 

My brother kindly allows me to say a few words by 
way of preface to the Life which he has written as a 
tribute to a sacred memory. This I am very glad to 
do on many accounts* It enables me to voice the 
gratitude of my brothers and sisters to him for under- 
taking and carrying out what must always be a difH- 
cult, though it be a congenial task, the compiling of 
the memoirs of a father. It also enables me to ex- 
plain why I did not take this duty on myself. It 
might have seemed to belong to me naturally as the 
eldest son, and so I could not help feeling. But my 
brother had comparative leisure, and I had none ; he 
had had experience in the paths of letters, and I 
had not ; so he gladly undertook work which to me 
would have surely proved a very serious burden, even 
had I been able to achieve it. And there is in it a 
certain fitness. The Lives of two of my father's dearest 
friends have been written by the "Arthurs'* of their 
families, and now our *' Arthur" has rendered a similar 
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filUI -service? to tlic- inemury uf liini who was tbeu 
Comfad*^ t'n oM days. 

How his wcrk will Appear to other readers it h 
hard for mc to tell. Whatever i* written of our father 
must be seen by his children through a halo of hcro- 
wor^thip. I cannot but bclicvtr, however, that these few 
chapters, so simple and so direct, will convey a worthy 
imprccsion even to those who did not know my father 
personally. About hu earlier days he was very reticent. 
And %o it hfta come about that we who knew him bc^t 
h&ve gftthcrsd freah \dcsLS of him whom wc so revere 
from Mich records as were found when he had gone 
from ui. For instance, those who met ihe icacher in 
after years would never have guessed he had passed 
through a slrug^le of grievous doubt — his faith was so 
ncrcnc, so obviously unshaken. We know now it was 
not always so, as these pages will disclojic to those 
who care to read. And even our conceptions of 
the oneness of thit life have been heightened ^nd 
enhanced by what my brother has found ard brought 
to light. 

or the work of the textual critic others musi judge ; 
of the work of the theolc^tan, the teacher, or the 
preacher it is hardly for hi:^ children to ^ak< What 
we treasure above all is the ur^peakable henta{;e of a 
life which wbs daily lived before our eyes upon the 
lofiit-^l plane of Chn»liaii principle- This it is (I hope 
and believe) which my brother's carT.-fiil work of 
editing and electing and explaining will tend to 
bring into prominence. His work will fall short of 
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success if it does not achieve this result. But I truly 
think it will. Devout people on the small scale are 
(thank God f) common enough. The life of every 
society is freshened and beautified by their simple 
fatth and love. But my father's was a devotion on 
what may be truthfully called the very grandest scale. 
As such it was exposed to a certain misconstruction. 
''Unsound" or "shadowy" or "mystical" were terms 
often applied to him. There were even who doubted, 
through misunderstanding of the man, his fidelity to 
the very foundations of the Faith. But to all who 
came near to him the irresistible truth was cer- 
tainly brought home, that here was a servant of 
Christ who served Him every day and all the day. 
He would often say of himself that there was inborn 
in him a spirit of " puritan ism." By this he meant, of 
course, that the sense of life's intense seriousness was 
always with him. And so it was. Holidays he could 
hardly take; he found no joy in them, and more 
especially so in later years. Expenditure on self was 
all but impossible. Sometimes the keen delight he took 
in the realisation of the fulness of family life would 
lead him to unbend ; yet seldom can one have lived 
who kept the bow of duly so assiduously strung. This 
intense earnestness was a help to very many while he 
Jived ; and so it should be still, and doubtlessly it will 
be, I think also my brother has gone the very 
nearest way to bring this thing about. Without judg- 
ment or criticism, without word of praise or biame^ he 
has faithfully tried to bring before the reader the 
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sketch of a striking life. It will appeal to whom it 
will appeal 1 But I think they will not be few. At 
least it is an offering (in which we all would share) of 
real sonly devotion to the memory of a father who was 
worshipped by his children beyond the common.

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CHAPTER 1 

FAMILY AND BOYHOOD 

Brooke Foss Westcott was bom in Birmingham 
on the izth- January 18*25, ^^^ ^^^ baptized in St 
Philip's Church on February the 7th. His father, 
Frederick Brooke Westcott^ was a man of a retiring 

disposition, and lived for the most part a quiet home 
life, being much devoted to scientific pursuits. He was 
an ardent geologist, but his more especial study was 
botany- He was for some years Hon. Secretary of 
the Birmingham Horticultural Society, and Lecturer 
on Botany and Vegetable Physiolc^y at Sydenham 
College Medical School, Birmingham, He was also 
joint author with Mr G, B, Knowles of TAe Floral 
Cabinet and Magazine of Exotic Botany, a work in three 
quarto volumes, which T have seen described as valuable 
and scarce. Mr. F. B. Westcott married Sarah, daughter 
of Mr. William Armitage, a much respected Birmingham 
manufacturer. The future bishop was their only surviv- 
ing son. 

My father was named after his grandfather, Brooke 
Foss Westcott, concerning whom there is little on 
record, save that he incurred his parents' displeasure by

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instating on entering the army. The fact of hie being 
only liOn led hfs. parents 10 oppose his military ardoui 
En pnnhhmcnt' fur this offence his mother left hini 
jf5O0 on^f (jn comlition that he did " not come witJiin 
twenty Jitilcs of London within one calendar month 
after" Tier decease. His mother's spinster sister how- 
cycr', treated the soldier witli gieatcr generosity, Brooke 
Foss Westcott, on his retirement from the army, resided 
St LtidloA', And he ^nd hh wife arc buried in Bromfii^ld 
Churchyard- This Captain Westcott had an only sister, 
who married a French count, The sole issue of tltis 
marriage was a davglilcr, Celc^tinc de Varreux, b>" who^ 
rcque!it the cross of St. Louis bestowed on her father by 
the "martyred king" (Louis XVI.) was ultimately for- 
warded to my mother, and is now a trcastired heirbom, 

A mf>re interesting personage was ray father's great- 
grandfather, Foss Westcott, who was a member of 
the Honourable East India Company's Madras cslab- 
liaiuncnt durirg the ycar^ i?4i-57. He appears to have 
been a man of considerable ability and independence of 
chameter. In 1749 he stood alone In objecting to the 
Tanjorc expedrtion tr favour of Syhajt Maharaja, and 
has recorded his autograph disapproval in the Consulta- 
tions Book of the Government of Fort St, David m the 
following terms: — 

I Dissent from the aboirc Hxpcditioitt Because I am of 
Opinion ibal 11 isi repugn;mt lo my Hon'Hr Masters^ Tritn-r«i, 

t'oes WEiTCorr. 

Herein, 1 t^kc it, he showed his superior know- 
ledge of affairs. In the -fame year he was appointed 
one of the two Commisjiarics to represent the Com- 
pany in the treaty for the evacuation of the fort and 
town of Madras by the French. On this occasion ho 
met in council tht: f<imuu^ Frenchman Duplcix. Two 
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yt^»rt Utcr he was senl out on an itmiexatiati expt^di- 
tion pure and simple, being entrusted with "some 
small colours to hoist occasionally/' whenever he could 
conveniently do 6o, to Uie exclusion of the Frcneh. 
and without the Nabob * t^krn^ any umbrage at it" 
Thi( delicate service he executed with zeal and fidHity, 
For the next year or rwo. amid eon^tant rhreatenirgs 
of French iiiid " Muf»Uas " he laboured at his Invest- 
ments and "with all submiSs^Lon bcg^d leave to difTcr" 
£rom the Council ot Fort St. George on divers matters ; 
QOf was he a whit dUmayed aX the prospect of a sief^, 
when the be*t part of hi* garrison consisted of *" about 
tbirteen Europeans, all foreigner^ and deserter*, amongst 
whom there i^ net one capable of levelling a gun or 
throwing a shell." On the plea of ill -health And 
lu^nt private affairs, he said farewell to India in 1757. 

On Arriving in England, Foss Wcstcotl assumed* no 
dotibt for sufficient reasons, a coat of arms appertaining 
to the Devonthirc "Westcotts" or " Weslcotcs." He 
adopted, however, a slight difTereriee, and invented for 
himself .1 new motto: Rtmn/ata Nvmitti: Herein we 
»ec that he was proud of having raided up an old 
hmtly to a position of comparative wealth and proS' 
pcrity. My father was the sole eponymous descendant 
of this Indian " naboV and in reference to the new 
Family motto, I have known him to mmartc playfully, 
a« he %ur^«)'cd his seven sons, that he had not been 
unfaithful thereto. 

Foss Wcstcott married twice. From his first wife, 
,nnc P>'e, whom he married In Madras,' was descended 

«^e Fow Weatcott, who at one lime commanded 
company of the 77th Foot In India, and served In 

> Mn> Abn NVcwnti {rl-\ i" buriad In Madru, as U aIko her &an G«ir(>o 
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the Pcrinstila and at the battle of Waterloo. Major 
Wcsrcou, as we have usually called this disUnt cousin 
of our^^ was a man of very strung religious feeling, 
Thht ts of interest, because my father's immediate 
ancc3to' 3in<i home surroundings do not satisfactorily 
account for his intensely religious temper^nentf which 
must have been in some degree inherited. Wriung to 
my grandfather in i ^4^^ Major Westcotl says : "* I am 
interested in my young cousin'^ ^ucce&a. . . . But what 
arc all the attainments tht! human intellect can arrive 
at, compared with the one thing needful? J pray tlic 
Lord that you m&y eaeh and all have but this one 
object in view, , , . I do hope my young coU9iii'» fine 
and gifted intellect is turned to the study of Scripture." 
Snrely Ihe grxid old soldier's pr;iyers wr.te not in vain. 
His gifted youny cousin did indeed search the Scriptures, 
and by prayerful study was enabled to interpret tl^em 
for hi» own and others' needs in no ordinary measurcH 

Foss Wcslcott's second wife, frnm whom we arc 
descended, was Mary Gallant, whose mother's maiden 
name had been Martha Brooke With this lady one 
line of the Brooke family expired, and my grandfather 
had the satisfaction of being demonstrated to be one of 
the four co-heirs of a Joseph Brooke, who is 5ald to 
have distinguished himself on the Royalist side in the 
Civil War* Such is the origin of the name Brooke in 
our family. It has bei^n borne amongst us for five 
generations now. Whence the name Foss is derived 
IH a matter that no one yet appears to have considered, 

Foss Wcstcott W(VS buried at Cobham jn KenL 
His hatchment was placed over the chancel firch, and 
there are mural tablets (n the church, erected m memory 
of hfm and his first wife- 

My fathers first tutor was the Rev, Theodore Short, 
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cur^Lte of ErrlinRlon, a village near Birmingham, in 
which hiti earliest years were spent. When my father 
la<it vifiiteH Hrc^ingtnn he Inrn^T^t^d that almost all ihr 
tandmarks of his childhood's memory had disaj^peared. 
Though ihr house in which be lived has been <Ic- 
[noIi!(hcd, his mcmor>- is still ehcrished in the family 
of his r>urM- Jccpina Allen {Mrs. Barlow), "who Uught 
ihc future bishop his letters and first Httle words."* 
In 1837, when he was twelve years old, he began to 
Attend King Hdw^ird VI/5 School in Birtningham. Al 
the a^ of fourteen he had reached the hij^^hcAt form in 
the school, and was under the immediate care of the 
hcftdiDaster, Mr. Prince Lcc, afterwards the first Bishop 
of Manchester. Mr. Lee thus reports of him in that year 
(1S39): '"Ver>" industrious, persevering, and attentive. 
General reading very good. Deserves much praiw," 
In his lirsl T^tin dictionary my fatlier has preserved 
a record of hi,-4 -Hchool. and indeed of his whole career ; 
for the fifat entry 15 " Kaatcr, 1S57. Mr. Gedge's. ist," 
and the la.st Is " Durham, 1389." 

In his e^rly boyhood the young Wcstcott led a 
somewhat lonely life^ His only sister was twelve years 
younger tlun himself. He himself, in his Cambridge 
days remarked 00 this loneliness : " I had no elder 
brother to obey ; no younger brother to please, i had 
DO companiona, no friends ; and though I thankfully 
ackr>owledf:e that thus ( avoided many dangers and 
temptations, yet consequently I was as proud and over- 
bearing a« a Itttle fellow well could be, snd many a 
stn^glc it costs me i?ven now to gain that temper 
which is best Icarrt by the sclf-dcniab of home." But 
for all that he ia described by onc^ who occasionally 

» Ml. \V. T»lt, oTBiDmlcy. Kcnv, 
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met him lu his Chrihtnia>i hulidayi? spt-ni ^i Ashby-dc* 
la-Zoucb as being a high-spiritctl and tntcrprising boy, 
who manufactured Rrc^vorks wherewith to startle hi:R 
young giri cousins, and delighted in firing off an elderly 
pistol with the same intent 

The following reminiscence* of wy father's boyhood 
are supplied by various of his school contenipoiarie* ■*— » 

"Young Wcstcolt" was "a shy. nervous, thoughtful 
boyirotti the fim '' "seldom, if ever. Joining: >n any games." 
He had a " sweet, patient, eager face"; "an intensity 
and Icccnneft^ of look"; "a habit of sliading his eyes 
wkh ore hand while he thought " ; "a quick and eager 
walk^ with head bcni forward ; his smile, wonderfully 
winning then, as now'^ was "devoted to work, and, m 
consequence, once fainted m school'* He was also 
noted for the " authoritative decision " of his answers 
iti class ; and (or his conversation out of school about 
things "which very few schoolboys talk about — pointfi 
of theology, problem* ol moraliiy» and the ethic* oi 
politics." Il was often hh duty lo lake ihe "* Aluencc 
Book" round to the diflercnt masters, and Mr. Gedge 
(the second master) would take the opportunity of 
asking the bo/s opinion on some passages in the Greek 
play or Herodotus which his own class was reading. 
Westcott was also proficient in drawing, and his 
"beautiful, fincly-eiuilincd sketches" are still rpmembcred. 

His younger school fcl]ow«^ regarded him ^ith a 
certain awe as one altogether above themselves, and 
his influence over them wa-s as good as it was grcat- 
Thux, one writes : *' One of Ihc chief fc;iture« of his 
school life wa* his reverence. To see hj^ pained face 
when any wrong or rash word was spoken was a lesson/'

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And another : " Tlic beauty of hU character shone out 
ffDcn him, and one fdt Ins moral goodness in hts 
presence.*' And a third; "An atmosphere of light 
ftnd parity lurroundcd him, and his smile and kindness 
and courtesy, which was real and constant to any small 
boy vho bad to deal with him, onl>' m^de us feci thut 
it would be unbearable to rouse his anger or even dh* 
approval," 

As a boy my father tuok the keenest interest in (!ic 
Ch&rtist movement, and the effect then produced upon 
tu5 youthfu! imAj^ination by the popular presentation 
<jf Uw fluffcrings of ihe masses never faded* His diary 
ilKXVf how he deserted his meals to be present at 
various stirring scenes, and in particular to listen to 
the oratory of " the great agitator," presumably Feai^us 
O'Connor himself. He wmiM often in later ycar^ 
speak of thcuc early imprcMions, which served in no 
small degree to keep alive his intense hatred of every 
form of injustice and oppression. He even later 
disapproved of his father's fishing excursions, because 
his sympathies were so entirely on ihc ^ide of ;he fish. 
On one ocea-*iioT], being then a little boy, he was carry- 
tng the fl^ih-baskett i^hen his father put a live fish into 
it, and late in life he used to declare that he could 5till 
feci the ^IrLgglea of that 5sh at^ainst his back. 

While still a schoolboy Westcott became acqus^inted 
with hfs future wife. Tlic story of their fir^l acqaiiit- 
ance aut relateid by my mother is somewhat to this 
effixt : — One day as he {t.t. iny father) was coming 
home from school he saw a little boy being knocked 
^about by a big street boy. Although the big boy was 
several sUea larger than himself, he immediately flew 
to the re^ue of the little boy. and by the vigour of his 
onslaught altogether routed the bully and dciivered the 
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Htllc rdlow. In grauiudc lo Iii:^ champioEt the liberated' 
W, whose name -wns Thomas Mi<i<il^morc WliiUanJJ 
toak him to his home and introduced him to his people. 
My inolher, whose name was Sarah Louisa Whittard, 
was the eldest of three sisters.' She afterwards, at the 
dme of her confirmation, ai my faiher'ti request, look 
Uie n;iiiie of Mary in .iddition. During the year 1^42 
my father, being then seventeen years old. kept a diary, 
in which there is frequent mention of my mother under 
the symbol <l»^ Tlic following arc itorttc extracts kom. 
this his earlievt diary ; —

As head of the 'ichix*! We^tcot( once hail the honour 
or reading a Latin address of welcome to tbc Pnncc 
Consort, in which the usual petition for a holiday was 
embodied. The Frince smiled and bowed, but said 
nothing ibout Ihe holiday. Not to be beaten, y-ouig 
Westcotl rushed lo his room, wrote out the address ir 
English, and again presenled it to the Prince, So 
the bays got their holidayn In sjicaking to the boya 
of Durham School in 1890. my father recalled Ihu^ 
«phode, a propos of their Latin address to him. ^ 

The diarj' was spasmodically resumed in 1844, and 
I make therefrom a few more extracts: —

The Rev, T. M, MiddlemorcWhilhard, my mother** 
broiher* fus kindly furnUlied the followii^g mteresCinR 
recollections of my father's school-days :— 

" I cannot recall the exact time and occasion of my 
first 4cqu^int«ince with Brooke FossWcstcotl. Although 
three yc^r^ and ten months his Junior, I had entered 
King Edward's School before he joined it, and ju:^t 
before it was removed from the 'Shakespeare Rooms' 
facing Bennet's Hill to the new buildings. 

"It became a tradition in the family, cherished a]»o 
by ihe sister who was aft^rward^ to become my friend** 
wife, thxt uur intimacy was nol only cemented but 
originMcd by h» courageous rescue of me, an unknown 
schoolfellow, from the assault of a rough street boy. 
whom he fouh:ht snd discomfited, surrounded by a 
ring of sympathetic bystanders, who jecured for him 
fair-pUy. and congratulated him upon his victory. The 
itKidcnt and the dcIalU ar^ in the main exact and Inic, 
and >^^ incfTaci^Jtbly impressed upon my memory, but I 
also clearly recollect that on thi^ occiision we were 
walking together to school, when I was felled by a 
^one-laden snowball, and that on rising again from 
the ground I saw my champion, who had laid down 
hh books upon the kerb, just returning to pick them 
up, while my assailant, in tears and amid jeers, was 
linking away. This, then, was not the beginning of 
our acquaintance, and it was far from being the only 
time that I owed protection to his courageous and un- 
^hiKh help. We were close neighbours in our homes, 
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and I bdicvc that through a common friend and a 
rclaiivc of mine the intercourse between ihc families 
began. It i^ confirmatory of this lo note that by the 
summer of 1838, when my parent*! removcil 10 Kve In 
a house uf their own nciir BrJMol, I Lxrcamc nn inmate 
of Mr. Wcstcott's house, and I nrmaiircd there during 
the school periods, shnring the s&mc room with my 
friend, until the autumn of ift4r, when we returned to 
reilde in Birmingham. Mrs. Wesicott, in a leita- 10 
my moiht-T dated 8lh Octoljer i8j8, says, 'Brooke 
And Mid. iire seldom a yard ap^irtp At 5 P.M, they 
arc ?^etting to their work, and they leave for school 
together at ^ in the morningJ 

'' The influence of the simple home life, controlled by 
strict frugality, and marked on Mr. Weslcotfi: pan by 
studious and engrossing devotion to scientific pursuits, 
were such as to foster In the 4on a certain independ- 
ence of character, of individualily and slron^ will, but 
which was not without some tendency at times to 
moodiness and ^reat reserve. His natur&l di^^position 
was shy and saturnine ; he was quick in taking offenee 
and forming dislikes, and in either case he would show 
di«pleasure by long silence. He used at times 10 
complain that otheis would not lake the troulilc to 
understand his temper But with all this he was un- 
selfish and kind, never forgetful of any service done, and 
alwayn courteous, and even friendly, to his infenors, 

" I remember well the strong afTeetioTi ^nd grateful 
regard that in many wa^'s he manifested to an old 
servant, who seemed 10 me to have little in manner or 
appearance to render hcf attractive* He told me the 
story, which he had learned from his mother, of how, 
when he was an infant, nhe had rtaved him from 
burglars, who, in the absence of all besides hh nurse. 
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had attcniptc<l to force an entrance into their solitary 
house at Erdinplon. Findinc, when she went upstatrSi 
A ladder resting en a wirtdow-*;ilE and a man just 
mounting on it, with quick prp^rncc of mind ^c 
opened the sash aitd threw the ladder and its occu- 
pant to the ground, then rcfjistcncd the window, 
snatched the baby from his cot, and rushing with him 
to snotbcr room at the front, which was nearer to Bome 
ootases, she loclecd herself in. and, opening; the 
window, attracted the notice and assistance of the 
reighboiirs, by her cries and by clapping her h^nds 
'till they were black with bruises.' 

'^ In those early days I cannot recollect that he had 
any school companions with whom he joined in boyiah 
|[ames. He used his tei^^ure chieBy in sketching, and 
arranging his collections of ferns and butterflies and 
moths, and In rrading books of natural history or 
poetry. It vfAn not thai he lacked phyMcal aptitude 
for athletic aportn, and there was nothing that he ever 
undertook without intensity of purpose and persevering 
effort. He became an expert skater, and when in 
later days he gave such liltie time as the scant oppor- 
tunitiet of a town school and a distant play-^eld 
allowed, hr was nn mean proficient in school g^imrs. 
Ilia chief pastinies were, however, of a scientiiic kind. 
There were frequent viiils to the Mechanics' liislitutc, 
and with his father's as-sbtancc he procured a galvanic 
battery, and in the early days, as it mu^x have been, 
of electro * metallurgy he obtained, from coins and 
cnedaH matrices, from which he tonk ca^ts in pla<;ter 
of Paris, aivd in lliU latter proce^a I took a feeble part. 
Wc alK> made gun-cotton, and amused ourselves in 
taking sun pictures of ferns upon chemical ly-preparcd 
paper. 
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*" I can recollect only two amu5cment3 of a mort 
tnvial kind The one wsts the erection of a marioncuc 
theatre, in which, by the help of u*(r€s that worked, 
card-mounted figures, and more or less dramatic part* 
readings from bclijnd a curtain, wc gave, no doubts 
thnlling representations to what must certainly have 
been a very small and select company of spectators. 
The other was practice with the Icapingpole, and this, 
in the small yard behind the hou^e, which served as 
otir only recreation -ground, was once attended with 
an accident that might h^ve brought to a premature 
close a life that wa^ destined to be so u^ful ard so 
great. I ahall never forget the terror with which I 
5ftw my friend, when, after many unavailing efforts, h<j 
had at last succeeded in reaching with his feet the lop 
of the high boundary wall, fall, through the sudden 
breakage of (he pole, head downwards, and then lie 
moCionlciss, and apparently Iffelcis, on the ground. I fl 
ran to him. and my cries soon brought more effective ™ 
help ; but ii was some lime before we were cheered 
by fleeing consciousness return, and his father's and 
mother's fears give place to the AM^urance that nO' 
grave harm was done. 

"Whenever a travelling menagerie came inio the 
town he eagerly took advantag^e of ti. and often thus 
at Wombwcll's he would note the habits of the animals 
and note jn ht« sketch-book their movements and their' 
strange formsn 

"There was another exhibition which also, at anothcf 
and later time, had a ^i^ecial attraction for him, and 
induced many visits and mucli reading on hh part 
This was Catlin's Indiana. He learned up &]] that he 
could find about the races, the history and cudtoma of 
the several tribes. 
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"Apart from the works or Walter Scott, knowledge 
of which Prince I-ce was fcry fond of lesling in his 
class* I nc\'cr knew Brooke cnrc to read any rovcia, 
but he did make an exception with one or two of 
Coopers for hi? Ked Indiana' sake, 

" In the half-holidays we often went to the Botanic 
Garden, where, while Mr. Westcott gave botanical 
lecii»T% to his pupils of the Sydt^nhain College, we 
played at bat and ball, or n^ade dams and set u\> over- 
shot and uiider^Dt waicr-whccis w the rivuJct that 
dr&ined the pond. In the summer months bathing in 
one or other of the few pools in the river Rea, and 
boating on the reservoir at Kirby's near ScLby Oak, 
had theJr attractions for him now and then. 

"There were visiis, too, lo his fatht^r'^ friend, Mr. 
Wilmot^ at, I think. Oldbury, wtiere he found much 
pkasufC in ii»pccting the pictures, of which there was 
a somewhat large collection brought from Italy; and 
then again to Mr Barker's and all the splendours of his 
orchid -ho u»e«. At other times there were long walks 
in search of specimens, and Brooke ddighted in the 
diHovcr)' of fresh liabital.^ of special plains and niosaca 
And fcms, which he knew his father pmcd. 

■"On whole holidays it was ht-s regular practice to 
make expeditions to more distant places, and walk 
twenty miles and more, and often [ accompanied him, 
not only when living with htm, but in after years up lo 
liis undi^r^^rftdu^Lc days. 

" Entrusted with a little pocket-money, suflicfent for 
the chargc-t of our modest mid-day meal we made an 
early start, .ind bc^uifcd the way looking for special 
planu which his father asked for, or using and enjoy 
ing h!« keen observation and sense of nalur:il beauty> 
wi he pointed out to me some striking features In 
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wood and field, ' th« perfect beauty of the trees/ and 
«omr1iay^ quolc-d line^ ttf W<ird--« worth or othrr |>Of?ts 
in illu^tiatioii of his feelings or dcjciipti^r of the scene 
Then wlKn wc reached the church, whkfa was mo»t 
likely the ^ipccial objoct of our walk, be vrould sit 
down and sketch, atid with a few rapid and «tiggesiive 
toucfaeia, aftenvardft to be completed, strike o^ in per* 
feet propoclion the architectural oharacier of the build- 
ing, iKrt Culing, however, to ivotc carefully the mixture 
of the ntylc*, and to ooCc the sections of the mouldings 
in the different pan^ Hi» singula/ and oattu-al aptitude 
18 a drai^htsman had been fostered t^ hb attach- 
moot to our drawing master, Peter Hamilton, wtio soon 
regarded him as hh favxjurite and tnosr profrti^irkg pvpll, 
and often to his great delight invited htm to his loomjt 
to spend ihc c^i-ening and examine nith him hb lar;ge 
ool&cction of drawings, engravings, artd designs. 

"AUboogh his own special tastes lay, I think, in 
architectural dciIn«at»on, he had peat fondnesd for 
painting and art of every kind, and one of the chief 
treats, which he never f4ilcd to dAtm. was a vi^it to 
the periodiea] cxJubitiona in the School of Art». and 
often I hare heard his father and others seek hia 
OfHnioa on the special points he noticed in the pro- 
ductk>ns tttcre. Se^-eral picHJrw I can no^ recall of 
Hacltse and Haydon and Ecty and Cooper vhidi he 
odticlMd and explained tar rnc. 1 have ^tpukni of the 
pleamrc which lie took a.« a boy in spending a quiet 
evening with Mr. Hamilton, but 1 cannot refraio Trom 
tellir^. as it just occurs to me, of hi£ un^ fi$h interest ia 
grWng up tinK to assist an old lady friend of our»« who, 
late in life, bad set herself the ta^ of learning Greek, 
in order to read the New Testament m the tviginal. 
- After the com6>rUblc tea and tinding a &liart 
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amusement in lighting up an orrery, which she had 
skilfully arranged with her own hands, he would spend 
an hour or two, won by the sacrifice of leisure time 
before, in teaching her ; and her grateful surprise at 
his patience and care seemed to afTord him the greatest 
satisfaction, and he was always ready to accept her 
invitation for more help. 

" Few places in the neighbourhood of Birmingham 
remained unvisited by us, and Bromsgrove, Dudley, 
Halesowen, Sutton Coldfield, Coleshill, and even Lich- 
lield^ were not beyond the limits of our explorations. 
I remember well that we had one day a most kind 
reception at Oscott College, where, coming as wander- 
ing schoolboys, without introduction or other claim, 
we were taken over the whole building, and my friend 
was shown some of the special treasures of the library 
by one of the principal authorities, — we learned after- 
wards, I believe, that it was the recently appointed 
President, Dr. Wiseman, himself. A strange meeting, 
considering the after careers of this boy and this 
distinguished man. 

"The fondness for country rambles found wider 
scope at times either when he accompanied his father 
on fishing excursions to Shropshire, or when he paid a 
visit to his aunt at Ashby-de-Ia-Zouch, I have walked 
with him in our school-days the forty-two miles from 
Birmingham, through Hagley, Bendley, and Cleobury, 
over the Clee Hills to Ludlow ; and here while staying 
with his relations — for this town had been his grand- 
father Captain Westcott's home — he found unfailing 
interest in castle and church and timbered houses, or 
in wandering in quest of fossils on the bills, or watch- 
ing his father piay the grayling along the Teme banks 
at Leintwardine, 
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" From Anhby, on footi or by chance drives to 
help LS on the way, wc went to Tulbury and Brocdcn, 
Castle Dcnnington and Coleorton, and to ihia la^t 
place he eecmcd attracted and to make as It were a 
pilgrimage, because, he said, as he pointed out to me 
the house Lpon the hill^ thut was thr home of Sir 
George He.iumont, the fncnd of Wordsworth, the 
painter and patron of artiat3> who helped to found the 
National Gallery and k^vc his pictures to it. Once 
we went to the Carmelite settlement at GrAce Dicu 
and spent the whole day watthJng the monk« labour- 
ing to bring under cultivation the barren Charnwood 
soil, and for our mid-day meal we profited gladly b>' 
their Mmplc hospitality in the ^ue^t -chamber, and 
wished that wc could have accepted their ifvitation to 
spend the night there aUo. 

"Bui now I must Look back upon an experience of 
the BNhoji's early life which givt's us, 1 thinW, a glimpse 
into some s[ieciiil features of his charncter, and eniibics 
us to note the first development of his Interest in social 
questions, in which hereafter he wa^ to do such scniec 
u a peacemaker, the enforcer of the iccogniUon of 
UM>clated benefits and obligations In mankind 1 was 
very young, but I well recollect his telling me how, 
when he ^as a child, I suppose in 1831, he had seen 
Thomas Attwood lead a vast crowd of men to a mass 
meeting of the political unions ; and then a^in, as we 
stood together at his father's door in i Si 8, we saw this 
same leader, who noticed us boys as he passedj proceed 
to the great Chartist demonsiration at Ho]k>way Head 
close by. 

••Then 10 1839, possibly after we had witnessed 
together the triumplial entry of Fcargus O'Connor — 
though 1 am sure only of this circumstance and not 
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of the d^te — 3 tiire of still more scnous disturbances 
begaa ! read in homp (rttcr of my own, 18th May, 
*T1ktc ih H yrcat disturbarce ht th^ lowii with the: 
Cliarti^tK. Two of the iingleiiilcfs were ar rented 
ycstcrdAy for Acdttion, Ku5icll and Brown- Brown 
has been making speeches in the Bull Ring, Inciting 
tbe people, and blockirg the thoroiTghfare. There 
z proclamation Issued forbidding meoiings, but 
the people trjiiuplecl il under fixit. Then the mugls* 
tr^tcs issued inothrr, and now the Chaniab have 

le to the hill near here and arc much more in- 
Liurialed Ihati before, bocau^ic their leaders have been 
taken. Then; are iols of soldiers in the town, Ca^'alry 
and Rifle Brigade" Afterwards, on 1 5th July, the riots 
toolc pificp, and or the morrow we went to *iee the 
ruins of the houses ihat had been hum!, and the 
soldiers posted in the streets, 1 used la hear Oiookc 
talk connp.iAVonately about these things with his cousin, 
Wilham Baxter, a young man engaged In business in 
tbe town, and he seemed to me to lind reasons cind 
excuses for what had happened. 

*lt was the v^me wilh ^ome other matters that he 
took a strange jntcm^i in not very long after that time, 
rC^>ccially in Mormonism, then first sending its emis- 
nncs among the labovring classes of tlic town, and 
later on in Positivism. He told me that ail excesses 
and mischievous delusions among men came from one- 
sided views of truth, and too great importance given 
10 one aspect of it. or else from people's assertion of 
party ncods ; that the way to combat error was \o seek 
the clement of eood in it, and show that its real 
explanation and stntinfaction were included in the 
Bible ; that the surest plan to stop strife and dis- 
affeeiion was to proclaim the common responsibilities 
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of thr miiititLide and their fi^llowship with nn» another 
I Ctinciot, of coiir^;, vgqM ihc doubtless simpler language 
that he used in speaking to me of these things, but 
the memory of his feeling on these subjects has ever 
been vivid ard permanent since boyhood's day^* Vosi- 
\lvi%rrt. he said, claimed to be the religion of humanity, 
and many feature*) of it, he believed, would in the 
future prov(? 1o be fight, in so far as ihey app^itleJ 
not to indivtJual^ only but to communities, to mutual 
duties and general aims. 

" I reeolZect hi? procuring and studying the J^&tjk a/ 
Afffntr^^n about 1340, and afterwards obtaining tracts 
en Positive Philosophy, perhaps in 1842. 

" As ! read qiihc recently oner c>f the lti-\hop'* latest 
books, 5<vm/ Asptcts ff Lifty whcEi I caught ihcrc the 
echoes of so mary thoughts to which I had knc*wn 
him i^ive a fainter utterance in youthful days, I eoutd 
not fail to be struck by the Icjilimony that it bore to 
the continuity of hi* ideals and his views of life, and 
to reeognise how indeed in his case it had proved true 
' Uial the child was father to the man/ 

" Age did but bring to him maturity of wisdom, a 
fuller ipintuality, a meeker gentleness, a clearer illumin- 
ation and joy of faith. 

'* The life of the Bishop even in his school-days was 
enninently thoughtful and studious. As 1 took back 
on it now 1 can detect ils br&idlh of feirling and 
opinion, the staid eclecttcifm which nought alone for 
what was good and true. Earnestly and thoroughly, 
1 may say intensely, he threw himself into every woTk> 
Apart from the recreations: I h:tvt' mentioned, I never 
knew him indulge in mere pastimen or loitering indo* 
lencr of any kind. L'nflagging in effort and thoughtful 
uccupatiun, he even llien had Utile lime to ^lay. Very 
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and, after a very short Ai\(] frugal iiienl at

for which vet: both had rrcmbci's' tiekcts, and sp* 
the whole remaining time on votuntary classical work, 
or in studying history ard archseology. Only occasion- 
ally, I think alnf) for my sake, did he ]>erni[t himself 
tci look at illuNtriiled books, ;md of ihcsc I remember 
specially Roberta" J^o/^ Lund BTid Audtibons great 
work on birds. 

"The inlluencc of his great teacher, Prince Lee, 
found in his earnest and thoughtful spirit a most con- 
jjcniul noil : and the *corn of litile and shallow thingSj 
the love of moi^l and intellcctUdi truth fulness, Ihc 
supremacy and permanency of goodness, the ardent 
pursnit of knowledge for its own sake, the patient and 
katjonous investij^lion of the full signiftcance of *.tyle 
And nngle words, the dei^ire to irter]>ret the lanf;uage 
of every author first by the careful compan^ion of all 
his othei wfittngs, and then by the ll^ht of all that 
the widest reading of hlslory and poetry could lend, 
were stirred in him through the ^ug^csH\"cnes5 and 
the enthusiasm which Lcc conveyed In e?cplanation 
of the classics or in Bible !«££ons. He certftinty wm 
among the worthiest of his pupils and the most loving 
of hi% foTlower*- 

" Quiet and humble and retiring, he was, I think, 
sought out by the sympathetic tenderness which 
aidUrcdly Ifty at the root of his master's character. 
Some iittle peculiariliea, such as the habit, preserved 
throughout life, of closing hia eyes as if a.^leep, and 
resting hi» head upon his hand, were passed over in 
his ca^e, through fear, perhaps, of causing any di«- 
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couragcmcnt. though in others they would havr Tflilcd 
lu fiiiJ cxciiac. It would be startling to eimncmtc the 
acquirements of his private work long before he went 
up to Cambridge, and to tcil the feats of hh quick 
and fctentivc memory, which gave him the mon-cllous 
power of citation he po^ses^cd, and made him familiar 
with almost every lire of Virgil and Horace, and such 
large portions cff Juvenal, of Homer, and the Greek 
tragic poetsn I sec m one of my earliest school letter^ 
Nov. 1338, this notice. * Mr l^e has given permission 
for voluntary preparation by heart, and Brooke will tak€ 
Up at Easter aCioo line* of Virgil, and 500 of Homer ' ; 
and once I myself heard him say the whole of a speech 
of Cicrrt>, the Sr?eonil Catiline, which he ofTrred as a 
self-imposed holiday task, 

" He wfts fond of music, and at one time gave up 
pretty regularly some leisure in acquiring a little practi- 
cal cETieiency, His knowledge of Che theory wa^ how- 
ever, in advance of this, and ] recollect he composed 
several chants and hymnttine^ In a town like Birming- 
ham theic were abundant upportunilies of bearing the 
bcHt mu^ic. and many times we were present at concerts 
in the Towt^ Hall. ! can ^ce him in fancy now. there 
or in our home, when my sifter »»ang or played, sitting 
wfth eyes covered, absorbed in likening, and taking in 
as it were mysteriou* messages from the liarmonies he 
ht-anL 

" Che^ too, claimed him as tin a-spirant to skid 
upon its board. He liked much to get a game with 
one of the masters. Mr. Calder> whom he greatly 
respected, or with a cousin of mine who was often on 
a vidt to us while home on furlough from India, or 
*ttlt more frequently with my ^iintcr, who, I fear, waa 
Less cnCbusiaslic than himM:lf. 
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" I bccimc one of Mr. Lec'a own pupib in Mnrch 
IS44, and my friend made a note that on th.ni diiy [ 
vras 'admitted to the privileges of ttie 1st class,' so 
that I wais only for a few momhs, and at a reverential 
dt^tanu^ from liim, the witnt^ss of (lie pfrfDnnante of 
bis j>chool work, I ciijci>cdj however, for years daily 
intercourse with him, noted his assiduous toil, profiled 
by hjs counflcb and liis help. Many times a week he 
oune up to our hou^e, u^ually prep^tred his work there ; 
me« he remained for the night, or 1 went back 
him. T roiild always coiml upon hi* afrLtfion, 
and i hdil ever before me whii 1 may call the severity 
of his example, th&t seemed at timc^ to ptit too great 
strain upon my younger and fur less elevated aims. 
have to regret icome wronghc^sdedncss and jealousy 
that robbed me of the full fruits of his intimacy- 

*' These are after all but sTIght and confused remi- 
niscent!!! tif Ixjyhtx^d's ittty^. m wluch I my-ielf Imd suinc 
imiTTediate part. There is very much more to say. 
I might tell of his rclMions with his more distingfuishcd 
school -feIlo«-9; as Kcar>", C. Evans, Kendall, Furton, 
Holden, and T. Price. Except at school, the inter* 
courtc with the firtl three^ who were boarders in Lee's 
house, wa* rsrr, hnf i^nrtnn and t'nce he often met. 
and with tlit- former, who lived near^ he Hked lo lalk 
not only of work and ambitiojis, but of his gcolo^cal 
and architectural rambler in the neif;;hbourhood- Per- 
bap« worthy of record aUo is the keen and active

thnju;^h, Eravi^l-^tainc^d, and weary. As ut: ;]ppnj;iclied 
tlic turniikg whcie wc liad to leave the high-road, my 
frlcud caught sight of a young ^irl crying, who was in 
vain trying to draw a little carnage, ^ith a couple of 
clDthcs-txifiketK, up a hitl. Brooke hurried foru^^ird and 
?;c]U?d the handle, asking the girl where and how far 
she had tn go. She pointed ot(t a house at some 
dist<tTicCr and then he vj^^urou^ly dr^i^geJ up }ir:;i~ load, 
Aiid having at U-tt safely bruuglit it to lis dcstmatiou, 
returned to mc and wc iciumed our way. Wc were 
very tired and dispiritcdt but he w&e quiet, unpretend- 
ing, and generous as was his wont-

One of the latest entri&s in my father's diary of 
1844, under cUte the 29th of June, tclU of a call on 
Mt. Lee, who was "full of good wishes and inspiring 
with hope," With this last interview my father's 
school dayfl ended. He owed very much to hii hon 
oured teacher, and always delighted to acknowledge 
the debt. He kept his master's portrAit continually 
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before his cyc$i and when In later years my mother 
desired to place hi* own picture above her wiiting- 
table, he would only cDiiJ^em to have it thus m evidence 
on condition that it wm hun|^ brriieath his master's. 
WTicii in 1893 lie vJsitcJ liitiitiiiyliaiii, on the occasioa 
of the opening of u nc:w girls' -schw)! on King Edward's 
Koui^dation, hc^ p^^id a pubJic tribute to his great teacher's 
iTKmofy. Tan of whn-it he thpn ^iud may well be

CHAPTER n 

CAMERtlx;E: UNDERGRADUATE LIFE 
1^44-1648 

Mv father went up to Ca-mbridge fn October 1844. 
He arrived there in pouring rjiin, and with difliculty 
discovered his lodgings, which were at No, 7 Jesus Lane. 
From his windows he was able to overlook the ga-rdena 
of Sidney Sussex College, and, lover of nature as he 
waa, derived continual refreshment from the proApecl- 
Hc thus describes hh arrivat And first impressions of 
Cambridge : — 

] cen hardly tell you hovfunn^ I feel in my new habita' 
tion- I have as yel been quile a solitary — no one of my 
friend* in yet eomc up — and consequently 1 havt been very 
intluairioiiii ; and yel 1 can hardly say so, for my hoolcs^ whSch 
1 ^nt in a case ^ep^iraieiy, arc not yet ijonie, jind 1:0 1 have 
only a few to mediiaic <jn. My jijurncy was nol very pli^ajsani, 
lor we rode about thirty miles m the rain by coach, and to 
could «ee hut Utile as we went along, though I do not know 
that many beauties were lost The country is vety, very fiat ; 
though what I have seen of ihc neighbourhood of Canibridcc 
itnelfii much heller than I had anticipated. The Colleges vilh 
their gardens render i1 very pleasant. 

Whpn I got into Ciimhridge rhe rain was falling VF^ry heavily, 
and when 1 had with considerable dithculty procured a porter, 
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1 B^ed fortb to 6nd Jcgus Line, ^nd, having; ]0£i my rood 
seven] tlmcsy managed to reach it. Then 10 know \fi. 
PorchCT'i house — ihM was & great difficulty. However, I 
ukc<L &nd wA» directed 10 a IluIc ugly place, to get mlo 
which you descended by t*o steps- When 1 inquired if thai 
liu Mr. Porcbcr'a, "Yes,'* wai ihe repl/; and when I apokc 
about room« — **0h, sit down a momcni, and I will show them 
jQU," ttid my londLcbdy ; and by bdp of a wretched candle sbc 
conducted me to 1 rixirji TDort' tike :i cellar than anything 
elacv badly furnJE-hcd and dimly lightedt and to)d mc ihLii w(la 
my keeping room. Huw I looked ;krid slaied I And then I 
grumbled, and said how the person who had engaged my 
lod^iiij^i had deceived \mc She then Sitid ihe^e wlu probably 
fionac miitAkc, n thc^re was unother Forcher iti the iitr<M;t- 
IIow my hctn jumped Tot joy when 1 heard it ! Scarcely 
ftpolo^iing for giving %uch unnecessary Tiouhle, ofl I went, 
&nd found »ty real ruoms* and they arc very pleasant onca, so 
thjtl 1 wat noi vf.Ty di^AJLiJ^fied with my ndvenlure. Yester- 
day I made a^y purchases, though I was shocked at ihc 
arniniini I laid ciui in trifles — nearly j^io — and Nallied toHall 
in cap and gown it 4 : gol my dinner, arid much enjoyed it. 
Yun cannot Lmug'ioe v\\At & splendid phcc Trintly h. Three 
iiDinccfie sfju^es of buildings — two Gothic and one ItaliflA^ 
it n magniJlccnt > and then Itic Hall ilsdf is 2. very nice 
old building with a fine roof of about JimcD the Firsts reign 
— but mote of I his a^t some future time' I wcnE again tu 
Chapel flt 6. 

Hift manner of life at Cambridge wa:^ very rcguUr 
and simple- He wtis an caHy riser, it being hi^ rule 
to be up at 5 A-M< After morntng Chapel he took a 
light breakfast, contriving to finish the meaJ by fi. Hft 
complained thai breakfast was someiimes a very long 
meal and waited much time, From p to m he attended 
College Icctunn, itiid afterwards read in his own rooms 
ufittl ?. Thcii, if it was tolerably fine, he would go for 
a walk, returning in time for dinner in Hall at nbout 4, 
He AttendedjChapcl again at 6. and aftCTwaTdfl,to use hb 
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own phra^, worked " for *n tong a« tfw? sleq>y god will let 
mc," SuiiK'timc^, ! fear, the "sleepy god" was too 
pcrmU^tivc ; for on one occasion Kc entered a new rule 
in his diary, directing himself to stop work at 13. 

On Sundays he attended Chapel from S to 9.30 ; and 
tivin read devotional litf^r^ture, and wrote " one special 
letter/' After this he would go for a ahort walk until 
hiv prcKt-nce was required ^1 Sunday Schrxjl ;it 2.45. 
ImmcdJalcIy after School came his 4 o'clock dinner; 
after which ill-timed meal he would read until it was 
time lo go to Chtirch ; after which he went to have tea 
and fierious conversation or Greek Testament reading 
with one of his frtendj&. 

He preferred to attend Churc^h rather than the 
College Clupcl on Simday evenings, because he deemed 
the Chu|>el service to partake too much of the nature of 
ft mujical performance. Beinf: very fond of music* 
he seems lo have felt happier in aUcndintJ a church 
where he wa« little Likely to receive much artistic 
gratification, 

I have brcn unable lo trace anywhere the r;iintc»5t 
indication cf lunch ; but from later knowledge of his 
habits am inclined to believe that he regaled himself 
with fL biscuit at mid-day. 

His reading was remarkably wide Hewa^ fearfully 
anxious leat hi« studies should be " selfish" — that is, too 
much directed towards the attainment of University 
lionours — ^and therefore made a point of working at 
other subjects. He had derived from his fatlier a great 
iKat for botany and geolotry^ and while an undergraduate 
prepare a most elaborate botanical caialc^ue. He col- 
lected moiwes and ferns. Hi'i regular "griDds," which 
w«re often exlr^ndwl far beyond the cuttomary limits, 
were a conliuual botanical fcant . while his love of archi- 
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tccture invented c\-ery village chorch with interest. He 
did not at this pericxl uf hU \{{v find itmc^ for making 
many akctctics^ but he cdrcfully noted the atchitcctur&I 
fcjLturc^ of the buildings which he visited- The wide 
range of hiA interests a.^ nn undergraduate is amply 
evidenced by the contents of his '' special " letters. He 
enUghtened hi^ correspondent on a j^reai number of 
Mibjecti connected with art and lilcnture, writing long 
letters on stich to\n^^ as SiMni^li Dramatists, Italian 
Pgintcrs, and Gciman Literature. 

Attbough my father's contemporaries at Cambridge 
were an unusually brilliant set, he very decidedly held 
his own ;tfnong them. Amongst the men of hi^ year 
were C K Scott.' who was eventually bracketed first 
with hira in the Classical Tnpos, J. E. B. Mayor/ j, LI, 
Davks,^ D, J- Vaughann' A. Barry,'^ Howson. and ihc 
Hon, E. H. Stanley.*^ Lord Alwync Compton, the present 
Bishop of Ely, and K» H, BicUcrstcth, the late Bishop 
of Exeter, were also hi« contemporaries and ascociates. 
The mathematicians of the year included also Isaac 
Todhunter, who wan Senior Wrangler, and Charles 
Fredcfick Mackenzie, afterwards MLssionary Bi^Kop in 
Central Africa. 

Hii first University success was hU election to the 
Battie Scholarship in 1846, This success was more 
than he had dared to hope, and he was proportionately 
dclightetL It waA characcerii^tic of him that, on the 
evening of the day of the good news, he went for a

LIFE OF BISHOP WESTCOTT cniif. 



The lail recorded tneeting of the rtodety took place 
on I 5th Ma/ 184B. On that occasion the character of 
Thcratncnes was discussed (n Wcatcott's rooms. Before 
separating for the evening Uic society chose the char- 
acter of Philopoemen as the " next topic of diacu£^ion." 
So ends the minute -book. Whether the societv 
survived to di^uss tht: chariicter of PhiloiJtrmen or 
not IS not apparent Trobably not, Tor the four 
faithful members of the club had no^' graduated. 
Thcrt; is an entry in the minute-book which indicates 
thnt in March the end was near. Above the initials 
B, F W, occur these words : " Ld me here offer my 
hcanfek tribute lo a society from which i have derived 
great ple&^urc, acid. I trust, tlic deepest good — not 
least under the feelings of to-day." The ^tibjcct th.it 
evening bad been "The Condition o( Women at Rome "; 
bm the diftcufision had wandered over a wide field, 
and, in its latent stages, w,is concerned tvith a com- 
parison of Plato and AHstotle, 

In ] 847 my father won the Mcinl)er%' Priie for Latin 
E«ay, and the Greek Ode Medal for the second lime- 
He had on ihU occasion the honour of reciting his 
Greek Ode before Queen Victoria, and of receiving his 
medal from the hand of Prince Albert, the newly- 
installed Chancellor of the University. He narrate* 
hi^ evpericnces of the great day in one of his "special'* 
letter* : — 



I managed la get through or Tuesday far better than 1 
cxpcctccE, and walked backv^iirdt from the Queen and Prince, 
after receiving my medal from him, ifilh lolcrahir faclliiy. 
Wc hod n very nice place just below the royal party, to thai 
I ^vr a:t much of iva as I chose.

iMMEDIATei-V afUf the apptarancc of the Classical 
Tripos list. WcsTcott was busied with private pupils. 
Of these he had six during the May term- One of 
his earliest pupils was F. W. Wickcndcn, vtho also 
was an old Birmingham bo>% and to v\bom lie became 
greatly attached. None of my father's friends, save 
Wicktuden, ever addressed him hy his Christian ramc. 

During the long vacation of r343 my father, hi con- 
junction with Mr. H, R- Alder, conducted a reading 
party in Wales. 

Their headquarters Mere at Beddgetcrt, a.nd they 
made many ascents of Snowdon from various sides by 
night a."; well as day. A graphic account of one of 
these nocturnal ascents ts given in a letter to Miss 
Whittard. Therein he says: — 

About half-past 11 we set ont rich with rug cr pbidi a

nc <Jctemiincd co return ofice mote and try the path .igain. 
[ look the lantern and a. inutch, ai^d asked far thice minuict 
only 10 decide whether we were right or rot ; and in lets 
th*n the appointed time I came lo a coitjigc which wc all 
recogiiikedr and ihi* bring pa<sedf the licenr b^gin. At firjt 
im: had to pass ovur sumc flat boggy ground with a very fnirit 
rrark, Init wp romplcied this part of nur joumpy suoerwftilly, 
but before vc had done «o the rain wa« tailing m torrent^ 
and whL-n wc btrgdn to rlimL among the recks every pjith 
WAS a htllc mnuntmn stream. Yet ve determined in '*fold 
our pUklH :ituiiad us" aiid proci^ed. I could nut enuniemte 
:o you all our jiefplexitios when now and then the path dna- 
appeared in a bog, And ihey had to send me i:rut viich the 
lanlttn on every nide to liy to rediscover the traces of fooi- 
vtcp&; but iL length wc came lo the ridge of ihc hill where 
aU tbe d^ffi.TeTtT paths unite in one distinct one. But now 
wc were asiatled by x new fear. We had already called into 
r«lui*ition o»r second piece of canrilCn nnd ii>i Iht wind b^ew 
hard there nccmcd every prospect that it would blare anay^ 
if it did not meet wilh a more uniirnrJy fate. Add lo thii 
that one of our [>arty grew very fatigued, and wc had to halt 
continually ; yc: in ^pilc of all we came lo the r»eck of the 
moimtxinf on eaeh side of which are very sreep declivitiet, 
tad the path in m^ziy places not thiec feet wide^ ai^d paMcd 
it quite Mfcly We found iwo other paniei at the top, nnd 
look refuge in one of the cabins, and procured sornc coffee* 
removing ^^ many nf onr wer rlnthrs at we could- Of ronnp 
wc gave up all idea of a view. But at about 4 o'clock there 
wa-i 4 litUc bicjk II] ibe clouds, and though this immediately 
Cloced flgam, yet on ^otng oui ^ome few minutes after [ taw 
m little pccji of the &ea, of the deepest blue : and now cvtiiy 
mintite it grew larger, and then a mouiitiiin top appeared^ 
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And anoibcr, and anuLher, till the whole disitanoe yis.tt clear* 
Evtiy *>htfUt}M «ias iL dcTL'p purple, and i[ i^ jmptjssiblc lo 
r.onccive :uiyihing mote striking ihan the conir.ist between

ivriting ihcy were cleared After ihis gleams of &unRhinc 
passed over dilTrri'iil i>Arts of the view, now hghting up 
Harlech Ca^de, bcAutifully situated &moiigvt !;oine tree*; 
d^aia tlic fcriilc i&lc o( Aiiglcaca, divided like a map into 
icn thousand little fictunrcfl;, Wc gazed and gained, and felt 
we could gate for ever. The colours were si> strange and 
beautiful, and all vi-med «o fresh and clear, ^ ihcry always 
indeed do in a morning, that wc could SCArccty return and 
leave &o much that was grand ; buL we did, and experieneed 
no uiiury from our expedition *avc a di/s alccpincu. 

On the occasion of another a-"*ccnt of Snowdon, 
m>' father had a Tail and cut hi^ hand badty. The 
effect of thitt fail remained with him through lifc> The 
middle finger of his right hand was drawn forward on 
to the paint, so that he couki never wear a glove on 
that hand, nor shake hands with any degree of comfort. 
He just mentions thi? accident in a letter to his 
mother ; — 

My dear Mother^ I aui much obliged to you for your 
note, and the one you enclote from the Major.* If all be 
well next tummcr, 1 will certainly make an effort to sec him, 
and this ■*Ijjng" has been lo plcatant thai 1 haw half 
rciolvcd to vtsit Scodand next year in the ramc way. ] 
shall now t/o soon be at home agarn thjt 1 am i^uiie diMiv 
ciined to wiitc long note^. and when 1 went up Snowdon last 
I cut my hMid, lu that it it siill diflicult to hold a |ien» uid 
chia IS a hnt excuse for laiincM. ^ , .

TcU my father thai i did not find VVoodaia, but 1 have 
applied to the "boots" ar Dolbndarn, and he piomised to 
procure it by means of ropes. — Ever believe, my dear mother, 
your nicnt aflectionnie sor, BmwKn F, Westcott. 



In the October term of 0^4^ Wcatcott had twelve 
private pupils ; amongstthem being J. B, Lightfoot^ who 
had gone into residence at Cambridge the previmiK 
October. Lightfoot also had been educated at King 
Edward Vl/s School Birmingham. He had not known 
Westcott in hi^ school-days ; in fact, he did not )oin the 
school until the term after Westcott had left He knew 
him by repute, however, and it was Westcott's school 
and college reputation that induced Ligiilfoot to seek 
hU tuition. Neither had he kncwn E. W. Benson, 
who waii also a Pirmingham boy, when at school. 
Benson was several years his jtinior, and did not go 
up to Cambridge until after Westcott had taken hi« 
degree ; but Benson had been a junior contemporary 
of Westcott in *Jchool-days, and had as a little boy 
noticed how Westcott, the head of the school, was, 
for his singular merits, allowed the unique privi- 
lege of resting his ht^ad upon his hands in clasSn 
Following Lighlfool's example. Benson at the bcpn- 
ning of his second year placed himself under the 
guidance of his successful school -fellow. It wa^ at 
Cambridge therefore, and not at Birmingham, that the 
lifelong friendship of the distinguished trio of old 
Birmingham btiy^ began, and it« foundations were laid 
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in Wcalcoit's rooms in Ncvilk'a Court.' SpCAking of 
Weslcott as his private lutor^ Benson says: " He is so 
kind, so patient, so industrious, 50 interestod in or<r, so 
devcf, and so highly accomplii^ht^d (you understand 
what Ttv mean by accomplishments, not darcing and 
flowfcr painting'i, that Ibcvcry company of him docs one 
good, and his teaching is most instructive. He is an 
admirable scholar, and has the gift of imparting too/'* 

Another of Weatcott's private pupils was F, J. A. 
Hon. With these three my father was intimately 
as?iociated for the r^l of thdr livei Though they 
were hh juniors he survived them all. and stood as a 
mourner by the open grave of each one of them in sue- 
cession* What the loss of friends and fcllo^^- -workers 
so dear meant to him in those la^t years of his life 
none can tell, 

Westcott*ti success as a private tutor was most 
remarkable- Hi* pupils found in him far more than s 
mere *' coach," and many of them, besides those already 
mentioned, remained his friends through Itfc, Dr. 
Whcwell, Master of Trinity at that time, thu.-i wrote of 
him ; — " Besides being a ven' excelient scholar, and a 
person of great learning and Uteraiurc, and of admirable 
character and agreeable manners, he has a zeal for leach- 
ing which is quite extraordinary. The pains he bestows 
ti|ion his pupils here (private pupils) is unparalleled, and 
his teaching is judicious as well as careful," 

At this period my father's diary is mainly composed 
of quotations from h(s daily reading. He was so

In the Jiunmer of 1S49 my father viaitcd the 
Continent for the fir5;t time. He had hoped to prcvnil 
on his father to accompany him, but eventually found 
himself under the reccwity of going alone. HI* loneli- 
ness was enlivened by cncounterfng a revohition. In a 
letter to his friein) Wickcnden he thus narrates his 
expcr tenets ; — 

My entrance into Baden was highly ndvcnturoub, I fountl 
myieir one day alone ni Dsnnstadi when tlie weaTher wn^ hot 
and the town dull, and though 1 w^s aware that there wai 
wjrre fghiing in the immediaTc neighbourhood, it *ecmed out 
of the -question to stay in such a wretched place without a 
struggle to get to Heidelberg or Mannheim. Well, I started 
by railway till I came to a nation in the poAeeeeion of Hessian 
troops !Icic I was obtiged to atop> and no proceeded (o die 
inn at Heppenheim, which was their hcadquaneis. It was a 
tttangcsight to tookat thcgroupHofof^ccra, and thcmusterins 
of floldicfi; to hear the rappel htating, and the clattering 
of horses, as the crderlie^i were riding about; but at length 
this annuscmeni became wcarbonie, and iru»iering all my 
Qcnnan and all my courage, 1 inquired for tome conveyance 
10 take uie to Mannhcinij and foilunately fuund a fierman 
Student who was going there aJso ; but unhappily he d)d not 
k.now a word of Ftcikch. However^ vc started at dusk^ And 
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right gladly too, ihougb we were soon stopp^ jjid strictly 
ciJLmiriC(L Bui all ws.^ fighi. and we journeyed nlojig llic 
fnmtju* Birrgitntsc, with its h;»anted cBfidei iiWcied by the 
moon, and iU deep sombtc avenues lined by soldiers. But 
thtn ibc ftcene chartgeri ; wc ciimc to a \m\e village which I 
recognised aa the scene of a 'thftrp Tkinniiih in the niorning, jn 
ivhit^h ihc rtheN had Iwcn victurioun. Wc wt^rc in ^ mtnncnl 
(nuTOunded by a ttoup ol *' blouaes" ^ul they treated ua very 
civilly, and so we wctc fairly nduitllcd Into Ihrir icriiiory ; 
but again and again vre had to undergo tb« ordtsil of examintt- 
tbn. Levelled musquclft, pcrcinplory coitiuianda, and ibo 
comfoning "all right" were the ftccompanitncnin of every turn 
of ihe road, till wc reached Minnhcini early in the momina^ 
and fwind iha) we had pa*ispd ttirotigh ihe headquarter* of 
both Armies ihouj^b tbcy wcic nciLifllly At war— vi advcriturc 
1 diould nut have ittlenttpied had my kniiwledgc bet^n an grrat 
Ofi my disconlcnimcnc at DamifiEndL The wliolc journey 
throngh BadcJi van vi-ry cxcltinj;. 'rhc[ici>plc ^lCCl]led 10 have

In 1B49 my father won the Members' Latin Essay 
Priw open to Bachelors of Arts, and was elected tc a 
Fellow^htp at Trinity College. 
VOL.1 I 
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During the same year and in the earlier part of 
1 8 50, in Aiich micrvals as hb cflgroasing tutorial 
labours ^Tlowed, he wa^s engaged in writing an essay 
On the Allcgtd Historical Contrar^iclifHis cf the Gospdi, 
for ibc NorrUian rdzc- The essay is dated i4lh 
March 1S50- It won the prize, beiiii; published in 
1S51 under the title of The Eitmenti of ike G^pU 
Harmony. In the second and iub«equent editions it 
was named An iKiroducti/m (o ihf Stu/iy g/ the Oosptts. 
Under this name it has been widely read : in fact, 
after the lapse of half a cefituryn this essay, written by 
Westcott at the age of twenty-fivc, is a standard 
theological work. It ha.*^ been altered in details and 
amplified from time to time, but in principle it is 
the same as when criginally penned.^ As a corn* 
panion volume to the Gospf! Hann&nyy We«tcott also 
projected an Apostolic Harmony, which was to he an 
introduction to the study of the Epistles* This work, 
however, he was unable to complete. 

Westcolfs first book was dedicated to his father, 
who was very proud of the work. As a rule, Mr. 
F. B. Westcotl's letters to hiH son were, save for a few 
geological passages, almost exclusively of a hotrirical 
character, but on this occasion he is wafted into other 
fields. He says:—

In the summer of 1850 my father went with a 
reading party to Scotland. Whether he visited hi:t 
aged relative, Major George Fosa Westcott, who resided 
at Stirling, or not, does not appear ; but he rctnrnefl 
filled with admiration for Scotch scenery and Scott** 
novelv hi this last connexioit it is interesting to 
notice that he devoted his first literary earnings to the 
purchase of a handsome edition of Scott's novels a« a 
prtjenC to his wife. 

On the day the party assembled be writes fn hfs 
dfary :

Wotcou was ordained DcacxMi on 15th June iSji, 
in the pan^ church of Prc^twich. by his old maatcr 
Dr, j. Prince Lee, Bishop of Mancbc^ftcr, hu Trinity 
Fellowship being accepted »^ a title. Hut he vn^ 
never able to look t^ck with any pkavure on the 
eimtmftaTMes of his ofxUnatlocu He v^> grvady dt«- 
appointed at the lack of fatherly «>-mpathy foe ^hich 
he had hoped, and grieved at the general undcvotional 
character of the proceeding!. JEe was unable to fed 
the ".amc confidence in the Bishop of ManchcMcr a$ he 
had fell in hi* great teacher. On aist December of 
the same year the Bishop of Mancbeiter ordained him 
Prieit in the church of Bolton -le-Moort 

Wtien, in idS4, he wa.^ present at the ordination of 
three of his sons by Bisliop Lightfoot in Durham, he 
remarked to them on the happy change that had come 
os'er lhe*e ember seasons. He said then that he had 
deeply felt the cold formality of his own ordinatk>n, 
and had especially regretted that he uas nnt allowed 
even to retain the Hibic placed in his hand^ when he 
was comnussjoncd. Sliabby volume as it was exter- 
nally, he would have treasured it beyond all other 
books, had it no! been sternly taken from hiA reluctant 
hands. He found it hard on other accounu than this 
to reverence his old mailer at a biithop^ and could with 
di/TicLilty he pcriundcd to renew hh interooursc with 
him in after years. 

In spile of what he called his " Puritanic tempera- 
ment/' Westcott always delighted in congenial society. 
He was otsentially affectionate and euthtislastlc in any 
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C3U«e which invited Co-operation sind served some 
useful [>urpo€«. He devoted himself ^vith ardour, 
during hU I.ist year al Cambridge, to two new societies. 
One of tlicsc was the " GhosUic Guild " and thf nthev 
the "Choral Sociciy/' The ' GhostUe Guild/" which 
numbered amongst its members A. Barry, E> \V. Benson, 
H. BradehaH', the Hon. A. Gordon, F, J, A. Hort, H, 
Luard, and C. B, Scott, was established for the investi- 
g;ition of all supernatural appearances and eflTects. 
Wcs^cott took a leading ptiri in their proceedings, find 
their inquiry tilrcular wa^ originally drawn up by 
him. He aUo received s, number of commumcation^ 
in respon:se. Outsiders, faih'ng to appreciate the fact 
that these invesli^atois were m earnest and only seeking 
the truth, called tliem the " Cock and Bui! Club." 

One of my father's carlfe^I letters to Mr. Hort con- 
cerns this Guild. Writing from Bristol in January 1852, 
he says : —

ChrisiiDASv 1 had a note from ilordon the other day, and he 
tellfi mc ihat he ba.i an admirably authenticated communica- 
lion. 1 havi- collected very IjuK', but all my InquiTies have 
met wlih a ccitain sympathy, vhich showa that many will 
echo what they do not choose 10 cay. 
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Tbe folJowing fa the "Ghostlie Circular" tn its final 
form. It gives a most claboraif clasuftcatlon of 
" liupcTtiJiturAl " ph?nciireiia» aiii) Jii conclu^^ion requests 
that commticiications be atldrrssnl to Mn Wcstcott : — 

The »nicrc*i nnd importance of a i»arious and eamea 
inqUiTy into the nature of tKc phenomena which jirc vaguely 
called "auperruturnl " will icaroely be ^u^itionccJ. Many 
pcnoiu believe that nil such apparcnrly aiy«lcnou3 ucciiT> 
rmr« atr rior tilhcr ici pufely naiural causes, at xa ili-lii^iicins 
of the mind or w;risci, cr to wilful deception. But there arc 
many cKhcr» Vkliu btrlicvi: it |>o%^tjTe thai the ^ing» of the 
uniccn world may manifcKt thcmaclvcj^ to u:; in cxiraordlnAry 
way^ arid :tlAo ate unable uthcrHirtc: In expkici mniy inQin the 
ci^doncc for which cannoi be impeached. Both panics hnve 
obviously a conimon interest in wi&hin^ c^ise^ of mjipo^ed

of the latter daifi should be uhiaiaicly confinnt-d- the limits 
which human knowledge rcspectingthespirit'Vorld has hiihcno 
reached might be ascertained with aohic degree of accuracy. 
Bui in dJty case, eve<t if '\i should appear thai morbid or 
iiTCftuW woilcirga of the mind or senses will fuitt^'^fiictonly 
jiixrHint for cvcty ^urh umrvel, Mill jwitne progress uxiutd \te 
madi^ cowards ascvrtaintng the hwn which regulate our l>eing, 
and ihu^ ndding to our aeaiily k-nowledge of an ohscore l^iut 
imporliuit province of teienee. ITie main impedimcrrt to 
inTeitigatiouft of this kind i& ihc difficulty of obtaining i. 
caflidcnl number of eWr and well-aciesied caiies- Many of 
the stories eurrent in tradition, or scattered up and dovn m 
book*, may he etarily inir; nfhen must be purely fictitious^ 
Othcr:^ again, probably the fi^eater number^ consist of a 
minturiT of irudi and fjlsehoud. But ii is idk to examine 
the aignificance of an alleged fact of this nature, until ibc 
truMwciithine^a, and alKj the extent, of the evidence for it arc 
aifcurtained- Jmprcwed vtiih ibis conviction, come members 
of itic University of Ctambridec ate anxious, if possible, to 
form an exten^ii-e collection ^i auihenticaled catei of 
supposed *' iupemaiural " agcney- When the inquiiy i? once 
commenrcd, it vill eviderdy be needful to eeelc Tor inforDTa* 
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tion beyond the Itmite of their own immediate drde. From 
all those, then, who may be Lnctincd to iid them they tequest 
writtrn rommimi rations^ with full dfitails of persons, umes, 
and places ^ but it will not be required thai i^amcs should be 
irn^cTtcd wkhotit *i>eL'i;il penniwbt), unle^tft they hnvc already 
become public property; il ia> however, indispcna^^blc thfll 
the person tucking ;tny n>m[tiunr[-^tinn should be ^icqiiaitiEcd 
with the names, and should pledge himself for the truth 
of the narrative from his own knowk-dge cr conviciion. 

The hrst object, then^ will be the accumulation of tui 
ivailible body *jr facta; the use to be timdc of ihem must 
be a Bubjeci for future consideration ; but, in any case, ihc 
mere collection of tiuatvfortby ijiformation will be of valtic. 
Arifl it hmnr>[f*M (hat great ht-fp intheirji^iiiry iiiny be derived 
from accounts o( citciimsiarkcc.-i which have been at any time 
considered **sufiem;ttiiral,'" -nnd ^ifterward* proved to be due 
to dclujiioni^ of the rnmd or senscv, ur to natural c^iuscs 
(such, for in«unce, as the opcrarion of ihose ^triingr and 
subtle Uyroes which hove been dii&covcrcd and imperfecdy 
invcTitigated in rc^ctriit ljme«) ; iind, in facL. generally, from 
any particulars which may throw light indireclty^ by analogy 
or othervri^c on the si^bjecta with which the present inveMiga' 
tioii is more expressly concerned. 



What happened to this Guild In the end I have not 
discovered- My father ceased to interest himself in 
Ihcie matters, not altogether, I believe, from want of 
faith in what, for lack of a bt;ttcr name, one must call 
Spiritualism, but because he was seriously convinced 
that such investigations led to no good. 

With the October term of i S 3 1 Wcstcott's residence 
at Cambridge ended ; for in January 1853 he undertook 
temporary work at Harrow School. J^is departure 
from Cambridge caused some distress to his new-foiind 
friends, hi a. long lettefj dated 3 lat February 1852, Mr. 
Hort describes the doings of the " Ghostlie Guild " and 
the ''Choral Society" in his absence. His original 
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ciTCulhT ifi tlic matter urHtiinlual jihenomma hitd been 
" unceremoniously *ci aside " for divers rcawn*. not the 
lca»t of which was that tt contained words and phrn^cs 
" unintelligible or alarming to ihc general." As lo the 
Chora) Society, it had been decided to put off JuHci 
Mti€tfihaHs "for this term al leasts as yon ;ire iiot 
with tix." That his voice' should have bL-rn mi much 
mi55cd comes rather as a surprise to members of hb 
family* who have never held his vocal ciTorts in high 
estccniH Hh am^mj; jn later years wa», \\\ feet, such 
that it wa^ diflieuit to determine what tune be wu 
endeavouring to execute. But in earlier yean 
appnrrnlly it w;ii» ncit mi. Mc took singing lessons, 
and was (ironounced to be a tenor. " I wish you 
could hear/' continued Hort, ''the numerous regrets 
exprcvicd at the newt of your abacncc for the term- 
Gordon told iro that when he mentioned it to Henson, 
Benson stood rapt lilw a Sybil, uttering solemnly the 
word*H ' Oh \ what a boro ' at mtt-rvals of half a minute." 

But my father bad fully determined lu withdraw 
from Cambridge and enter on other fields of educational 
work where a wife couJd help him. His first idea was 
to be a candidate for the Headmasierghip of Exeter 
Grammar School; but he was di>isuaded. Then In 
Drrcembcr 1851 hir forwarded his leHtimonials as a 
candidate for the Princi]>alshfp of Vtctwia Cullege; 
Jersey, which wan a new institution seeking its first 
guide. Jn the covering letter he says: " It would be 
quite out of pUcc for me to make any profession of 
my own hope or intentions. At Birmingham I certainly 
learnt to I'due school influence and school training, 
and every one rausE wish to extend iiny jjrivilcgr which 
he has himself enjoyed and prizes iroit highly." 

The tcsUmoniftis were ten in number. They are 
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interesting as shoi^^ing how Wcstcotts contemporaries^ 
old and young, regarded him. I iliercfore reproduce 
some selected passages from them, 

Ur. J. Prince Lcc, Bishop of Manchester, under 
whose tuition Westcolt had been for the last six years 
of hU school life at BirminghaTn, says : —

Uige public Khool dl^tingniabcd at Cam- 
bridge, popular and of large tipi^rienec as a private tutor, of 
aniiDpCftchAblc chixraclcri indefaligablc £ca] in the puraiitt of 
knowledge:, rle^ and precise in apprehending and imparting 
il, and actuated by s. high sense of duty, Mr. W»tcctt 
prcsentH claiukH for consideration on tht; pait of the eleetora

Th« Rev, W, H- Thompson, Senior Tutor (after- 
wards Master) of Trinity College. Cambridge, *ays; —

Sini:L" hr w:»s ck'Ctcd Fdbvf Mr Wc^tcoit has applied 
himi&cll with characteristic ardour to theological siudjci> of 
wliidi lie luiH tfiveii iht wurld good earnesu in a pubhcalion 
which cof)UmR tho result of much origmnL rcsoarch, aided by 
an acute intellect, and animated by idigioiis feeling and a 
uncere Jovv of irulh- 

I muat not omit to add t^iat he has dcvuted a considerable 
pornon of hit time to the infttriicdori of private piTpiU (both 
cUa^cal and mathemaitciil), and thai he ha$ discharged this 
duty with » »cal, aqsidufiy, and success of which 1 have seen 
very few examples- The love of leaching is witiently as 
strong a passion with Mr. Wesumt as ihe love ut le.irning 
ilKcIf; and with the lalcnt of commamcatmg knowlodgo he 
poA&essea Lhc power in no ordinary degree of influcftcing the 
moral taste and the conduct of those entrusted to hi« 
chfixge- 

On the whole, I recoo^iend him to the electors with a 
confidence perfect und unquali^ed; for after much oon- 
sideraiion [ ran think of nn rhuractcrifitir of an cmiricnt 
teacher and head of a college which he doc:t not poii^caa in 
a rcmarkatile degree.

The R^v. H, W, Reatson, Fellow and ClaMical 
].M±urcr uf PcmbrolhC Collc^, Cambndgc. who was 
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an examiner for tbc Classical Tnpos in the years 
1839-40 and 1846-49, says ;— 

1 consider Mr. Wesicotc to l^^ve ^howi^ fts complete and 
iuxmratf; ;i kiLciwkdge of the Greek and I^Uti languages as 
any candidate for ctassient honours ever obtained in all the 
six yc^rs for which t have c?iAnimcd I found Ll^ pci- 
formanceii in tmnsbtion ffocn Greek and Latin lo be of firai- 
Titc eAccUcn*;e, He stcmcd to have ccid i»c:irly every citract 
pmp'jsed, but in thoic which ] judged be had not rcad^ hia 
critical sagacity, and all but verniicular knowledge of the 
Language^ enabled him to accompliab \i\s task in a ma«ieTly 
nuuincTp Nc shade of meaning eicjipcd his pcrapicacity; 
every iiarticle and every sigiiiricatit sylbl^le (if a eonipatmd 
received tCv due di-velu^nneni ; ifiversion was employed whet) 
effective, and ibc peiioJic Myle of ,111 oiigin.tl preseivtd. yet 
without losing sight of perspicuity^ His Engli:&h wa^

In verve passages be omitted nothing, and, what i% much 
hardct, he added ciOthitkg, leprcaentlng every ibouglit and 
every epithet of hii original with accurate equivalents, yet 
felicitous in avmding Gtpanaiona and additions which our 
flrst^ratc conipuseis seldom TefTaln from allowmg themselves.

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So he decided once for all to give iip aH idea of n

Tlial you should be wiHiog lo come and work willi inc, »o 
little worthy to be above you, and wh^n a field of indapendcnt 
and important labour seemed to be open to youi ehoice 
elsewhere* iii far more than I can ihinlc of wiihoai surprise — 
but much more, with deep ihankfiilncsa. In cne thing only do

His d^'cislon, however^ was already made, and he 
npver swer^/ed from his de I ermi nation to be content 
with asubonJin^te positioa In view, however, of the 
letter whieh he wrote to Benson * on the very day on 
which he had hi? evening talk with the Headmaster, it 
is hard to resist the conclusion that Dr. Vaughan's 
words most have carried great weight and have fiirlhcr 
imjiressed him with ti seti^e of hii iinfilness. 

During ihc later years of \\h Cambridge residence, 
more partlcularty in vacation time. Westcott wrote 
several short poems. Several of these he bimaelf has 
copied into a notebook* but the majority are scribbled 
in pencil on odd half-sheets of notepaper. They were 
not intended for ptihh'cation ; bul as they all belong to 
thift period of his life, and are characteristic of it, it 
»ecnns right to place a few of them before his friends. 

Two pieces arc included in a somewhat remarkable 
I (dare I say mystical ?) fragment of prose. The writer 
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of this fragment, after a dangerous nriountair climb, 
finds refugf? in a religious hospice. He and a monk, 
his companion, btc standing in the niuanlil chajiel 
near tt> a child's grave. The light strcaining through 
the window throws " rainbow colours on the little 
tomb." " ' l"'or my part,' says his companion, ' I com- 
monly pass by the fnonuments of priests and knights 
and rest before yonder figure of a child- Come, let 
us stand beside it while we listen tn the children's 
hymnJ • . •

Here he was 
settled C9.r\y In 1853, busily occupied with his school 
duties, which were mainly concerned with the com- 
position of the Sixth Form, which Form he also frnm 
time to time took m cla^s. He found his v^ork ijuiLe. 
siifllcieni To fully employ his enerfjlcs. as the folltjwing 
words addressed lo Mr. Ughlfoot In May of that year 
testify :— 

It la absolutely my duty as one of the Harrow masters to 
protest mosi vigorously againsT your eipfessions of sarpriac 
that 1 have not virilEen. As a matter of course, ^e are excused 
from all rOTre^pondenei- whatsoever, as far as writing goe^ 
3rd our friends seek \o do all they can 10 cheer us in our 
worlc hy ^Hting often and at length. See my theory t and 
yet It is not mme only, but the received view of things. 

LftM ni^lil 1 executed the otkly ^riecc of work which tlic 
College ha& allowed me to da for her, And set an Ecdc^iaittical 
HiMory paEfCT for "the May. " How dcHghlFul ii would have 
been 10 haie come down for len days to etamine ; but it was 
c]utlc out of the question.

His devotfon to Harrow and his work there was 
very whotc-hcarlcd. The Kon. A, Gordon (now Lord 
istanmorc), who visited him in Ju)y 1852^ in a letter to 
Mr Benson thus dcscril>cs his imprcaaiona of hia day 
at Harrow ; — 

Just bclore we left London I went to spend .1 Aty with 
Westcott^ Wc had a d«tighiru1 tong walk und talk, in the 
coune of which we discusaed all sorts of things. 1 wa« 
amused to see how Harrow haid changed him, lie luyt he 
has given up all thcQiics of education after having tried bis 
own for a fortnighi ! He seems heart and soni devoted to 
Harrow, which he pronounces the best school in ih? world ! 
t have not enjoyL'd a diy more for a long while- 
He had the most complete confidence in hU Head, 
Dr Vaughan, and found congenial friends amorg Iiis 
colleagues on the staff. The Harrow masters at this 
lime were indeed a diatingtiishcd body. My lather's 
most intimate Harrow friends were probably the Rt\\ 
F, Rendall, also an old Birmingham boy ; the Rev, 
F, W- Farrar, the present Dean of Canterbury ; and the 
Rev, H. W. Watson.' The one thing nccdeil to com- 
plete his life was the partner to whom he had been 
so long attached. He states this in a letter to Mr. 
Lightfooi : —

On 33Td December iSja my father was mamcd in 
St. Jamc*' Church, ttrb^tol, to Sarah LouUa Mary 
Whiltard ; and after the Chrislmas holidays they set 
up house together at "The Butts/' His Cambridge 
pupils seized the opportunity of his wedding to bestow 
on him some tangible proof of their alTecticn. Thi'a 
wedding gift was a very hardsome siiver-gilt inkstand, 
which my father always valued very highly.' Writing 
to Mr. Lighifooi Co acknowledge the gift, he says s^

On ihe same day he wrote tn Mr Benson also, 
thanking him for his share in the gift and for hh con- 
gratulations, He Adds ihcircto a prayer th^it Mr, 
Benson, who had just been ordained, may receive every 
blc^ing and all strength for his work, and concludes 
with the words: "A* U ever the case, may you find 
comfort and joy and spiritual growth in ministering to 
others/' 

In August i^S4 ^y father paid a visit to the soutli 
of France, He has left in his diary an unusually full 
account of his experiences on this tcur. From the 6th 
to the 8th he was staying at Clermonti and thus 
describe*! his doings: —

ridge-iited houses; abovi.^ them all the <(uaiiit Romanesque 
church, and blue in ihc distance the Vuy ihclf. I could nol 
resist the temptation to m:ifce a little sketch, but in a niinute or 
two a heavy storm came on and my (ask was broken off^ In 
n^ii^rring I was drenched; hut tn spite af iha: the day wav 
full o1 enjoyraent- 

7M. — Warned by my ejcperience- of }^e*tcrriay. I bought a 
very primitive parapluie before 1 uarted ctT foi the ascent of 
the Puy, Thrciighout iht: day it did mt good service in 
flunahine and rain. The viow^ as yoit oscLirnd the plateau are 
very fine. The gr^dd ^ilaatiou of Clcrmonl btrcome* moic 
and more evident- A little mist fell as I came just under 
Ihc COnc of ihc Puy, but it served the purpose of a spring, and 
T WM ihAnkful to gather the drop* which vcte collected on 
the leaves of the bwckcn. The side which I chose for my 
ascc-iit wjis imfortuniUc. 1 never had a h:ird[.-r climb ; but it 
wac rewarded, Light fleecy clouds doaEed about here, and 
there a dark storm rolled along, shading the mouriiain Hides, 
At litnes it rained pretty heavily, but \s I'uy kept dear of 
mistli, And the diisiancc «ccn\ed grander for being measured 
by the clouds. The Nid de Poule ts remarkable. I came 
upon h suddenly- and the inipres=iori was — may J not say it ? 
^-•ublime. The course of the lflv:J current, which laiicd 
from one aide of it. is clc-irly marked, and chc sight of auch 
denotation give? nn idea which rrmnot well he put inro words. 

Srt.— This morning, fijmcd .tjijain with my faithful umbrdlo, 
which has begun lo ^isiunie the liuttered appearaiite cjF a 
reteran a little prematurely, 1 utarlcd for fl-lcrgoviji. The toad 
lic« along the highway fc>r Civa or KJx miles, and che heap^ af 
fltcnet opened to me mines of geological treasures. I almost 
wibhed thiit I was zn entomologists 1 bflw some glorious 
buttcrfiiL*5 ■ Painted-ladies, SwaJlow-tiiils, a Ca^nberwell beauty, 
Ooudcd yellows^ Tortoise -she IK and rritlllarica of all kinds, 
and one I did not recognise, nor very unlike a White admiral. 
The hill of Gcrgovia is striking in form, xn admirable po&ition 
Ibr a Gallic army. The summit is a long platenu, and lh« 
Bidcaarc steep and in parts inaccessible- The Ktone rarD]>firt 
ftlong thc^ Miuth i^ very dearly marked. The e^iAL ^dc \% 
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boEdly escarped, and the view h bcAutifuh On dcaccnding, 
as r had furgoiien all my stores, I went into a little viHagr 
auborge for itome bread and vrtnc, which were good, cheap, &nd 
clean- On my return ] confess to being tired. 1 had \c» m 
the evening, which was a most refreshing luxury.

1 7M Attjpist — ■LyoTJs appears to me 10 he oii<* nf thr (ine^ 
citic9 in C^c world It l:i truly queenly. I cjimlicd the hlE] 
to Fourvitrts ^nd found ihi? road betler ihan I had eKpecied. 
The little strccc leading to the church of Notre Uamc olTcn 
a Kirange sights every hous^ being full of ofTerings ddttincd 
lo decoratu the churchy The exterior of ihe church announces 
buiiie of the griiTatcr benefits which like PatrLjiicss af Lyons is 
supposed to have secured to the ciiy — freedom from cholera 
on iwo occii^ons. i8ji and 1S35, After aJt is it not better 
to see in [his, and openly acknowledge, however rudely, ibe 
working of ProvidcncCj than to speak only of sanitary reform ? 
Some of the tahJer^ which cover ihe wnll :ifc very interesting. 
One announce* the nnawer of die long conitnticd praycrt of 
daughters for a fiUher, who nt t;ist recdved the- Holy 
EuchansL Th« church was full of devout worahippers. 
AfLer getting a tittle riniiliar wilh the view from the tendte, 
I mounted the Observatory, and 1 ihould fancy there are few 
such views in die world. On every side it is fuU of intcrcftt 
and beauty- If we could not see Mount Rfane, I was satisJi^ 
with the Jura ; and I do not think I would have ported ^itb 
the *oft deep atmosphere and fleecy douds even to have 
secured a view of ihc king of mountains. The Rhone and 
Sonne cjin lie irat;ed to the junction. Through the ictcacope 
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the rcn^oins of the Roinan aqucfluct arc cloarLy s«cii> There 
liscs ihc liulc pyramici of Aiir^y; there the qitarter of ihc 
CroU Kousse, and above it the ihrcatenirg baitcriei of ihc 
fortitic^ilicnfl ; Lhcrt LliC dtmic ot tlic Hotel Dicu (fine iMtiic 
it is). The inscriptionE in the book are ;iilcrestLE)g flud 
charaaeriatic Few English, Spanish, and German ; many 
Americati ; most French. An ATnerii.*on records his npjnk-n 
that the view is '^conAidcmble pumpkins," an opinion which 
wins the approbation of his nt^xt following ooumrymnn. The 
Spiniard expresses hts iuloiiration with dignity. The Engiiah- 
mftngivc^liisftdijrewi (Tie German his Jiticv The Fn:^ntliniaji 
often adds aoxne little prayt-r to Notre Dame. 

Figm lh<r Obs^rvaLory I passed by sunif.' Roman remains 
to the churches of Sl Iren;eus and St, Juste and Chen to the 
Cathedra]. The Cathedral h^s much that is interesting, but 
my eye has beea spoiled for anything of second-rate excellence 
by Bourses, The interest of ibc church at Auray was very 
different, and 1 enjoyed an hour or two there in sketching 
and wishing thai the restorers liad left wcU alonc. Tho^ 
four granite pilkn: in the centre telT a strange lale. 

The last day* of my father's sojourn in France were 
«pent in Tariv On this, as on other occas^ions, he 
spent much time in the Hibliotbcquc working at MSS. 
Of his Sunday he writes ; — 

In the morning go to the Engli&h Chapet. The singing u 
bcforv very poor and unceclcata^tical. VVhcn will our church 
be wHl rcpTe*«*nTf'd to foreigners? The Bishop of London 
even promised to come over to Confirm, but at the last 
moHient he withdraw*. There \h something of u-al wanting 
Omong \xs. After service walk through the louvre, A wcll- 
l^ehaved crnwd fillml the rooms, but I could *cu litile t>f ^ludy 
or deeper enjoyment. The chief attraction was the Napoleon 
room. Round every article — bed or cliair or cabinet, hat or 
coat to cloak f>f state — numbers afTectionately hung. The 
man muat have been a gti:aL man who can ihuti have idcniitlcd 
himself with a nation, To me» I rvrnfce*, the splendid 
decorations of lyouis XVI. nnd Marie Antoinette were n>i>rc 
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aUractivc, The (i.u and slippci, ncli and delicalCi 
dr?p moral- There were obvfouf ttrmonn in thcec, snd not 
Icai fitnking in the deroiional books of Cbaileraognc, Su 
IxriiiK, jLnd HrnH XIV. On ihr whale, T do nnt thtnk that I 
Kkw xnything in the whole exhibition which inclined me tOi 
open such pliers on Sunday. 1 

In 1855 cny ffithcr. on the occasion of a visit to 
Cambridge, met Ffofcssor Ti^chcndurf. the eminent 
biblical scholar- Thc?c two great authoriticiis on th 
text of the New Testament seem to have cneounte 
one another by accident in the University Library, 
They conversed in I^rcnch, and the oiUcome of it w 
that my father was not favourably impresftcd by th 
famous German scholar. Cambridge generally -<(ccnis 
have come to the conclusion that Profeasor Tischcndo 
was 3 man of orie idea, that idea being '* Palinapscsts and 
codices," 

In the same year appeared the first edition of 
father's Gengral Survey of tkt History vf (he Cancn 
Uu New Tcitament. 

He dedicated this work to his old master, Bish 
Prince Lee< In acknowlcd^ng the gift, the Bish 
says: "The dedication is most gratifying to tne, 
combining as it does both pleasurable recollections of 
our past work, with the sense of your present good 
win, and the ^ssur^ncc that * non omnis ntoriar' In 
work ivhich I have already read enough of to sec it 
of value and will last." Some years later my fath 
wrote to Mr, Macmillan asking him to send a copy of 
a new editi*^n of ihi^ work to the Library of Trinity 
College, because, I0 quote his own words, " It seeon 
(strange compliment that the copy of llic fir*l edition 
19 one of the two book^ which hiivc disappeared 
the libmr>' in the l-ist ten years." 
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The Easter holidays of 18^6 were tlcvotcd to 
geologising, this beinp almost ihc last occasion when 
my lather suffered acutely from the geological fever- 
He never shook it off entirely. He thui writes to Ms 
wife : —

It b smaller than 1 expected and the colouring i» ]cs» 
rich, but in expression it is perfect. The face of the Virgin 
is unBpeakably bcautiiul I looked till the lip seemed to 
iremhie with intcnsiTy of reeling- — of fetling simply, for ll 
would E>c in^porathle to say vrhcihtrr it be awe or joy or hope

intensely dee{> fi^joLiiJn, such as the mothei of the Lord may 
have had. ) cannot fully understand the two cherubs yet.

In u nLuziit^nt h*t n up ikgaiii, ronuii:itel3r unly 
vith a scratched elbow ^nd a toro coat, o.nd on, oi; we go 
flgain. The race really becomes serious, and we can »ee ihfti 
the interest on board is increarajig, I noticed a com- 
pamionalc Blcwaideas icatching alm<jat every Jiiovcfiicni <yn 
OtJf pin, and 1 cou!d fancy her interceding for us.

noticed thnt the captain made signals which seemed to be 
for our encouragenienc, Oa, on «c ran, and now [he vessel 
seemed to be neirmg Ihe shore. We saw soms men busy 
with a Eong board, and hope triumphed. At a sudden bend 
of the river the water proved lo be deep dose to the bank. 
The vessel cnmc clo^c iji, the board waa put out, and in half 
a minuTe we were steaming on. In a momem n tn:»wd was 
round us- An wc were gcing to sit down on deck, twenty 
voices rried our, " Nichi hicr, nichr hier. In die Kajutc — in 
die Kfljute, gcichwind." Wt found ourselves hurried away 
nio&I wLHcIy into the cabin, where the winduwi were tiiJiluiiily 
ahuE to prevent a draught, and we were overwhelmed with 
good advice as to hcjw to cool ourselves. Ai flenidcy 
looked rather pale; a moHt iiiedic3.]-loi>bng gentlenian came 
up, took his bandt and said with an expression cf ibc luoat 
profound qmpathy, "Wje fublen 4ie sich ?*' I fancied that 
he would prescribe on the spot. By degrees tlic whole ahip^ 
company came in decachments to look at us^ with tht* most

kmd feeling, And they appeared to admire equally the capi^in's 
goodness in siopprrg and our '*piuck " — paidon ihc word — 
in going on. In itbout an hour or so vr*^ were mcd«r;iiely 
cool, and an idmrtablc <up — jy. (tvc cups — of lea icniovcd 
all wnse of fatigue. Apart from the good cfTcci of ihc rxciw- 
mcnt, I really felt drawn lo cvcrybod)' by their real kindne^. 

H&ving concluded their German lessons at Dresden^ 
the two friends enjoyed some further travels. They 
pr<x:eeried to invade Bohemia : — 

We have, you see, reached Prague, ihe Anal limit of our 
wifultiiri^x . . . \Vc reached iht gales of ihc forUcss after a 
good cijmb with only a little r.iio. Uut aficr wc had oblaincd 
ouf tickcut (jf adjULuion and vrcic joined by the guidc^ the 
rain fell in lorrcni*. The tim<; allowed for a viart i* only an 
hour and a half- Wc asked our gtiidc whclhcr wc could wati 
n little, At we could, of tour**;, set ncithing. He said ihat we 
might wait in the r^iauration, and he would infurni the 
OjnirnivniUinr n( tin? (hrt. We nrncptrd :he .'irningrmcnl 
gladly, and addud a cup of colfco to our hfibty breukfa.ft. 
Still things bok<rd di<S|>er!ile. When [lit* guidt^ eanie Lack 1 
heard him ulking to our l.indlodyt and caught the words 
"achrecklich/* *^ Kngiindcr/^ " nidus schen," from which } 
j;aihcrcd that he supposed that riorkc but Knglifih would 
venture up |ji such horrible wcnthci when nothni^ could be 
seen. We watched die cloudi anxiously, and wefcomed *ome 
breaks la thctti. They now hci^an lu drift mori; r^ipidly, and 
rtill and rise on all sides. The rain ccaued, and I thought 
that we m'tghi venture ouL The view waa grand. Black 
heavy masses of cloud retted on the bcigl^cs, but the fore* 
ground was bright and clear. Light tnisi^ swept over the 
daik piiLc wood?!. :ind ilong ihe valleys, (iltaius of Llut sky 
appeared through openinga jn the clouds. \n the tardieinncc 
a reach of the Elbe glittered in the sunshine;. The view 
becaiTic aiore jn<3 more beaniiful evtfiy minute, ever changing 
as the ^howcra swept by, and sometimes over, us. The

In following the course of my father's life at Harrow, 
as preserved in \\h diaries and letters, one is almost 
leTHpted lo forget that during rhcjse eighteen years he 
w*t a strenuous schrjol master, giving always his bc^t 
energies to his ioimcdiatc duties, His wonderful literary 
activity, his interesting holiday excursions, his continual 
yearning towards Cambridtic, come so prominently 
before one, and their present evidences are so manifest, 
that one overlooks the fact that ihey were a com- 
paratively mnall purt of bis Harrow life- We know 
hi± books; we know hi-<^ sketches, which enshrine the 
memories of his holidays ; we know that Cambridge 
vf^s the natural goal he reached ; and so we minimise 
his Marrow work. He i?i well known to many by his 
bocA^ ; but these were the product of what one may 



lits Harrow life he was heart and soulj 
master : his best was contuiuoualy given t| 
and he found time to keep up correspoi 
many of them after they had left the school] 
Con sidcra lions such as these compel mi 
as it were, in mid carcfrr and view iriy fal 
as the schoolmaster, lie has himself deal 
teacher'5 influence and office; and strove 
work to realise the high conception whici 
formed.

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to say. There are many old Harrow boys who felt the 
"wonderful magnetism" of his strong personality, and 
gratefully acknowledge what ihey owe 10 him. Let 
some of ihem therefore b*?ar their testimony- 
Mr. C B. Heberder, Principal 1 of Brasenase College, 
writes: — 

When I look back on Mr> Weetcott's work at Harrow 
an interval of thirty-live yt-ars, ii seems to me [hr»l what 
'Hax eapecially c^haract eristic of his te:irhiiig was the combina- 
lioii of the rniimccM accuracy in dcUil with \iidih of learning 
and broad generaJis.iiioiis. For eicamplci he insi»ied rigidly 
on the importance of bringing out the ciact si^njftcAncc of 
a tense or a ;iartide, vhilL* at the same tinie he encourage*! 
us, so hr ns poasthle, to read larfic poriionB of ckssicnl 
authors, M.iny mmi remember with pk^aniire How he mBiJe 
us rvad pljiya ol' L^uripldoa lapidly with him in his ntudy- 
Hc iricd 10 vliiiulnic us to ihink for outscItca. 1 femeniljcr 
hifi saying once that he would jfladly teach ug what was 
wiortg, if he could only be sure llial we should discover ihc 
mistake and hnd out what wae right. He used to draw up 
outlines cf thought on all manner of subjects, often quite 
outiiidt; 1h<^ ordinafy school curriculum, traeing, for esiample, 
Chc goerai headings under which long periods of history 
might be grouped, and in this w-ny he pave us many 
MiggestionG for writing c^i^ys^ Tor which at that time very 
little was dene in school tearhing. 

Mr. WesEcotl was one of the first of the Harrow ma^ter^t 
to recognise the impotlancc of ihumc in sthtxil Uin^ and thus 
did much to promote (he wonderful work accomplished by 
Mr Faiiucr at Hariow in ihe cijurse uf the ^iiitie^. Unices 
I am mistaken, Mr. Weitcott'H houfte wa^ the lintt tu adopt 
houK^singingr and " lo trtumphc,^' written by him At Me. 
FDirnier'K r^queiLt^ was the ^n1 of the Harrow M!hoo]^ongs. 

Hi^ scmionH tn the ^houl chapel were unique ; delivered 
very qnirllj' and wiihoni a mrr- of anyihing apprnarliing u> 
rhetoric, not ea^y for boya to follow in consequence of the 
amount of ihonghi put into iherti and rhe coneiseneAs of the 
Language in which it was cxprc«»^d, but all the more weighty 
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and impressive. Apart from the tnnre direct religious influcnue 
in his sennonfi and in his prcpamtion of i^ndidatei for 
conlinnalion, aH liis teaching was peniicjtted bj; r >cn«c- of 
religion- Thus he would dwell on subjects such a* the 
mytha of Plato> ilie poclry of -dischylus and Bfowning <for 
whom he had a great adni ir;itioTi), nnd an some points in the 
philosophy of Comte, with special reference to the rdiifious 
iclrni' which thej- rmUodird His mind wa?i a]w!iy*( fiwrd on 
great principicfi, itnd T believe that this gav*.' a. pceuEiAr value 
to hh leaching, h<jwever mucli his ^houghl^^ nay have sfliue^ 
time* been beyond our comprehension. 

Mr. T. G. Rooper, one of H.M.'.s Inspectors of 
Schools, writes t — 

As might be expected. Dr. Westcoit's influence on mtmf 
of the imys in the school was deep and laslinp. Thin was 
due not only to his acltnowJedged pre-eminence in learning 
but even more to hts sympathy, fa his good-nature, and above 
all, 10 hiH fjrt^ntleness nnd unlimited kindnesT^* 

It was not lo die oldei Lo)5 alone, or those in hi* own 
housL* Aftd pupil-room, that he wels ready to give advice and 
iLwtstfincc. Aa «' new boy t well fcmembcr thai he inviicd 
me to lake a botanical walk with him because he hod heard 
from one of his pupils that 1 was fond of coUeciir^ flovcra, 
1 havfT nni forgotten the siiggesiions which he made con- 
cemtng the collection of wild-Howers on that sunny nrtemoon, 
but I recall tvfn more clearly Hs rennuk on uur reium: 
"Afler 9 long wa[k there is rothinf; 1 find fio rcfreAbing as 
a cup of tea. Will you join Mrs. We-iicotI and me at kii 
o'doelc f •' 

Neither can I forget hin friendly and genial talk during 
the social meaL What a rebuke to pen conddenee and 
crude sclf'aswnion was the Doctor'* tentative Tttaimcni of 
large questioni, hiv haNt of inquirin[; in a hrimble «piriT^ hit 
readiness to gather tfilormation even from n child! H'hat 
3L valuable lesson for potitive puppyhnnri whrn he who wa* no 
well quaUlied to pronounce judgment prererrcd rather to oak 
qucsiionb. lo he^tale, and to encourage further research ? 
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On another occasion hf arranged lo lake a pail)' of Ixjy* 
lo Si. Alban's Abbey, ihen unrestored. He showed how to 
Study detail.*! of mouldings and lo make dtav/ingi ^f ihem nitli 
iho view of dUimguJihing dilTeranc siAgcs of Gothic archi- 
tecture, aiid some of the party dvUc their tntcrcM in archi- 
tectural iludies from that day. 

But it waa not only in OHpeditions such as these that he

of his failed to [earn how to coUeci, compare^ contrasL, and 
cEaAMfy facts, wllU the view of arriving at gencial prindpIeSi it 
was the fault of the scholar and not of ihe master. 

In the school pulpit Dr. Westcoti's sermons were a source 
of inspiration to many. His turn to preach wa* looked 
fbrward to by Ihc whole school with special interest. The 
younger boy* were nciracicd by his personality j the older 
boys expected in be "set on thinking" and were never 
dt^tappoiniL-d. He eertLiinty made no atlc^mpt to preach 
down to the level of a juvenile audtenec, but without any 
such condescension he managed to direct their thoughts 
much aa be wished them to bo directed. 

Ilia exact knowledge as a ulaa^ical ,*ichohr, combined wtlh 
ain unusual width of interest in numerous other brunches of 
learning, enabled him to encourage boy» in all Aorta of 
pursuits, ''German now." he once r^niarkedj "you should 
Jcom that language.

very keen, promoted a private " Protest " against some 
fealures in the proposed alteraiions affecting Trinity 
Cnllcge. What became of this " Protest " I am unable 
to say, but several copies bearing the signatures of 
former Fellows of Trinity of about my falhcr'a stai^ding 
remain among his letters. The document i& marked 
" Private " and is as follows ; — 

W^ the undersigned, late Fellowi of Tnniiy College, 
Cuttbridgc, beg tCApcctfully to submit to the Cambntlgc

Pacronage, bui we are con- 
vinced that such rcFormif may be sticccssfuUy carried out 
u-tthoul di^iurbirg ihe esstntial principles uf Ihe present 
Foundaiion. 

Wc believe that the important services which Trinity 
Colleg<j Lab rendered to education and lttcr;tture are mainly 
due fo the existing r>y&leni of the SchctUrshiii nui] Fdlow&hip 
election and tenure.

The year 1S59 was altogether a very erowded 
one in my father*^ lire. He had two years previously 
undeititkcn lo write arlJ<:lc^% fnr Dr. Smith's HiirU 
Dictwftiir^, covciiiig the whole period from Etra lo the 
timc^ of the New Tcatamcnt- The fint volume of 
tins work appt^ared in the course of this year, my 
father's most important contributioiift to it beln); his 
articles on the Cation and on Herod. HIk contrlbtitionK 
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to the wh<ilc work were very nutncrous, anil incloded 
Iciigihy articles on the Nrw Ttstamtnt and the VuiffoU^ 
At Ihc same time, work at ihc text of the New Testa- 
ment was not neglected, and the whole atmosphere was 
charged with cornfnentary schemes. The Cominentary 
originally projected by Dr. Smith, of which mention U 
iTudc in the folIoAing letter to Mr. Hort, was ^^ndoncd 
in iS6j: — 

. . . Hitherto Djy great scbcme of irotk hu not been 
««ry fiKceuiisI, Iml I ani making some progreu vrkh the 
GoapeLi, which \ had hoped to fiatAh- St John 1 tcviscd 
some lime unce, and, if yoti like, we might proceed to 
compare notes by letter.

While the Dr. Smith Corarncntary waa still in 
auapcnse^ and the later projected Commentaries of 
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Rivmgton and T/i^ Sffakcr were yet in the future, 
Macmillan entered the fidil and approached my father 
un llie subject, h is cliiar that the rtccdof a scholarly 
BibHcal Commentary was very widely feU. My father 
entered into Macmillan's plan, and wrote to him a^ 
follows : —

Mr. Lightfoot also viewed the proposal with favour, 
but differed from my father in certain details. Here- 
ujKin ray father wrote to him :

This Philip Weatcott is repoitcd to have htxu n 
:4cholar My father once purchased an ancient tome — 
a Bible, I believe — and found therdn the name oF 
Philip Westcott. 

In February 1 86o Essays and Retfitws was published* 
This volume confined sevcu Essays written by vanous 
authoni, and de.scribed itself as '* an attempt to illustrate 
the advantage derivable to the cause of religious and 
moral truth from a free handling, in a becoming spirit, 
of subjects peculiarly liable to suffer by the repetition 
of conventional language, and from traditional methods 
of treatment." Amongst the seven authors were 
included Prufessor Jowctt and Dr. Temple, at that 
time Headmaster of Rugby. By the appearance of 
this work my father was greatly moved. He felt it 
to be imperative that the position taken up by the 
essayists should be seriously and reasonably assailed. 
He was most indignant with the Bishops for merely 
shrieking fit the Kssays, and declaies that the language 
of Bishop Prince Lee about the Essays roused h]<i 
indignation beyond exprcsaioa He was most anxious 
that Lightfoot and Hort should join with him in 
preparing a reply to the contToverted volumt For 
his own part, he felt this to be so important that he 
would gladly lay aside all other work that he might 
be free to point out some via media. His tettera of 
the time are full cf this matter; but he was not content 
with writing only. He and Lightfoot tc^cthcr had 
an interview with Dean Stanley on the subject of 
Dr Temple and the Headmastership of Rupby. 

The following are extracts from letters bearing on 
this subject:— 
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To -nre Rev. F. J, A, Hour

Bnctty, it is quite evident that a great battle for truth muttt 
come soon, and that every one must as a first duty, if he sees 
anything of Truth, Of honestly thinks that he docs, arm him»clf 
to the hes( of his ability, 1 do not underrate purely critical 
work, yet 1 should grieve to think that you arc wholly devoted 
to k, I fed sure that there are yet other fields on which we 
arc bound how to £pcnd some time and with definite aims. 
The Gnanitan notice* if it diLj no other good* made me feel 
how wide a chasm there is between me ^nd those with whorn 
I would havi^ gladly worked, and 1 ani more and nioie incLned 
to think that soniethij^g might be done by a series of pre- 
limir:ary c^jutya to our Commentary. 1 have not spoken to 
Ljghtfoot yet, but I think it is needful to show that there is a 
mean bctwcci) Euays axd Heviewt ajid Trttditionalbm. From 
ail that 1 see of younger men, 1 am satisficwl that there is 
good reason to hope yet, ^ind great reason to fear from 
Corntiiim. Von will see how hastily f im writing, huL indeed 
this is no epicurism. 1 tremble to think of writing on some

When, in iSOi.thc HuUcaii Prc^fcasor^ip of Divinity 
at Cambridge became vacant, my fotJier fell that he

He believed that the charge* of being " unfiafo *' and of 
"Germanising" brought against him were unjust, and 
though (he ehatige would have involved a considemblc 
sacrifice of income, he thought that it wa* hts duty to 
avail himself of the present opportunity, and bear the 
pecuniary loss. He did not at 6rst realise that hts 
friend, Mr, Lightfoot, whom he believed to be quite 
satisfied with his prcienc position as Tulor o( Trinity, 
was also inclined to be a C3indidate. When each of 
the two friends became aware of thf. other's feelings a 
generous contest arose, which resulted in my father's 
withdrawal and Mr. Lightfoot's candidature, m it was 
agreed that ti^e latter had the better chance of election, 
Mr, Lightfool W-1S, in face, elected, but dcclaicd that he 
would not be content until my father also was established 
at Cambridge. Thus it wa^ thai when sonic Icti years 
later the Regius Profcssurship of Divinity became 
vacant. Dr, Lightfoot, contrary to general expectation^ 
declined to be a cnndidatc, but instead thereof, do 
voted himself heartily and successfully to securing 
my father's election. The following letters to Mr, 
Lightfoot illustrate this incident of the Hulsean Kns- 
feasors hip:— 
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My desr Lighlfont— 1 vvroic :t letter lo you to Caiiit>ridtec 
which 1 direcTt'd not to be fofwarded, uboui the Profo worship, 
Feannfl; that it might niakc miiny iUic journeys otherwise. 
Tlic aubjeci has occupied vrty much of my ihoughtK, and I 
cannol see my way very clearly, I can ^Af honestly thot if I 
wLih the pUce, il is uiily because [ feci thai I h^vc; Mjinellitrig 
to say and do there, for the motertul sncnfice would be great, 
which lo me ia a very serious nuittcr. But, oti the whulc, 1 
think that if I am rot now lo offer myself, 1 should viriually 
Abandon all hope for the fuluiCt and ncguicsce in .i cliaigc of 
unsound optnioiis which Ig mcsc unjust. If [ could secure 
hope for the futuic, and protest against fahc judgment m any 
ulhcr way, I i^hould most gladly do so, but unSess 1 gth, I 
feel that 1 ouRht to be ready lo make ihc sacrifice which the 
chance of siicce-% iiivolvf*. You will sec ihiil I am not 
sanguine or careful for the issue, and if you, knowing my 
rcA»on5, ibink t filiould be more wise in waiting still longtx, I 
ihall thankfully oequicsce in your judgment. My fear is Ic^i 
[ may allow purely personal and family conAJdeiations to 
influence me when I owe a dett to Truth, As £ have said 
before, yoUi 1 think, can do mote good where you 4irci and you 
arc in Cambridge, and I siiould deeply regret Jtecing you awny 
from your J'u tors hip,

E It iA quite imporitiblc^ my dearest Mary, to give you any 

idea of what T saw iind felt yesterday — and of what I did not 
fed- The day wa» tine after sunTise^ and outwardly (here 
was nothing to iitar one^s pleasure, I AtarCed at about five IQ 
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the niDmini; nilh some friends in a ftf^^^'^ when wc rcichcd 
lown the strcnls were already alive with fuotmcti and licr*^- 
merij cabs and omnibuses vrhicb plied for a guinea and a 
shilling icspcctii^ely. Wc reached Lud^alc Hill Al aboul 
half-pa*t seven, and ihen I left my friends struggling with (he 
crowd, ;ii]d pjLSScd up Ncwg,i.Ec Slrccl lo ihc north door of St 
Paul's, The entrances were not open, hut as the rain had 
now ceased and Ihc avin vrxs fairly risen» ne ^slocd wailing for 
abour an hour wiLh mli^raMe good-hum out, which, ii> my caw 
at least, WAS grc^Ely increased by my endeavour lo imitate 
Iht; plr^um £enl nf a ^olivt.mnri's endurances, whn r-heefcd oi 
with continual aaaurancca that iht door would soon be open- 
So in injih k was o|x.-ncd at lasi, and we all rushed in, and 
were losi in a mj*;:c of wuoden supports and a sea of bfack 
cloth. 1 ran recklessly up iht fiist sUirtaac T law, md futitid 
myself A member of the Corporalion of London. This not 
being my true character, 1 eJTectcd a retreat, ^nd remcirbering 
that I had to go to the South TTunsept, I followed the clue of 
a labyrinthine ^t of pafiSagcB nnd gained the South. HeTe I 
took ihe staircase wHch wnn pninied out to tne, nnly, how- 
ever, lo be ranged among the pccr$ , find feeling that I wa5 
no more a Mahop than in alderman, by the hdp of a good- 
natured attendant I scrambled over a low partition and 
gained my Uue stai, whiob was as good as it ct'ukl be, in the 
centre of the lowest galJeryi ccmmanding a full i/i«w of the in- 
lerior, and directly in front of die place of intermcnL It was 
now about eight o'clock, and the Cathedral was soon full 
Tin half-past tvcilve wc spent our time in watching succcsftive 
arrlvnls. Sir C- N^ipier fiired my attcniion morr than any 
one, I can see hi% line bead and snowy hair and bcaxd even 
now, and Ir was a (ourhing sight to see hhi totter along, I 
noticed the Bishop of Manchester and Chevalier Bunscn, who 
for diferent reasons inlt^esled me by their manner und 
oecupationfl. Every one seemed tacitly to assume that we 
were in a churchyaid and noi in a churdt, and Iwbavcd 
accordingly. The depuration from Cambridge, I grieve to 
say, wore their raps, with one or [wo exceptions Tbe 
ol^cers ^nerally were their hats or helmets. The barristcri 
improvised capa for the occasion by tymg knots at the fbuj 
comers of ihcir handkerehiefs, lilce this; and the M^P.'s 
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varied the fuhion, like this. Ladies ate sandwicbesi and 
gentlemen drarik vimc. AU tliiSk doubllcas; re^tultcd from the 
length or lime we h.id lo wait ind from the coldnoss of the 
momirtg- Still, it h.^ a somewhat Eiri]ilca5dnt cfffcti and 
one's organ of r*?vcrenct' wa^ diininishtd. Time, however, 
wore on. ftiid ai l^agth ft Nourish of iruinpela announced the 
arrivaJ of ihc prucirission- By this time ihe windows of the 
Dome wetc partly darkened, and the line of godightia which 
rail along iht cornice -ind muuil ilie inner gallery of the Dome 
glowed like a gJorioua ray of sunshine oil round the l>U]1ding. 
Every part, far away io \hc rouf. was trowded with eager 
iactat. The deej; mourning and &on>bre dresses were foDeved 
by the bright unifQim^Vi and it was a grand sigltl when the 
Chapter and the whitt--robed choir — in number about ?oo^ 
walked to the west door to moot the cortege. That r&omciit 
rewarded one for hours cf headache iuid evpccration. One 
by one ihc great |>copk- came — Speaker and mace, l^rd 
Mayor and switrd, Judge.s IxinJ Cham'ellor and niacf. Prince 
Albert, 1 hen there was a long pause. At lost voices were 
heard far off chanting the cfjcning verses of the service, and 
nearer and nearer they came, louder and iooder grew the 
ftntbem, and as ihey came again round the Doiriethc bier was 
with theoir and on it the coffin and the marshars hat Before 
it was boine the coronet and baton. Every otie seemed 
moved now, and, indeed, how eould it he oiherwise. We 
thought who lay there, and what he had been, and what he 
was, and what he would be. The solemn music continued. 
The coffin was transferred to a stage erected in the centre. 
The iiall-bijarers and old friends grouped round ii, bearing 
banners — and nobler ensigns stitl in their white hair and 
^hatLeird fgim&- The Dead March was (hlaycd, and lilenily 
and alowiy the iiage descended. The march was finished, 
and now no more was lo be K^cn of liim who wa£ the Duke 
of Wellington, All had vaniihed — coflin, coronet, and baton.

Hereford and TJntcrn. Conccniiii^ ihc latter place he 
says in his diary : —

veiled beauty, Tbr dcit' wan ritill fiesh on llic ivy, And the 
^ghTs and shadow* were absolutely perfect Afterwards, in 
the broad sunlight, ihc conlrA^L was less sinking: all was 
tonrd lo one rich mellownesfl. No view ciin etccl ihnt 
from the right on enlciing ; nf^xt is that from the Hoipicc 
Th^^ archiieciiire uf the Refeck^ry ii; woriliy of notice frtmi its 
simple piatc -tracery. Elsewhere the absence of archca or 
mitlinr* In rhe fnlintinns h vtry niMicenblt. Tn^foib. rt:!,, 
are tiaed simply in the Iraccfy. it seems evident that the 
arcliiicci voAs UviW\X%a^ with fL.iici|;n designs nnd treated cscU 
clement ir^dcpcndcnily llic cloister doorway sh:>wk a 
rcaiarkable instance of fin attctnpL to ^turpais axi earlier 
effort iTi the remarkibte vaTiation of the tocilhcd ornameni. 
The mouldings of the d'>or with its foliated hc*d arc 
singularly eici:[iiisite. 1 felt \t absolutely impouibic Fo fketcL 
No skill couid painc the cotoun^. snd no outline could be 
mon: than a dismal skeleton. 

In the summer holidays of the same year he made 
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a tour with Hh wife in Cornwall and the Scilly I^es, 
His diaty of this excursion is cnnchcd with some 
exquisite architectural s ketch ca ; but his experiences 
were not of an extraordinary' cbaraclcr, and though 
they are, as can be readily imagined, admirably 
chronidpi!, must pass unnoticed. 

At this time my father was still engaged on same 
of his last articles for Dr. Smith's Dkdortary q/ tht 
BibU, and in connexion therewith spent hi* Easter 
h':>liday3 of 1 863 iw t'aris in the imperial Library. Od 
his journey thither he had a very rough pasE^age of 
seven hours from Newhaven to Dieppe, Every one 
stvms la have succumbetl to the terrors of the sea 
except a certair six-foot Archdeacon. Of this digni- 
tary my father narrates \— 

1 found him in the cabin nttizig er^ct, placid, solemn, 
ruriTemplaling his hai, which turn ptared hefore film as the 
central glory — shining and bJack-^and the i^orship geerned 

to bring its a'ward. 

!n the summer holiday* of 1863, ^pcnt with his 
family at Seaton, my father was busily engaged on 
T^ Sid/g in thr Cfmrck He undertook this work 
iKcause he had been asked to give the substance of his 
Htjitory 0/ the New festitrnefU CanttH in a form more 
convenient for popular use. He decided, however. In 
thiM more popular work lo give some account of the 
collection of the Old Tc*;tamcnt Scriplurrs al'^o. in 
the preface? to one of the later editions of this book^ he 
say* : '* If at first it seemed strange to some that 1 spoke 
on several points with ies^ confidence than was common 
twenty years ago, it is my happiness now to find 
nothing to retract or modify in the general view which 
I then gave of the history of the Christian Bible.'' 
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When, some years later, he was rather anxious to 
extend his larger New Testament work aIoti^ the s^rne 
lines, he was tli-isuatlEcl by Or. Lighlfoot, whu professed 
himself to be quite satisfied with the *' Little Canor." as 
he affectionately ealTcd Thf Btbit in the Osunk^ whieli 
he *aid be considered to be the best of my father's 
e^lter works, The following letter to Professor Light* 
foot tells of the progress of tbe new book : — 

Seatdv, xyh Avg, 1863. 

My dear Ligliifooi — Alas! I iiiusE ccwifeiA thai I liavc 
nothing lo send Hort, except kindest remembrances and best 
wishes. Since I have been here I have been itcadilr work- 
ing ai Thi BihU in thi Chutchy and have written more than 
half of it. Pr»ljably I may fini.ih it before ihe end of the 
holidays if mj- leal ho?ds oiii. 1 hope the work will be 
dear.

Eventually be was compelled to abandon the idea of 
the Norrisian Professorship, because a subsidy hithcrlo 
given to the professorship was withdrBwn, and he fell 
atM. il would be wrong for hitn, with his famil)% to 
accept work on an income of barely ;f roO- 

I^ter in the same year Dr, Jeremie. the Regius 
Trofcssor of Divinity, accepted the Deanery of Lincoln, 
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and it was at first supposed Uiat he woultl corksequcntly 
resign the Professorship. This, however, he did not do> 
Once more, therefore, my father aiid hU faithful friend 
were di&;Lp pointed. In preparation for Ihe vacancy my 
father look hU degree of B;u:beloT of Diviniiy. 

In Jrniiiaiy 186; my father was jicrj^tiatled by Dr» 
Benson to pay a long-dcferrud visit to Bishop I^c of 
M(inche5tcr. The Bishop welcomed him very warmlyj 
and being alone wcu; ;ible to talk to him freely and at 
length. He disccufEed with miich energy of Dr- 
Amold. and was intensely angry with Ttm Br^um, 
whieh he declared utterly misrepieHented Arnold'* 
mode of dealing with boys. With Dr Ncwmar too 
he had litttc patience, and appears lo have sympa- 
thetically quoted the opinion that Newman had " triHed 
Vk^ith his reason till he had \o^\ it/' Of their la^t talk, 
when the Bishop's heart seems to have been full of 
tenderness for his loved pupil of old days, my father 
haH jotted down various interesting notes ; bni the 
following letter, written to Dr. Benson on the day after 
he left Mauldeth (7th Jan.), is preferable as giving 
some connected impressions of tl^c visit and the final 
interview. He writes : — 

My dcai Benson — Vou dejwrvc my warmciit tlianks fgr 
encouraging nic Vi go to Mauldeth^ and I must send them to 
you, in however imperfect a shape, now I am rctmncd and 
can look h^rk on ilirer pleasaM dnys there which hnx'e given 
me a happier idea of the Bishop than I have ever had. He 
was in excellent spirits, rtjoieing in the work already dr>nc in 
his diocese, and above all he had uct a^idc that haaly love of 
paradox, whkh in home of otir last eonvcrsationSj year« ago, 
grieved me very greatly. His iclcroncc ct opinions which 
he did not hliure, and liis willingneu even lu yield ^ little 
now and then — for jnstaneci in speaking of ihe A/^Ifgia^- 
gavc me mote than pleasure. He himself constantly went 
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hack \o old dayi ai KJitg Edward's $chc>C]|, and he evidently 
hftd not lost hi^ old \i>vc. 

Sometimes lie spoke cjf Arnold, and vn^ucXy of differences 
bciwccn himself and A-, which Kccm to have been grcftt.

The essay thus mentioned h hia Gospel e/tfu Rrsur- 
nclhn. He aays that it contains "very old thouchts" 
— the thoughts that had brought htm comfort in hU 
undergraduate days, when he suffered so much from a 
torturing ^icepiicJsin. He had always bravely faced 
hk difficulties, and had at Length found sure ground 
lie now offers in this essay the general !inc of thought 
and arj'umcnt which had proved satisfactory to liim-

Writing to Mr MacmiTlan in 1 873, in connexion with 
one of the subsequent editions of this book, my father

One cf the most Intcrcntng or his holiday excursions 
during these later Harrow years wa* » tour undertaken

their jouniey tc Paris the three friends *eem to have 
fallen into the company of thieves ; but were m3re 
fortunate than some of thefi fcllow-Ira-vellcrSi one of 
whom lost ^£150. receiving instead thereof "deux 5ous 
Beiges," The most interesting feature of this excursion 
was a visit to La Salelte, near Grenoble. The miracles 
lA^rought here M the sacred spring made a great im* 
pTCSSion on my fa.lher. Several narratives of miraculous 
ctires wTuught by Our T.ady of La Salette were recited 
in Ills he^tring, and afler relating one of the most strilc- 
ing of these, he says ; — 

A wrtRcn namtive cjut convey no notion of the eflfcct of 
such a recital. Tlie eager energy of (he fattier, the iiuicie^t 
th^mlcfutncsB of (he daughter/ the quick ghnccs of the ^pec- 
tator^ from <jiie ri> Oic nther, the cnlm Mtisfaction of the 
prioftt, the enmmenti of look And nod, combined to rorm a 
scene which appi:artd haidly to belong la ilic ninetcienth 
ccnturyr An nge of tailh vr:in restored hefore our ^ighi in its 
ancient guine, Wc talked ahoui the cures to a young tay- 
man who had ihrouglioui showed us ^ingufnr courtesy. 
When wc remarked upon the peculiar circurn»i«ncci by 
which rhtfy were rmtndt-fl, his own comment was: '*Sant 
croiic^ commeni rcxpliqucrP" And in i\m hy the tcaI 
significance and j»wcr of ihe place. 

After the visit to La Salctte my father went on to 
Turin and Milan for literary purposes. At Milan he 
made a careful examination of the Muratorian Frag- 
ment on the Canon, The following letter to Mr 
Dalrympic states briefly his impressions of this tour : —

On his return to England he wrote a pftpcr on the 
subject of La 5alettc. which 1 have quoted above.

My father's orthodovy was again called in question 
two years later. In 1867 he wrote a tract entitled 
TAi Rtsurrtction as a Fact and ir Revtlatwn. the sub' 
stance of which was derived for the most part from 
his essay on Th^ Gospel of tkt Returreai&n. This 
tract was accepted by the Society for Promoting Chris- 
tian Knowledge, and was already In type, when one of 
the Society's episcopal referees delected heresy in it. 
The writer was unable to omit the suspected passage, 
^ he held It to be cssenticil to his Argument, and con- 
sequently "his valuable pamphlet" was suppressed. 
In the correspondence connected with this curious sup- 
pre«!(ion my father remarlcs: — 

The objection is one which I could not have fintidpated. 
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It seeiTis to ire to belong wholly to the modes of thought of 
the ficvcntccnth century. 

And again : — 

The section in question wM not written without consider- 
able previous di^scudaion, and it contains a very dcbbcratc

But yet again wc cnuM not forget the schoolmaster, 
and must pau;^ to pick up some further evidences of 
work for the school. 
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Half a century ago the study of Natural Science <lid 
not usually receive much attention In ?cliiioIs» but at 
Harrow boys wcic even ihcii encouraged by means of 
periodical exami nation ri to engage in such studies. In 
the fostering of such pursuits my father took a leading 
part- In December iS6^,atthe Headmaster's request, he 
drew up a scheme for exammatJons in Natural Science. 
In a letter explanatory of the scheme he says : —

have on opportunity of bringLng out Mtcceitsfully any i^pccial 
tasie which he possesses (or any branch of Natural Scient-e- 
In order to give a deiinilc leAlily to (he scheme, the nanics 
of several masttra are leritatively ait.irhed to snbjrcis whiehj 
il b hoped, ihcy may be wilhng tL> ^(ndeiuikc.

Th*^ deaulioiy system which has been lollowed up to Uie 
present lime has. vrc must all feel, produced utany good 
rc*ulti, and ii cannot be doubkd that the object which ihc 
oanunationa arc designed lo gain a worthy of a combined 
and definite effort. 
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It should be added that the subject for which tny 
rather proposed to make liimsdr responsible was the 
Clas»ificat>cin and Distribution of PlanU. inciuding 
outtjiics of the Fossil FJora. Structural Botany was 
undertaker by Mr. F. W. Farrar. 

Rememberirg how in his later years my father won 
some rei>Qwn its a pescrmakEr. it is interming to bc 
rcmtndcJ of his earlier cIToris in the same dlicction. A 
friend ' writes to say : —

And tried to »top Ih^ fighiing, and to cnake peact between 
the cpmbalants. His cfTuith weir not alwaj^ dllciiUed wtlh 
«ucce£^ however, but 1 think in the end helped to bring 
about ihc di&Cijntintiuice of 6ghting> which was aftenr&rds 
forbidden by ttie bcLiooI authorities^ 

It must not, howe^-er, be supposed that he was 
allc^ether opposed to all fighting: I believe that he 
wotild even advise boys, whose difTcrenccs appeared 
not to admit of icttlemcni, to '* have it out." 

In I 866 my fallier devoted his Easter holidays to 
an css*y on the Myths of Plato, a:id his summer holU 
days to an essay on the Greek dramatist ^^ischylus.. 
Both these essays were published in the C<m/€mfij?rtiry 
AA'im- in the cour^ of that j-ear. In the following 
year he wrote a ihiid essay on the Greek dramatict 
Euripides, which aUn appeared in the Ctmfrmj^ttrary, 
The two letters which follow aic connected with the 
earlicf essays * ; —

In connexion with these essays on the "prophetic 
matters of th* West/' which were but a rragment of a 
design *' fonned very early in life " by their writer, 
1 am tempted to qtiote the following words of Canon 
A. S. Fanar ' : — 

■ I'lufcHor of Divinjiy in tbtt UnitRiiLT of Duihftin* 
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I do noi ihink that he (sc "Bhhay* Wcitcoit) ha?( been 
raffidentty eslimat^d oa thi^ hterary mum. AU aMow that he

:ility af cnmd; Lind ihat he becAnic the great tchokr; but 
bccuu&c he dcvuLed tlitsc gifta inuiiily lo ibe Chuich and 
thcobgicat Icfirning there i« a danger of our forgelting that 
he showed xuch liuraiy powcoi as achcW and critic, that he 
mighi have shone ai a star of the firat magniiude in the

this literary development under this more limited iipect.' 

During 1867 my father was much occupied with 
Comte and Positivism. He wrote an article entitled 
** Aspects of Positivism in relation to Christianity," 
wljtch origir^iilly apprarrd in the CoH(fmpor;ir)i /^rtrirtv, 
but h^ iiiicc been added as an appendix to his G^pel 
of ike Rej^rrecCion. About the same ttmc he was 
labouring to complete his History oj the Enj^hsft BibUy 
which was pubiishcd in 1^68. In the preface to thiK 
work he says, " In the following Essay \ have crdca- 
vourecl to call attention to some points in (he history 
tjf the English Bible which have been strangely 
neglected. . - . As far as I know, no systematic inquiry 
into the trterrtal history of our Authorised Version has 
yet been made, and still no problem can offer greater 
§cope for fruitful research/' In the course of this 
book the author had occasion to expo** '" serious 
historical itiaccuracies into which historians of repute 

■ Sdnoo pfvach«] ia Dnihafft CAibcdid OQ 3rd November 1901, 
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have fallen.^^ It !a curious to note thai al the time 
some reviewers were apt to scoff at the witter for 
" falling foul " of these dbtingiihhcd pcrson^i. On the 
other hand, one of the histormns in question frankly 
wrote : " I found that in five points out of six he was 
indisputably nght, and in the last cditiun of my work 
J have made all necessary corrections,'* In considera- 
tion of this action my father withdrew an appcntllx 
which he had written dcaling^ with the hbtorical inac- 
curacies I merely mention my faChcr'5 courteous 
attitude on this occasion to illustrate the truth that, 
to quote another's wcrds, * Dr. Westcotf s love of truth 
and accuracy, which l know h pnre and deep^ has no 
venom about it," This History of th Bngtiik Bibtt 
\v\s for m^ny years been out of print, although 
frequent endeavours have been made to prepare a new 
edition of it.' 

In the later years of his Harrow residence my father 
was very full of the idea of a " Coenobium."* Every 
form of luxury was to him abhorrent, and he viewed 
with alarm llie increasing tendency amongst all classes 
of society to encourage extravagant display and waste- 
ful self- indulgence. Elis own extreme simplicity of 
tifc is well known to all his friends. He could never 
to the end of his life reconcile himself to dining lalc. 
When circumstances compelled him so to do, he prac- 
tically went without a meal. For spiritual and 
intellectual advancement he believed a life of r^unicst 
self-di5cipline to be essential. He looked to the family 
and not the individual for the exhibition of4hc simple 
life. His views upon tlijs subject are accessible to all

and lelt that he had not done all he might have for 
iUi furtherance. 

The fcilloiving extracts will give some idea of what 
the ^' Co^Tiobium '' wa;* iiitciidcd to be : — 

Ix would consist primarily of in associaticm of Camllfe^ 
bound lojtether by eomnion principles of Uvinjt ef wotlt, of 
devotion, subject during iht? lime of voluntary co-operation fn 
ecntr.-kl control, and urituJ by deliniie obligations, H\ich a 
curporiitc life would lie \ksX rtjJised ondc the C(>ndilions of 
collegiaie union with hall and schgoLs anU chapeE, vdth a 
commuji income* tliough not cominon propcrtyi And an 
organised gijvcrnmcnt ; but the sense of fellowthlp and the 
powci of sympathy, though they would be largely ^crclopcd 
by ibesc, woulrt yci remain vigorous whenever nnd in what- 
ever form combinrition in the hiithcranec of the gcneraJ cnd» 
was possible. Indrt-tl, er)m|)]eie i*ioliiicti from the mas* of 
society would defeat the ^-cry objects of ihc infltilution. 
These objects — the cunr|U(-fit of litxury, the dttriplining of 
intellectual labour, the consecratioTi of every fragment of life 
by rellKioua eieitiseii — would he i^pre**cd Iji a tljrcduld 
obligation: an oblig:ition to poverty, an obltgaiion to ttudf, 
an obligation to deviation. 

An org:iiii>»ition of familiea rnlght place openly before alt 
a noble type of domestic life i not so costly a& to be beyond 
the a^pir3Li<]n» t^f the|>oor^ not so sordid aa to he dutructivc 
of atmple refinciucnt ; strong t>y the confession of sympathy ; 
expensive by the force of eaamplo 

My own recollections of the Ccenobmm arc very 
vivid. Whenever we children showed signs of greedi- 
ness or other sell^shnesa, we were assured that such 
things would be unheard of in the Ccenobium. There 
the gn^cdy would have no second portions of dcKtr-iblr 
puddings We should not there be allowed a choice 
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of meats, but should be con3trairt€d to take that which 
was jucIiTed to be best for us. We viewed the establish- 
ment of the Ccenobium with gloomy apprehen?iion, not 
quite _surp whether it was within the bounds of practical 
politics or noL I was myself iucllned to believe thiit 
it really was coming, and that wc. with the Bcnsons 
(maybct) and Horts and a few other families, would find 
ourselves living a communiiy life. \ remember con- 
fiding to 3 younger brother that 1 had overheard som« 
conversation which convinced mc that the Ccenobium 
WHM 311 event of the immediiite future, and ihat a site 
had been selected for it in Northampton shire. I even 
pointed out Peterborough on the map. 

The following letters to l>r Benson trwil of this 
subject : — 

My dear Bent^on — AIi< ! I feel most deeply that I ought 
not ti> spcalc one word jLbout the CcenoUum. One uccuif to 
be entangled in the afTairs of life. The wfirk miii;! W. fur 
Ihosc who have a frcah H^ to give. Yet sometimes I think 
thai T havf been fnithle^s to a call which might have grown 
diBUncI if I had listened. 

To-day we have the eillfying spectacle of tlic^ fotmalioi] cf 
the BntJsh l^arhnmt-nt by omnibuscB, ribbon;;, and pLucflrdv. 
The voters Arc merely an aE>pei>dagc II \s a «i^ht to loake 
one weep bitter tears. How can we reach to ihc good 
below?

In October iS68 ni/ father received a letter from 
Dr. Magce, Dean ol Cork and Bishop -designate of 
Peterborough, asking him lo accept the oflke of Ex- 
amining Chaplain in th« diocese of Peterborough. In 
this letter Dr Magee 5ays : "'Although personally 
unknown to you, I have for some years enjoyed the 
pleasure attd adviinL-igc of a knowledge of yoitr thco* 
logical writings.* It is surely remarkable that my 
father's first offer of any sort of ecclesiastical prefer- 
ment should have come at last from one who wa^s a 
stranger to him, and not a member of eitlier of the 
great English Universities. It i^ true that some ycarg 
before he had been suggested by Dean Stanley to 
Bishop Toil as a suitable person for a similar appoint- 
ment^ That suggestion, however, was made in 1856^ 
and did not bear fruit ; so it remained for Bishop 
Magee, twelve years later, to offer my father the first 
recognition of hi§ eminent services to the Church. In 
December of the same year Bishop Magee offered him 
a Canonry in Peter borough Cathedra^l, vacant through 
the death of Canon JameSn The offer reached hiro on 
Christmas Day, and four days later he accepted tt 
The following letters indicate something of what he felt 
at the time : —

When [caving Hairour my father expressed a wish 
that there should be no farewell presenuiiuii, or any

leaching with Che clear assurance that 1 am aupportcd by the 
sympathy of very many who Wncw well vhai I need, and huw 
only the uibk eet before me can be accomptisJied. 

Of all the le&soiLs of my Hajiow life no one ha^ ^ruck 
me more than that which, I beh<;v*^ we all leami together — 
T inrai] the marvellous power of eJTbrt directed to a definiie 
end Bteadrly and faithfully ; and now nothing gives me 
greater delight than to sec those who nctc once my pupnls 
finding in various offices of life The great reward f\i wotk with 
an aim. This delight, too, is the more intense, bccausci aa 
you know, 1 believe thai Rngbnd and our English Church are 
called a I present to a service than whteh no nation And no 
church ha^ ev^ had a greatei to render to Right and Truth. 
We have seen faintly, it may be, and ytl witl\ absolute con- 
viction, that freedom OJtd obedience to L^w, TniUi. acid 
Light are in the highest forms tdenilca^ ; and you :utd those 
who work nith you will have to make :hc»e noble rcsulla 
practically clear )n dealing wkh the pohtieal and religious 
prohlcma of our time. May God give you streneth and 
wisdom to do it I *■ We know what we have believed." 

How far I secm to liavc wandered from the puiposc of 
my note, and yet you will see how n^ilnr^lly such thoughts 
flow from the very titles of the book* with which you have 
enriched me. The choice you have made shows that you 
Icol that in Theology there ore two great subjects at present 
of parauiount Im(Fottanc<: — the cnifC^l Mudy of the sacred 
text and the critical itudy of the records of ecclesiastical 
lijiiory.

The present Master of Trinit>\ under whom, as 
Headmuslerof the School, my father served for the laat 
nine year* of hts Harrow work, has been able to add a 
Master's cstliiuite to thai of pupils of my father's sprvices 
to the School. With tliis testimony we miy appro* 
priatcly conclude the record of thb period of his life. 
Dr. Butler writes ; — 

Vou have kindly asked me to give you ^onne impresxions 
na tu yuur fjtlher's work and iiillucnce al Ha^rrow. This duly 
you wjH allow me to try lo discharge by a letter lo yourself 
lathcr ihan by any more formal paper, I cannct f^nd it \n 
my heart to attenipt to er^ticise the life of so great a mm and 
no dc»r a fitcrkd, even during that part of it uhen he v/at but 
titttc knonn to the world at large. The years to i»hic:h my 
worda will refer arc, Jpcakirtg roughly, from r36o to 1870, 

It wan, ati you Vno% irk 11451 thai, Rt Dt Vaughsn's irtvi- 
tatton, he went to Harrow. Vou will doutitless have teatt- 
luony an lo the singular holtl which he obtained almost from 
the hnK upon certain boys of cxceplTonal intellect Of this 1 
heaid at the time^ and have heard ^ince, but my own rceol' 
lections begin with January i860, when I succeeded Ur. 
V^ughan A( Headmaster 

At that lime Mr Wemicott, not yet Ihtriy-five years of age, 
held a very peculiar position at HarroWn He was little known 
in thr School at largr. He was noi a Form MftKlcr, He had 
no *^ Large Hou!;c '^ to administer. Hm voice y\ns not yet a 
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forcv in the chapirL It rcncticd bttt a few, uiiil it w:ix undc^r- 
i^tood by slill fewer. But ever then he had at Icasi two 
ipEicics of influence — his own pupih an ihc o^ic band, and 
the MAsteR on the ether. With a ''SmaU Houiie " of »ome 
Acvcn bootdei^ tevcnil of tlicin very Mc, Aiid with a |jLLpU- 
room af some ihitty-lhree boys drawn from the Hcadmsutcr'i; 
Hou»C> tlic home boarders, and some olhcr quancrs, he had An 
oppommity of creating^ !ts h wrre, a Tenth Legion of his own_ 
He founded, and more or lets organised, a succession of boyi 
who loved him for his kirdn^a and ^ympjilhy, bHieved in him 
for his vasi and varied knowledget flod might hope some day 
to understand more fully Ibis attractive and stimuUtinp l>ul 
rather mysterious friend 

As to the MftAlcrs, it would, of couiac, be iinpot^btc for 
me, or indeed for any one else, to speak for them as a body. 
Some, I think, rcg^ed him rather od a dr»met and n rccluae; 
whose element wa& boolcs not boys, hut there viaji a feclrng 
among us ali that we had with xti a man of gcrtiua, a really 
great scholar, an ongtnal thinker, a rising and genuine thefi- 
lo^ian. With some of the MasterSj especially the younger men, 
the feeling was far. very f^, in advjiice i»f this. Wr tnw in him 
a' v«ry dt^r friend, a whe counsellor, a man who, on aimoac 
every subject £>f inidlcctual intnrat, had fresh arid ai^akenJng 
thoughts, and whose ideal of life, personal and profestional, 
was noble, simple, and self'BacrjfjcmK, We were nomewhat 
amuaed by whsit we heard from time to time :u to hit diffi 
culties in maintaining discipline, In »pitc of Wa boundlcs* 
penonal courage ; but we saw that if he lacked 4ome of the 
lower gifts, which the most commonplace aabaltcm can 
exercise in the claasro:>m or on the parade ground, he jios- 
sened in the hi^cet d^rec the greater giftb whjch make a 
mAn fir^t linprt^ssive and then a leader. 

At the Kame time» we were not prophets. 1 doubt d, even 
auiojig ihose whu loved him be^i nind most fully rccugiii^ed 
his intellectual and spiritual greatness, there were any who 
forcian his future eminence, 1 will not ^ay aa a writer and 
thinker, bur as a speaker, a preacher, and a ruler. He 
scarcely ever preached at Harrow except about once a lem^ in 
onr school chapel, and scarcely ewr spoke at any meeitng^

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lit^rvrr ^ religious, though vc hod frequent mcclinf^ in aid 
oi sfimc of the gtKni aocieticfi — ihtt Church MisuHJtiary, tbc 
pTopigntJOn of the Gospel, the British and Foreign Btbl^^^U 
of which in hxci yeirt, were pmud to sccuir hi?i ftdvoticy and 
to acknowledge hi* quite unique serviets. 

Even at our "Maitcrs' MccliriBa,'' held once ii week at 
about 10 P.M., he very rarely ^pokc. I sec him now, a« 
a few loving survivots may still ace him, his [land over hi) 
brow — with a SLLggesCion somen'rne^ of shrinking artd Almost 
of pain, his whok figure bowed and subdued, aa if he Ap(>rc- 
hcnded the mtcrancc of some i!rude patadoi or scjmc lilaiani 
platittidC' When he djd bpcak upon any of the grave qucv 
tions ihai eame befofc us, rcligioui, cdurationalj di^cijrllnary, 
sanitary, his opinton was given in the fewest words and the 
quklcat of lou««, recdling sotnc pitnciple whidi he tliuught 
had been neglected, and apart from whieh he grew impaitci^t 
of dctaik Wis uttcrzvnecs, rare an they were, were leocivcd 
wirh marked fc»pcci There was more of the oracle in hrm 
than in any other incmbcr of our exceptionally distini^isbcd 
staff. 

Once, when be had been quite silent un un important 
occasion, I ventured [o write privately a few words of aflee- 
lionate protest^ a^uring him of the very high value which 
I personally set on hh opinions, and my belief ihai their 
expresHion would be profitable for us alL This drew from 
hini a vcty beitutifu] and eharactcri^tic reply, which I tL&nnot 
have de«troyeii, and yet mifortuuatoly f cannot find Jt among 
the many leiiec^ from him, which I always carcfulTy prcacrved. 
Its purport w:i*t that he knew how lo obey^ and that po^ibly 
he might some day know how to rtilc, but that, aa a coun^ 
selloT acting with a large bridy of eoJlcague-i, hr preferred 
generally to offer no advice on matiers fur which he was not 
directly resptJnsible. Tlic hint, most miMlcslly and grueefully 
expressed, that he might pOK&ibly «ome day be Called to rule, 
atartled and greatly p1r«aed nie at the time, and I (iften 
thought ol it afterwards as he gradually rose to high poiit» m 
the University .ind the Church, t do not think that 1 have 
fiver before mentioned thU to any one. 

The most critical pcdod in hit Harrow lifci so f&r aa I can 
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judge, vTAa wbcn, on the death of Mr. Oncnhani, ni the end 
of I S63, he lucceeded ro the charge of his " Lnrgc House*" 
bringing with him the few but very distinguished members of 
hb uwti exisring "Siika.11 Koii»«/' that is, Hom^ seven or eight 
boya. 

Fmm ihm time till he rencivrd his summons ro P«rr- 
borough be became a real power in tike School- Hh House 
WHS from the firet pre-eminent fof its inic1lei.tJ*l nn6 gtnrral 
rigour, :ind no ^maU part of thi^ result was due lo the inspiTO- 
ition uf the new Master. 

Vou will doubtless bnve lesttmonics from aome of thoie 
able pupils who were then fonunaie enough to share his 
fuUeftt confidence. They well know that no influence then 
brought to hear upon them, iniellcclual or ttpirituul, could 
compare with his. But the/ will also, I doubt not, hear 
witness 10 ihc lighlor as well as the grjvcr side of his Heh 
charar:tef- No learned man was r\ri k-« of a pedaf»L No 
great atudtnt of books could be more genial and even pl.i^Ful. 
As ail insUnce of this. I may be allowed lo tell :i little Moty. 

One characteristic and novel feature of hrs lifo in hi& new 
house was the ^mpatby which he showed with Mi- Jchn 
Farmern whn was then just ventufrng on thai bold enterprise 
In "House Singing" whicli, with Mr Bowen'a all-powerful 
asiisranoe and the ge^^^rDU% hrl|i of oiher^ vra% defined (o lead 
to such delightful results- Your father was one of the very 
firit it^ write fnr sehciol use ioine Tdlin wirri^*!, of whiijh " lo 
Triumphe " became the mt)Si fomou?!. Thi^ kind service was 
highly ajjpreeiaied by Mr. Fanner, by the Huuse, and by the 
School at large- But one audacious and short-tived libel was 
ItnlLed with it. Rmnoui whispered that a leading hoy in ihe 
HocUd, devoted ^thnosi beyond others lo ht& beloved master, 
when shown by ihc gleeful musician the first draft of "to 
Trmmphe, "oh^ierved, with pain, "Snrdy there is a iahr. quan- 
tity in that line. " Mr. Fanner, in helpless aniJ«mcnt, carried 
k back 10 irs learned DUihnr, ^nd defrrcnrially suggested ihe 
allcKcd slip- The suggestion was first received with indignant 
horror, itll in a few momenta Ihe trick of the wicked pupil wu 
seen through^ and condoned in a burst of laughter, 

To return fTom ihia little f igression, which his gentle 
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stuulc wouk) pardon, I mny be allowetl* aiid iscdiajM cvcii 
sxpcctcd, \o ta^ a fcvr word« on my ovn rd&boiv with yf>ur 
dcdr father. As lo thcM, I can never speak or ihink lod 
grxti^fuLly or too reverently. Comtng a:4 a ic^ry >cuiig CD^n 
from Thntiy in i36o, t knew the grcAi ttamc whkh he bftd 
Icfi in our College, xui\ alto the hold which he had aojuired 
on the affection of l>r. Viuf^han and on aom« of rny most 
iatiniAie Cambridge fhcndR, such as Hort and IJghtfiiot and 
Benson. 

I waa, therefore; prepared fiuni the outset to iccogiiit« ihc 
rare quality oE^ hin gcniuti and to mmimUe hit deliciencLes in 
dcdU[Ji£ with the Jdughct and mure caumicj[iphi:c ;L^peci» of 
boy life £1 a great public school. The specLit profet^ioii^l 
bond between oawaa^hal I had inherited from Dr Vaughui. 
He helped me in looking over the Couipositioti of a large pftrt 
of the hijEhe»i Fotm. He abo look one lesson with the Sivtb 
Form on Saturdays, and it wax itndrrxirKjrl that hr would 
tupply my place in Form if ever I wats colled avniy. But these 
ocdaSons were rar^ It was iiT coi^nevion wilh the Cunipuai- 
tiOD, always mo&i carefully and ably concctcd, thai I mw i»o«t 
of hii workn 

Bull apart from tlui!, he was in many U'rcciionfl the friend 
whom I conaultcd nioai where spceifti knowledge or dcllcAtc 
Lute and fedit^ were required^ If a programme wa» to be 
diAwQ up of the auhjects to be prepared for new priics — wy, 
far Seripttiral Knowli-dge or for Kmii^led^c of European 
Hbtory 4nd Erglbh Literature; if I had lo write some in- 
ficripiiou iu prose or verNc for a Metucrial Tablet, of for 
a medal^oi for a seres of books; or, agoinr if any cjuettion 
UOK JUL l[i the origin or eiiaa mear^ing uf fiuine jKiaAage in 
tb^ Biblc^ especially in the New Testament, it waa :o hin, tn 
my first teu yca:» of ol^cc, ih^l I constantly referred for advice, 
linowhig that hU replies wouJd give me tlie muiinum both of 
fubcu and uf accuracy. He never «pAf«d huusclf trouble iu 
framing thcfte replies, whether in Term time or in the 
holidaya. 

No «k<MCh of his laicr time at Harrow noulii l>e tvm 
approximately adequate which failed to mention the two 
Q(Kewonhy Krmiins which be preached iu our cliapd in 
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1866 and iS68. They were eniiiled Cnj« tn tAi Histoiy tf 
iht Church ind Z>iu-///inetf Uft. These he was induced to 
print, though not, st Ihc time, lo publish They broiighi 
before us all, /cwng and old, ihosc larger issues of the 
Chrjfiiian life, [vwt ar>d pre^rit, on whirh \m^ cv/n ga?f vns 
becoming more and more vistfulJy hxcd- 'Hidr very unlike- 
nea* to ilie average sermon^ "school" (it mhcrwise, was tc- 
fTeshingn They w«iv essentially a "study" — a Hudy uf Mei 
a study of [iiun ns a Gixl-taugtii !>eing in muny agCK^ a Mudy 
of society, a study of the Lord Jcsub Chmt Like all Buch 
"atudiea" by first-iate luen, they had a vojec fi;r tbonc who 
had ears to hear, whether many ur few. 

Amcng the mC'st eager of his hearers, during al leaat his 
Iflier months :>nJong us. were f»r»t the Masters only, or iirrhaps 
chiefly — ^thcugh wc were by this time all proud of him — but 
^me of his own most attached pupils. His physical vuic^ 
lutd noi yet acquired the strength which vt gained gradually, 
and in the miMl muikt^ and even stanling manner, at Feler- 
borough, at Cambridge^ and at W*-*ilimjisteT ; but it waa 
aErcfldy stronger thjin it had been Jl fti^t* and leM> ufa ^tiaincd 
whisper. The ftre, which had always lain in it, was more 
visible. The effort Lo listen had become with majiyan oppor- 
tuniiy and a pleasure. 

f can ncrer forget Ihi; mingled fccliugs with which wc hcnrd, 
in Decemlier iS6g^ that ht was shortly to leave us. The 
summons from BLahop Magce to become his Examining Chjtp- 
laiit ai PeierlioTnugh was not yei accompanied even by .t 
Canonry- To accept it was a true '^venture of faith.'

CHAPTER VI 



PETERBOKOUGH 



My father wa^ installed m his canonry at Pcterbotough 
on tlic festival of the Ei^ipbany, 1869. fii the follow- 
ing month he returned there for work in connexton 
with the Bishop's Lenten ordination. He then en- 
counicred Peterborough in a characteristic condition — 
under warer He describes hia cnming to the city In 
at letter to his wife ■ — 

lAy first day's work is now, my dearest M^ry, dtawing to 
1 close, though I have atili my paper? to look over, The 
day has been bright, and all has been most pIcAsam and 
rcverenL Faie Lhrew me yesterday inin sporting rfimpnny. 
PfAy leU Mrs, de Morgan that, in spile of the clerical nccuiacy 
of my costume, and the hreadlh of brim lo my hal. which she 
admired (jusUyJ, the first remark addressed to mc in the train 
wais '* Have you becit to the raoi^ lu-d*y?" f don'l know 
whether zt malcet^ it better or worse that my querist «j(plaincd 
thai he, for hh pitrl, had been dnnking diainpa^Jie all day. 
This little conversation and two (suc<^essful) protests aA^insi 
smoking constituted the whole atory of [ny journey- ^Vhcn 
wc reached Peterborough ve seemed to halt on an island, 
The reflection of Lights in the water on every side, nhite,

Btir still I Te3.che6 the Palace in an omnibuK and not a. 
gondola, and to-day 1 have taken a wM a.nd not n row. So 
yua set [bal ihc place is uul all unJerr water. . . . 

In AugUiit 1^69 he entered on hU Rrn residence as 
Carton. Hts house was not yet ready, and so he went 
alone to enter on his new work. Hts fir^r sermon was 
preached on tht: S\h. It had always been a great physical 
effort to him to preach, even in such a comparatively 
small building a^ the Harrow School Chapd, so that he 
was full of anxiety at the prospect of preaching from a 
Cathedral pulpit. He was, however, cheered by the sight 
of a large congregation, ard wrote to his wif*? to tell 
her [hilt he was not moie than usually fatigued after 
the sermon, but had not dared to ask whether he was 
audible His voice did. ^s he had anticipated, marvel- 
lously improve with practice, and he who in earlier 
liEe had not dared to preach in a Urge church was not 
afraid in his advanced years of preaching in St. Paul's 
Cathedral or York Minster, and made himself fairly 
audible even in the Albert Mall, by rca^^n of llic great 
pains he bestowed on di^linct articulation. 

His earliest imprc3Mon;i of his new work are set 
down in the following letters to hijt mfe: —

hid propused^ aad u far as hia counsel and coui^tenanc« 
goci, saiiciions them ; but thctc b evident need of cftutioo 
and patience, and we cannot move more than one s^ep at 
a time, 

Tn the afkcTnoon ihe f!ongregaTion was qtiiie largt?. The 
only drawback was the music, which was certairily very bad, 
in execution and in feelmg^ Here 1 am not clem as la 
speedy success. 

On Tuesday the whole weight of the Cathedral wilt rest 
on me. The Dean goes ^rid the Archdeacon, and Canon 
Argles. At present 1 fir»d thai I cannot muster up much 
dignity. Perhaps it U a plant which will grow on the ^unny 
aide of a Cathedral 

1 expect that I shall burst into print about Cathedral*. 
Frankly, 1 see nothing to be said fur tliem as ihcy are. 
They have no wort, as far as t can sec, to plead, Perhaps 
it in A hard judgment, and much may lie beneath the surface^ 
but the life at least lie^ hidden, 

The days aweep by and arc certainly eKhaustin^i but the 
nhau-Sliim comes chiefly from rnhgiving. After all, it may 
be too laic to do anything. The work wants a younRCr !itc 
and a free one. So I fiincy, yei I was trying lo %how last 
Sunday among other things that it would be terrible to rcup 
all vtwe sows, (hough wc are impatient tu do $0. Good b 
happily not an annual. 

One of my father's earliest innovations was a quiet 
early morning service In 00c of the side Chapels of the 
Cathedral- He was fearful at first lest he should h;tve 
no congregation at all to join with him. He wished 
ihc townspeople to take an interest in these 8 o'clock 
flcrviecs, and met ^vith some little response from them. 
On Wednesdays and Fridays he dehvercd lectures after 
the early Litany. His earliest expositions were of the 
Psalms, but fn later 3'ears he took St. John's Gospel for 
hi« subject. 
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The fruits of his first residence were published in 
the Ahape of a small volume of sermons entitled, Tkt 
Chrisfian Lifiy Muni/old anJ Cm. The IittTe Iwok is 
dedicated to his coIleagiie*ij Derail Saunders, Archdeiicon 
Davys, and Canons Argks amj Pratt, Touching their 
pubKcation, lie wrote to Mt- A- Macmillan : — 

^•f this post i tend sU semiLjns — my firtt bboim at 

Peterborough — and sh^ll be much obliged if you can kindly 
tell me how much they would cosr lo prim in the Minplcst 
poaaible fotm nith a limp doth cover, 1 ^oidd hkc to be 
able 10 distribute thum aiming f^ome of the Cathedral con- 
grcgationi and perhaps others iiitghl care to i^ec them. How- 
ever, ] Am not inclined nor able to spend much iL|)uu the 
lUKury. 

A *iermon preached by my father on the Franco- 
Gennnn war In the summer of 1S70 attracted some 
notice. Of thb sermon he says in » Ictlct to his 

publisher ; — 

My hope was that It might be nseful n» a tract, peihaps to 
ho-p. Vou see that I fee! strongly and not quite popularly 
Wili you take the trouble to say how many may be printed, 
and whether il needs a cover — probably not. I think il may 
be wQrih 2d, 

In June I870 Bishop Magee offered my father the 
Archdeaconry of Northampton, I can well remember 
my father, in one of his playful moods, telling us what 
a temptation the gaiters were to him. He declined the 
preferment, however, because he *»'as unwilling to accept 
an EcclcsifLstical as distiTict from an Educational office. 
In this judgment he was confirmed by Dr. Lightfoot 
To acc^t the Archdeaconry would have been to abandon 
the hope of Cambridge work. When he received the 
oITm he thus wrote to Professor Lightfoot : — 
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'I'he Bishop has just oflcred me the Archtienconry of 
NorlhainiJlon, It is not a vcrj valuable piece of prefcmicnt 
QA {at as incoiue i9 cancemed, but it opcn^ a distinct sphere 
of work, li entails an cighl months' reMdcncc. an<i I could 
not hereafter resign it without resigning my canonry too. In 
ihe present caec 1 should exchange cononriea with Arch- 
deacon Davys, .i process which cmild not he rcpcBTed. On 
Ihc other hard, the offitc might have life put into it, and 
be nndtr really aii archdiaconatc, a means of training the 
younger clergy, I think you wi^l see sufficiently well v/hat 
the reasons for &nd agrtiiiM arc Hdp mc then tu decide 

His refusal was already ijetin(?c5 when he rrcrivrrl 
Dr. Lighlfor»l*s reply, at.lvi*ing him to decline the offer. 
Thus assured that he had done right, he desired th&t 
no roorc miglii be said about the matter. 

The move to Peterborough was a great venture 
of fatth on my father's part. He had a large famil)^ 
to educate, and yet hf exchanged thr? comparative 
opulence of a Harrow hou^e masteT for the precnrfou* 
income attached to a canon ry in an iinpovcrislied 
Chapter. Cur manner of life was already adapted 
to the idea of the Cccnobium in its strict simplicity, 
so the only luxury that could be abolished waa meat 
for breakfast, which, however, was retained as a Sunday 
treat. No means brtng forthcoming for the customary 
summer outing, my father was induced lo avail hin- 
5elf of a continental chaplaincy and take hi^ holiday 
alone. He failed, however, to derive any pleasure or 
beneRt from this solitary excur^;ion, and returned much 
discouraged. On his way to hU destination, Ger*au, 
he traversed the fringe of the great war then raging, 
and wrote scime long descriptive letters, from which 
thc!ic passages arc taken : — 

VOL, ( X 
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. . • The tiaio hy which «c cimc showed us ihc frsl 
signs of the war. It brought a amull detachmenl of oi«n of 
dilTcTent regiments — vigorous, manij -locking fcllc™^. On 
leaving the fiUiion I «fiw 9 train crnmnx^d vHth ftoldicTt 
connirg From the north, and the whole city owtums with 
them. Nearly every maii has o pijic in hU mouthy ard they 
step Along ^ith a will, not a* if ihcy hod nn/ mi:ijtivLn|;, 
Most nT those whom I hjivc met here wear the bronte cro*s 
for the AtJStHaii wiir. 

While I had lea I looked at the nuinbi:!^ rsf Kiaddrrdtdsih 
— lh« German f^mh. ll is, of courst^ filled with the war, 
A rather spirited poem on NapoJeon, "The living Dead/* 
Btrtjck rac. He is supposed to go mund his camp and find 
every one treat him as non-cxiatcnt. Some of the drawings 
ari^ gfwid- One ^pcrially *?trurt me. A Frenrh ^oldier^ — one 
of the keen wild type — is looking inin a look: ng-g las*, marked 
\a Grande Nation^ *^ori one fine August morring,'* and sees, 
instead of the reflection of hia own face, a stout rnittaiim 
guard^maii. Another was amuising, addressed :o the Zouave*' 
friends, i.e. the (icrman ladicSi who ere supposed to pet them- 
A gay lady is amending to a group of ihcm. vhik- a iaurd- 
crowncd, burly Prussian stands by and quietly Tcmotks "H 
you forget us completely, Mam'scilcj wc won^l bring you any 
more or the wild boaets*" . . ,

Now ojioUicr coiiics i'l ; this limi: with ca^aljy ^singularly 
fine men in a gay light blue uniform. They do not wait 
long, and another train cornea^ I ^*'ciit on to the platform 
to i(iolc at ihem, and joined ivith the people in cheering them 
off. Before they h;id cleared the »tatiwi another Iniin came 
in from the itpposilc directions lhi*i time with the wounded. 
It was strange to sec the two actually side by side, and lo 
plarr cheers and sighs together- However, these nier were 
only shghtly wounded, with hands asid arms lost and the Ulce. 
As ihc potir fellows dismounted I did not lite lo slay long to 
look at ihem, but went back to think of the Iwo sides of the 
war picture. - - . 

llie 8pire of Stra^barg wag clearly visible. From lime to 
lime we thought that wc could sec litlJc puffs of white smote, 
and a great column of t>lack smoke marked some fire or other. 
But wc could hear no Sring, Even into Bftsle ihc tokens of 
war followed us. Jusr as I had rcaehed my room a hand wa« 
hcard>anda regiment of Swiss soldiers marched by in full order, 
the remnant, I suppose, of the forcj? whTcli was coliecfed to 
guard the fronliers. , - . 

My father communicated some of his views ow 
" Cathedral Work " to MttartiNfins Mn^nstHt^ in a paper 
whir,h apijcarcd in January and February 1870. At 
the outset he remarks : 

Four great princi|>les, as rl seems, underlie the eDoslitiLttoo 
vhich is outlined in all Cathtdral guiut<.*s. Two contain the 
thtsury of Calhwlnil Ijfe ; tw\i contain the theory of CuthediJil 
WOrL The life is framed on the basis of systtmafic demf/tw 
And terfionitf luiioa ; the woik is regulated by the require^ 
menu of r/ttcioffcai study and rtli^&us tducaHm-

In the nuitlCT of sludy anil CrAining my father 
attempted something by drawing to Pctcibomugli year 
by year earnest theological students, whose work he 
rejoiced to direct. 1 remember a fairly consUnt aucces- 
jlon of these, but their individtiality escapeis me. One, 
at any rate, was Marsham Argles, who surrendered his 
life in the cau_sc of Chn&lian work in India. Another

fingled rfioris — wa* this really Di. VVt»tc(jli? VVc liad 10 
rt:^as«ure ourselves of the f^ict^ as we emerged, by repented 
axicvcriitiuns that it certainly must be. 

Then, the fttsi imerview revenled where the serret rf his 
power lay. We hnd never t>efore ^ccn such an id cnti location 
of study wiih prayer. He read and worked in the very mind 
with which he prayed ; and hts prayer was ofMngulai mtcnsity. 
tl riiighl ije only ihi^ demciiLs of ieitu^ crilldsm with whfr.h 
he was de.'iling ; but, sliU, it vas all steeped in the aUnOBph*re 
of awe, and dcvoliunt and mptcry, *uid eon^craliun. He 
taught us a& one who mimtitered ^t an Altar ; and the detaUi 
of the Sacred Text were to Iiilii ah the Ritual uf waic Sacra- 
mental Action, His touching belief in our powers of scholar- 
atitp uaed somelimcK to shatter our self-Control; and [ well 
remember the shouts of laughter which we jusi succeeded in 
niostcnng until we found ourscKcs ouL^idc in the moonlit 
Close, when he confessed his disapjHjintmrni m mir nnt re- 
calling the use of a certain verb m the CUmerUitfe Ntjmiim 
— we whu, ut ihal moment, had hut the dininiehl ccncep* 
lion what the Vicm^niine /f&trtiites mtght be. Sometimes he 
would criuh us [o the dust by his humility, At when, aTter 
W* bad gaily turned uD, ul n moment's notice, our Lnterpreta- 
tion of 90mc cruci-tl passage in St. John, he would confcas, 
b) an awe-atnick whbper, thai he bad himself never yci dared 
to put down on paper hijt own conduaion of the matter. 



Another important fuTictton of Cathedral Founda- 
tions, according to my father's expressed opinion, was 
the quickening of the ii^tcKcctual and spiritual life of the 
dtoccsCp Hi^ own efforts to do his part in this great 
service arc continuously apparent in his Peterborniigh 
work- He promoted devotional gatherings of clergy 
and church workers tn the CatlicdraJ, aiid served the 
same end by means of Church Congress paper.i on 
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subjects of «tudy and devotion. The following fetter 
at thAiikn from tlic clergy of Peterborouylt ?ihow» how 
his labours to this end were appreciated ; —

His Church Congress papers include those delivered 
at Nottingham in tS^i^Al Leeds in 1^72, at BrigluoD 
hi 1874, ard at Leicester In iS83. Thelast of the^e, on 
Tkf Cmntnunian 0/ Smnij^, seems jicculiarly associated 
with Pctcrbofough. and is pubhshcd in a volume of 
Peterborough bcrmons. The subject, too, is one so 
very dear to himsclC He had an extraordinary power 
of realising this CommunJon. It was his delight to he 
alone at night tn the great Cathedral, for there he 
could mcdflaic and pray in full sympathy with all that 
was good and grc^t in the pa^t I h^ve been witli 
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him there on a moonlight evening when the \^^t 
building was haunted with strange lights and shades, 
and the ticking of the great clock sounded like some 
gknt's footsteps in the deep silence. Then he had 
always abundant <:onipany. Once a daughter in later 
years mei him returning from one of hi*i customary 
meditations in llic solitary darkness of the chapel al 
Auckland Castle, and she said to him» '* I expect you 
do not fed alone ?" " Oh no." he said, " it is full " ; and 
as he spoke his face shone with one of his beautiful 
smites » 

One of the immediate fruits of the Leicester Address 
was the institution of an annual Commemoration of 
Benefactors in the Miiistcr. 

Great services in the Cathedral Nave> where 
thousands could be gathered, were always his delight. 
He secured the establishment of Nave services on the 
Sunday evenings in Adueni and Lent, and laboured 
successfully Id form a large Volunt;iry Choir to helji in 
the musical iH>tliun of these services. During his 
residence in the summer various full Nave services were 

fhcld : at one time for volunteers, at another for railway 
men, at another for Oddfellows, at another Tor Sunday 
School teachers. He was always ready to preach to 
such gatherings. 
The following letter 1o his wife indicalea the sueoess 
of some week-day evening services during Advent ; —

Some part of hb rcgulef Sunday morning sermons 
during each residence w,is generally a conncclod 
course. In 1874^ for example, he prcaclicd a ccune 
of seven sermona on " Some Elementary Truth* of the 
Christian Kailh/' The substance of his sermons 
duttng the residence of i83t wcis published in the 
volume entitled T/u Revelatitfn a/ the Rmn Lard, In 
like minner 7'fi€ HUiortc J^aifh contains the sermont 
preached in fSSo. 

Of my father's work, as represented by Tht Para- 
graph Psa/ur, Preci^ntor PhiUri>s will sptrak. Bui 1 
tifitc thfil iiTi the d;4y on which Itt sent the first copy 
of this Psalter to the press be had been reading Danui 
Dft^fuiis. 'VhU leads me to say a word about hia 
novel reading. Once a year, that is to say in his 
holiday month, September, he was wont 10 indulge 
himtetf with a noveh His library of Bction was very 
Hmitrd, I believe that i could catalogue it from 
memory. Many a time have I searched it for a book 
to read, and thc^c arc all I can remember haviog seen : 
TJu ScarUt LtUer.Jant Eyn, yiilfUs, Rcmch^^M^ John 
fngiesoHi. These books do not represent the sum of 
his noi/el reading, but they are an indication of what 
bijoks he considered, after careful reading, ro be 
wurlhy of a place ni hU libiary. He vciituicd un 
dome cridcisms of Jchs IngUsarti, which had been 
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broiight lo his notice on its first appearance from a 
Biroiingham press. He aficrwartN hdil some corre- 
spondence and cDnvcnatiun with the author. My 
fftthcr considered Rotmla to be the best novel of o«r 
time. In this opinion Mr. Shorthouse, I gather, did 
not acquiesce ; for the author of John IngUs^nt says, 
*' It would be presumptuous in me to speak of the 
talent and research displayed in R&mah^ but . . " 

In 1875 my father was appoirU£:d an Hon. Chaplain 
lo the Queen, and succeeded to a Chaplaincy -in- 
Ordinary in 1879, One of the sermons which he 
preached before Her Majesty at Windsor contained a 
touching reference to the recent death of the Prince 
Imperial in South Africa, and my father was requested 
to send the *ermon to the Queen in order that Her 
Majesty might read it again. With that enthusiastic 
loyalty which was characteristic of him, he copied out 
the whole discourse in his best writing, and forwarded 
it for perusal. As touching my father's devotion to 
the Throne, he used to tell how in early days, at a 
time when the I'rince Consort was not very popular, he 
had met hirn out driving and given him a hearty chccr^ 
and then taken a short cut across the Park in order to 
give the Prince a second loyal reception. 

In 1877 my father preached one of a series of 
King's College LectureSj his subject being Benjamin 
Whichcote, the " father of the Cambridge Platonists," ^ 

In 1881 he was a]ipointed by Mr- G1ad*{tone a 
member of the Ecclesiastical Courts Comml-ision. In 
the labours of this Royal Commission (l88i'lS33) 
he was very zealous, and took " a leading part in the 
work of research.* Although no legislation followed 

' Fvbliiihcil vitb tbe otfacri of die K«ric4 in Mvfm iit Su^IiiJi 
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on the Report of the Commission^ it <Jid valuable 
service to tht Church of England in that il a^^scrted 
its contiiiULiy diiJ '* went bcKJiiJ the Reformation," 
In speaking of Archbishop Itcn^ns work on this 
Comcnission, my father says:— "It was my happiness 
to sit by Benson's side, and to watch as he did with 
unflagging interest the gradual dctermlnaiion of the 
relation; in which a national Church must stand to the 
natiuii, ilacrlf alho 4 dmT»e ^odety^ and to in4rk, iiuw m 
one form, now in another, the essential continiiity of our 
own ecclesiastical life under changing circumfttanco from 
age to age. The ruling ideas of the Lincoln Judgment 
were really defined by tliese inquiries,"^ 

About this Time ftome kind friend presented my 
father with a cat. But it scenic thai his gnititudi? for 
thi^ treasure of the Peterborough home went Astriy, 
for a fitend writes to him : — 

I sent no c^t ; am ^Karnnifi^s. If you hiivc thju^kcd ;iU 
your friends for the Cfll (in order to tie KUrc), whai would you 
do should each xnd you a cat to cover hi» ircak position ? 
But I will tulTer from /our gratitude and sp.^rc you. 

It may nccm frivolous to introduce thi» cat* but it 
wa« no ordinary puss* for it won the ^tccm and 
afTection of Bishop LIghifoot, The good Bishop, 
during a brief ^tay at Pelerbofouph, lost no opportunity 
of fondliiifi that caL Murwiv^rr, " Mis* LIghifoot/' a* 
wc always called her, or her daughter, is, I believe^ tlic 
heroine of the following letter; — 

Really my tabic \s bewLLchcd. This morning I tcan! a 
faim "mew " again from its inmost eentre. In *pite of the 
pcrmon, [ took off the lop, and hunted in the papers bui 
could sec or hear nothing After a time the cat came into 
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ibc room aitd disappearcti. Then it nas discovered that 
th*^rr wa< a space beiwe<rr ihe end« of ihedrawers in which cat 
and kitten were. Evidently ihc old cal had revealed ibc 
secroi. Now, don't cais talkP 



The mention of this cat brings to mmd my father's 
affection for a certain dog. He was not fond of dogs 
in general ; but this particular dog had belonged to 
one of his sons, and when that son left England my 
father insisted on adopting ihc aiuinal, though he had 
grave doubt?' as to his titness for so rcspocisibfe a 
chatee. He honestly feared that he might through over- 
Indulgence fui I to bring out the best features of the dog's 
cha-racter. Ir one of his letters my father says that 
nature had not endowed him with the gift of tears ; 
but as he stood on the quay-side <Jeeing that son off to 
Canada, the tears were pouring down his cheeks. That 
was the only occasion on which I ever saw him weep. 
The little fox-tcrrieT was called " Mep" [hi;; full name 
being Mephistophcle^), and he survived long, being for 
some years my father's companion at Auckland Castle. 
They used to walk together on the tenrace, and the 
Bishop always had in his pocket some fraj^ment* of 
bbcuJt wherewith to regale his friend. Mcp justified 
my father's fears by developing a most uncertain 
temper, which was the cause of much anxiety to the 
Bishop, who wa^ more than once warned in the matter 
of keeping '*a ferocious dog,*' The Bishop in after 
years was won! lo clcclarc thai these words should 
form part of his epitaph ; " He cleaned the Gaunlcss 
and the Coundon Beck,' but wai foolishly indulgent lo 
his dog." 

In January i3S3 Canon Wcatcott delivered at 

* Two Brains thmi llavr thmiiuh Auckland Taik. 
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GloucesUr a lecture on " Monastic I-Jfc,"* Thia I take 
to he the lai^t item of hin Peterborough work. It was at 
Peterborough that he had been continually studying 
this subject, and every fragment of the old monastic 
buildings there was familiar to htm fn all it^ details. 
It was a treat to any ont? to be contlucted round the 
Cathedral and the Close by hJm. He would gladly do 
such service for parties of interested visitors. Amongst 
thoic whom he so served were members of the Birming- 
ham ArcharoJogical Society and of the British Filcdicat 
Association; but he w»s quite a^ ready to help the 
humblest, and^ if ihere was nothing elw rhat they 
could apprpciate, would take them to thp top of the 
Cathedral Tower to admire the view. 
His Gloucester paper opens thus; — 

Our Calhcdial Ijtuldings ai Pctt^rtK'iough arc far fmm rich 
in vpgrks of sculpture, but among the worlc4 whjch wc have 
there arc Iwo which ha^c always seemed to ttic to l)c of the 
deepest interest- The one is a Ktatue of n Ik-nedictinc mookf 
which occupies a niche in the gfltcvray bailt l>y (iQ<3fre!r of 
Croyland about 130S ; the other Ji: ihr effigy nf an nitknown 
flhbot of considerably earlier date, carvt^d upon the slab 
which once coveryd his grav^. aiid whkh now lie* in tht' 
soulh aisle of the choir. They are widely different in 
rbarjcter and signldcancc. The 3l4ituc of iJjc iiiorrk, which 
Klaxman look as an illustration of his leeture^ on sculpture, 
Is one of the noblest of aiedifcval figxires^ The cft^y uf llic 
abbot has no artistic merit whatever. But both alike arc 
studies from life : and together they accm to me to bKng 
vefy vividly before us the vital power of early monasticEsm in 
EngUnd- 

Mention has already been made of some of my 
father'* literary work at Peterborough in connexion 
with the published volumes containing sermons preached 
in the CathodraJ- Hut bis great work on tbc Gospel

of St- John was undertaken urhen bo was as yet only 
a Peterborough Canon, and his earUe*(t lectures on it 
were delivered in the little Chapel of Si- John in the 

Min^JtCT. 

In May 1869 he receivc<l two letters Trom the 
Dean of St. Paul's (Dr. Manselj, stating thai the 
Archbishop of York was anxious that he should under* 
take the Gospel of St, John for the Sptftker^s Ccmm^niary, 
His acceptance of this pro^x^sal practically involved 
the surrender of his long'chcnshcd hope of bringing out 
a commentary on the Greek text of the Fourth Gospel, 
ns pnrt of the contemplated "tripartite Commentary," 
In hiR diary under date 32nd May he notes: "St. 
John Commentary undertaken ev y^ttrr^y In May 
of tJie following year he took his degree of Doctor of 
Divinity at Cambridge. 

Besides his continuous work at the text of Ihc 
Greek Tcgtamcnt, he was also occupied in Ecclesiastical 
biop-aphy. 

In his Harrow day$ my father had pointed out to 
Mr. Rivington the great need that there was for a 
Dictionary of Christian Antiquities \ so it was natural, 
when this project began to take *ihape under Dr, 
William Smith's general cditorshipn that he shoul<i 
take a leading part in it^ inception. In conjunction 
with Professor Lightfoot he undertook the editorship of 
the sections devoted to Literature and Biography, to 
Sects and Hereste*. and to llie History of Doctrine, 
This undertaking* however, wa^ not of a binding 
chamctct, and in 1S73 the Cambridge professors were 
compelled to neck release from thcii editorial labours. 
My father's promised contributions^ however, were 
completed, the most important being his articles on 
the Alexandrian divines, mcluding Clement, Demetrius, 
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Dionysius, and, greatest of all, Origcn. For many 
years the works of Origen were close to his hand, and 
he continually turned to them at every opportunity. 
In January 1S77 he lectured on Ongen at Edinburgh. 
He thus describes his experiences at Edinburgh in 
letters to his wife: —

His Dictionary article on Origen was not completed 
until 1886, Preaching in Trinity College Chapel.* the

this abiding fi'<^n' of our College," pronounceJ Origcn 
to have been "a man after hfs own hearl/ and said, " I 
have been ri^adiiig again laldy his fine es'wy on (he 
great 'Origcn and the Bcfiinmnes of Christian Philo- 
sophy/' Not a word in it» nor >'Ct a silence, that 
breathes suspicion against that gracious name. Nothing 
to decry, to cramp, to fetter thought. Throughout, 
spoken or unspoken, we hear the lofty prayer for light 
— light I'tom ilie Kiither of lights, Itglit through the 
Eternal Spirit, who ' in all agc3, entering into holy souls, 
maketh them friends of God and prophets.' " 

In a selection of my father's letters to his children 
attached to this chapter will be found mention of hiB 
tricycle and of the Precincts cricket eleven, and with- 
out 40itie won] about hE^ iiiieri^sl In Ills boys' holiday 
recreations this chronicle of his Peterborough life 
would be indeed imperfect. 

The tricycle merits prior consideration. It had 
long been known in ihe family circle that he was 
greatly desirous of po&scssiTig a tricycle, but the idea of 
buying one for himself would not eriter Into his mind, a-; 
he would surely have viewed such a proceeding as selfish 
extravagance. The family, therefore, subscribed and 
purchased for him a respectable second-hand machine. 
With this %vorthy engine he was immensely pteased, and 
soon worlced himself up into the belief that his machirjc 
was at :ill points the most admirable Tiieycle on the mad 
Many a lime on a summer evening, after llic Callicdral 
afternoon service, he would go out on his tricycle escorted 
by sons on bicycles, to visit and sketch neighbouring 
churches. A favourite excursion was to Norman Cross, 
where on occasion he would be tempted to take tea. 

The Precincts cricket eleven was, as my father had

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expected, A comparatively good icam at one time. It 
was composed of six of ourselves; three of Dean 
PerowTie'ti ftoiis ; antJ two of Precentor P^iillipe's sons, 
indudinf; Mr Stephen Phillips, renowned now a» poet 
and dramatist. My brother Foss was in the Cheltenham 
eleven and Stephen Phillips was also a cricketer, so that 
wc were aXAiz to rcnJcr a fairly good account of ourselves 
in our games with the village clubs of the neighbourhood. 
My father used from time to time to encourage us with 
his criticisms. He himself occasionally joined us in a 
game of "stumps/* and obtained some reputation as a 
cunning bowler. Sometime* he would come with ut 
for a row on the river Ncnc, but dways as a paMcngcr, 
his injured hand malung it impossible for him to wield 
an oar with ^rty degree of comfort. The most astonish- 
ing, however, of nil my father's athletic fccits were those 
which he performed at Hunstanton- There^ in the 
lale summer, the sober trade.'^people «f Peterborough 
ariti Cambfidgi^ vic^vcd with delighted astonishment the 
learned professor and canon, with a great jumping-polc 
in his hand, leaping from rock to rock with amaxing 
audacity and ^kill. 

My father's connexion with Peterborough was most 
abruptly severed. He resigned his canonry, at (be 
rcvtucsl of Bishop Magee, on ylh May 1883. Upon 
thU iDOSt unhappy occurrence, which wa> to my father 
himaclf fi great surprise and shock, it would be futile to 
enlnrge. The Bishop's contention wan that my father 
neglected his duties as Examining Chaplain, and should, 
if he resigned that office, Te«gn his canonry also. My 
failier replied as follows: — 

My d^fflr liOrd — 1 very much regrr-i that my engagements 
yesterday and the day before m^dc it impossible for mc 10 
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UJLiiwcE your IcUfr, Lei mc al once thank you h^arLiI/ foi 
the ^indnciss with which you speak oi some of my past vork^ 
I can Al least so fdr accept your wurds ^ to feel that they 
ri^pre^e^u what I have uiect to do dunng Iht- long period for 
vrhicli 1 have held the ol^cc^ which you cnUiisted lo mc- I 
have giv^n ungrudgingly frcini 6rsc to La^t, without the leMt 
variation, the be^t I have had to ^tv^;. It la true thai during 
fitiriceTi years I have been -ihsent from twn cxaminaiinriK 
yrhcn the Trinity Ember vcck fell, as this year, in full term 
time. And in addition from two, it niay tkc thr»% days of 
ordin.ttion for urgent personal refuons which you kindly 
approved -, on the otlicr hand. I have, as a inatici »f com^c, 
and gia<lty, fjicriTtced every ChrisCniiU vacation, a lime which 
is al my own disposal, so aa to leave myself only one mohlh 
in ilio yvar for rest and travel. 

Whatever may have been the cfTccL lo tnyaelT, I believe, 
and others hnve commonly rxprcFued the Kamc belief, that it 
ha» been, on the whole, an advantage to the diocese and to 
the Cathedral, that 1 have held iiTy ^irafeHSOTship ; nor do I 
think, if my strength had continued to bear the strain, the 
advaniagc, whatever tl may bt, would have been less in tlie 
futtire^ Hut your lordship can judge on this point far betC<r 
than I can, and 1 can uell belitrve lliat you will be able to 
appoint some one to succeed me who may serve the DioeeKc 
and ihe Cathedral mote coniittuously, though I ^un not 
consciouK rhac there has been :iny changir eilher in the 
measure or in the fcal of n^y own gcrviccs, I muai add thai 
I have fllwayu conddcr^d the Chaplaincy aiid ihe Ciinonry as 
two perfectly diaimcc offices with distinct duties. 1 accepted the 
Chaplaincy without any idi^a that 1 abotitd teceive the ufTi^r of 
& Canonry, and I have alvrayij suppo^d that 1 might continue 
to huld the Canonry, even if I hcic relieved of part of the work 
of the Chaplaincy, Indeed, your Lordship lome time vinee 
Oprcsaed (as 1 understood) the »ame opinio)). Vou kindly 
prcpo«ed, when I ipolee of the pressure of work, to appoint 
aomc youjigcr man who might take home part ijf the 
examinaiion- '"I have licer sometimr-K inclined to think 
that I ought to ri'sign my Canonry" (these were, I think, Ihc 
words that I Uhed\ Invausc yuu have not, as you onct- 
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proposed, taken any atcps lo help mc in the dilBcultica which 
come (for examptp) from nn early Easier, noi because I was 
ronscious of failing in my duly^ but because the chaiij;c m 
yavt i^utjrost nnghi, I ihoughu perhaps show that it vu% your^ 
wish Ihai 1 should resign my <>ftice. I am, theroforc» vciy 
glad that I ejipicssed my niisgivirg&i, Iteciuse 1 le^rn frain 
ytjur IcUer, if I do not niisirttorpr^i it, that they were bcUcr 
foundcU tliajt I had ^lUpposcd 

VVhil^ thCT'efore, I am, if I may be allowed to say so, 
unahlc to aflcGi to be in aceord with your Lord»hip in this 
maiter, or to flrtmit ihc justice of the reAMins which jy>u 
Assign for your wish, [ readily Dcccdc ifi the wiah ilsclf. I 
beg leave to resign my ChHpliiiiioy, and to resign also my 
Cononry, which 1 tcgnrd ok a perfectly distinct And separate 
ofliee- Under the cirtitm ounces, it \a d«ir-iblc thni ih« 
resignation should take effect with ns little deby a» poseibJc. I 
had made acrangcmcnit for coinm^ i/klc rchidcnce en June ttL 
This» of couree, 1 cannol do now, but my succ«isor wlil h.iv* 
no ditTicuIly in pruviding tvt the services. My own appoint- 
ment fell during the lime of residence of my predecessor 
1 Uuit ihax 1 have not expressed myself with unbecoming 
pUinnefs, Vour Lonlehtp, while speaking with andiminishcd 
lclndnc35^ hoB cniircly, but not unnaturally, njistakcn Ihc 
meaning of what 1 ^aid bc^rure, and t ntji n\oJi\ nniioiiE that 
it should not be said or thought hereafter that 1 rctij^ncd my 
Chaplaincy or my Canonry because I felt that I had no< 
fullitJed, or that 1 should not Fulfil, the duties attached to the 
offices. However painful it may be to make nutdi a 9tatc< 
ment. it is due to myself to say that I think that I have done 
90, and thai I ivas prepared to do ao in the future to ilic 
b(^ cf my power. Vour Ij^rdnhip hns made me understand 
that you judge very differently, and for ihia reason, in 
obedience to your wish, I have renigned the charge* which 
you cuminittcd to me- 

I^I mc, in corelu^on, express an eume^t lope thai. In 
whatever I have tteen to blame during these rmtrieen yean^ in 
whatever 1 have circd through ignorance cr ihiougli we^iLneat, 
1 may be forgiven, — Believe me to be, my desu Lord, yours 
p>osi faithfully, E K WKyicorr. 
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The sudden resignation in die month Immediaicly 
preceding that In which the Canon woulH havccomt into 
residence caused no smaM stir in Peterborough. My 
TathCT received many letters from Ixwildercd personal 

The perplexity and consternation which reigacd ir 
the Cathedra] body is very eviden* from the letters 
received from all its members at the time. The resigna- 
tion WAS in truth a complete surpH^e, and its cause a 
mystery, Bnt, curiously enough, the notices which 
appeared in the press were quite clear as to the rea5ons»

society weekly reflects the accepted view : —

hfts taken the diocese hy surprise, and J* generally rcgreilcd in 
tlw dty; hut, aUliough orily recently dbcrlosed to the piililic» 
it is understood thul several months Ago he irtliniatc<i his 
inlr^ion to the Bisho|>, And we should hinve heard FArUri of 
the nitp but for Dr. Magc^c's lengLhened absence abroad, Dr- 
Wciitcijtl has recently found that his duties as Regius Prufcssot 
of Divinity it CambHdlge are quite sultir^ienity cn^^ossing, and 
that the necessity for Laklrig his three months of "duite" 
residence at Peterborough ih an inconvenient tax upon hiti 
tiitse. The Bishop has nijpojntcd the Very Rev. Dean 
*' MacDonnell, who has for m.-my years officiated as one of his 
chaplains, to the vacant canonry, and he »vas formally installed 
by ihc Dean last Monday. For the firsi time for many years 
the ancient cu&tom was revived of ringing the bells of the 
parish church in honour of ihe instathiion of a prebend of 
the Cathedral 

The incorroctneis of this suggestion was demon- 
strated by the twin fads that tny father accepted an 
Examiring Chaplaincy lothc Archbishop of Canterbury 
within a week of his resignation of the like service to 
the Bbhop of Peterborough,^ and accepted a Westminster

It h a great happiness to be able to add that the 
former rriciidahip bctwccrt my father anJ Bishop Magcc 
was very soon renewed. The Bishop, who was so 
riangeronslj' ill in the following July that it was feared 
that he would not live, sent (Through his old friend 
Dean MacDonnclI) a touching message lo my father 
from his sidk^bcd. In his reply to this letter my 
father says : — 

I need not say thai my thoughiii h;Lve been with yon day-] 
by day. We know not what to :ls1c, but we can mk that the 
will uf Oind, whiEili is our tiutst wilt ^n^x ^ wckuuicd and 
fulfilled by and in us- Vou will believe ibat from the moment 
when I heard of the Bishop's illness 1 put whtillyuul of mind 
the painful and wholly uniniciligible circuniBUnces of my 
removal from INrtcrboiuugli. I have ilioughi only of mtnibci- 
less jcts of kindness and confidence, which I shall always 
gratefully remcnit^T. All that might have seemed different 
IS nf>w fnr ever forgotten, and 1 trust that 1 iray he allnwed 
to show the Bishop how gladly I will continue lo seivc him in 
tt(>rk wbiLh be will do yci, as we pray, for the Church of 
Cbnst, according to my power. . . . 

Wh^n, years after this, Bishop Magee was translated 
to the See of York, none welcomed him more warmly 
lo the northern province than did my father, who w« 
at the time Bishop of Durham, 

The sermons which my father had proposed to 
preach during his residence at Peterborough in the 
suinmer of 1SS3 were published under the title of TA£ 
Krvtiation n/ cAt father. Co[jic* of ihc Ix^ok were ?»eiit 
by him to tlio>c friends who might have been looking for- 
ward, a^ ao many did, to his message fr<>m the Cathedral 
pulpit. In the preface Lo the volume he says; —

CHAPTIiR VII 

DIt WliSTCOTT AT PETER BO ROUGH— A MINSTER 
MEMORY 




Having treated of the event* of my father's Ufc at Peter- 
borough m somewhat severe chronological sequence, t 
have reserved for & separate chapter a gc[icral view of 
his work and tntluence there, ktndl/ contributed by 
I'reccntor Phillips. Dr. Phillips has r^istcd the ttrmpta- 
tion to say anything about my fathers home life, in- 
dicating in veiled language that he leaves that topie to 
me. I have already endeavoured io show how active 
an interei^t he would take in our tK>yis]i games, but 
the mention of that " long dark study in the old home 
down the lane" bids me say that, though on occasion 
my father proved himself a most delightful playfellow, 
in the ordinary way he occurred to us as a monument 
of industry and, in all sincerity I say it, a pattern of 
holiness, it wa« hi^ gcx>dncs^ and his marvellous powo' 
of work that most impressed us. When wc came down 
to Prayers in the morning, wc would find him writing 
away with a pile of hnisbed letters before him, and 
when wc went to bed he was working still He would 
invite " volunteers " for an hour's work with him in his 
study En the morning, and during that hour we had 
the bnieiit of his tuition, though we did nut always 
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appreciate the attention, and would on no account be 
detained beyond the promised hour. Only on one 
occasion have 1 seen him angry, ^nd 1 nrhcntion the 
circjmst^nce now, because I feel convinced that his 
lack of disciplinary power, which has been noted in the 
matter of his Harrow work^ was dne to excess rather 
than to defect of moral force Conscious of his power, 
he u'os, 1 believe, afraid to let himself go, and my 
habitually exercised a severe self-restraint. It was in 
the early Peterborough days, as he and I were starting 
out for a walk, that, in passing through the paaaagc^ 
which was then Iwing tiled, he remarked to the man at 
work that he was not laying the tiles straight. Thr. 
man contradicted him, and then my father said some- 
thing which seemed to annihilate the culprit, I was 
astonished at my father losing his temper^ but more 
astonished ^tlU at the effect of his wrath : the man 
trembled and turned pale, ard I thought he would be 
falling down dead.* 

The tricycle Incident' Illustrates his extreme dU* 
inclination to spend any money on himself, but I must 
confess that in these days, in the matter of clothing, he 
carried this principle loo far- He would insist on 
pronouncing threadbare and green coats, condemned 
by the universal voice of the family, as "excellent" 

Dr. Phillips writes^ —

The fens around, too, tvcn ajMin frum tlicir hixloric^al 
arisociations u the battle - ground of England, hav«v 9A 
King&tey says, '*a bcauly as of ihc sea, uf boundlc** cajianse 
and freedom" — a beauty which Dr. Wc<tcoit was no lenc 
ready to appredale, fur hta wait indeed the s«cin|£ cye^

■■Sermons in stones and good in eVftytKJng " indeed Tlr 
Wcstcoii always looked for, nor ever lived thtrt: one more 
convhiL-ed of the tnilh which i^ur great [ttyci teacher Besides 
hi-! unriiling atCendancc fit the Cathedral servicer, he would 
inva^Hibly ajieiid ^onic [Hittion o( each day »ilhin the walh 
of the old Mirieter, in quiet thought, His sot^ Canon 
We»tcotl, thus alludes to his father'^ custom : — 

Ofltioies (I well remembci') he wuulil i^a in tht quict of evening* 
when all wa« dark and slitl. nnd raking his ^re^E key with hmi, 
make his way into the Church ami sit there all a]<mc. Then Lhe 
winilow in the rctruqiiire. wljkh iiouUcd him 10 ^^icatly in 
the brightness of the dnylime, w.is quile invi&ible and trnubird 
him na more> 

And he poodercd who knows what ? and gained what acccu 
of ilicn^'tli no man tan tdl, m tho^c momenta of sukmn ^ilencCi 
alone wiih the great AlbFiiher. 

At another tim'T, though ibe S|iare jnomenti \te allowed 
himtidf were few, it wits a delight to him to iikctch s^iEh hie 
reed prn bits of the monastic buildings ; or to drink in the 
beauty of the world-famed West Front in the rieh light ol a 
fi?n sunset. 

In the three grand arches he saw always, as lie sa>% '*a

We ov^ to them acirly all tluit reinnicu of the literature of 
Romt?. We OHC rt^ ihem our Kn^Tii^h Chnviianriy. We owt? to 
ihem our i^sregitest churches anJ (mthoiJrA]^ Wt owo to tbem 
no small share of our national libcrTio. 

Nor ui;uld he hai^c us forget the Iruc cause of the decline 
of the monn8ieriefi; —

vt 4i new world may haw oficrcd no icopc fi^i tlieir heollJljr 
aoian.

failure can oblktcract the debt which la due to iheir tarJy 
hercifim and love. 

Thus would he recall to us. living ijn the spot the noble 
cfibrls of our apiitluat anLcMor^i ti^aving us "a prtxioua 
inheritance to be guarded and improved." Agnin and again 
did he urge us to think on '*out unknown benefactors — on 
thitx Inriumerable hose of toileTs through the ages who hnvc 
enriched the lives of all of us with the matcnab and the 
inHlrurrents of cflective action; vrho hnve fashioned through 
flad and weary convicts the hoppy condjlicns under which wc 
fulfil cmt pans ; who hnve en.shrined in definite forms what they 
saw of the true and the beautiful for our guidance and solace/' 
And thcTE he would ^u;^ to abk iia how iii wc, in Oui 
turn, are ]jreparing for our unknown hein £uch ble^ings at 
wc have reaped ft^in the toil and Urti^lc of our fatherSn 

Here, for j/isiaoce, in an unpublished lerinciA, is a n^blc 
ajjpcal to Li^ to maVc a gmtcful uic i>f the blessings ire have 
received, by leaving bcfbind us something that may help 
ihoae rtho come after u9i —

Knr wliai will cut clestenilanes bless us? Will rhty be iible to 
sajr, wlien ttit-y look at the work which we have wfoirgbl in our 
brief litnc of (oil. at Ihc wards whkh we tiave coined oi brought 
inio curicncy, m llic spirit v/\\Uli wc have clicnslicd ; '*Tlicy* 
l^ve it« of iheit best — (heir be^i in necuiJon anil iheir bvM in 
thought i (hey embodied fiplenUid truths in simple forms and 
ITiHdc them mxcsatblc Lo all; they kept down ihc hmty and 
iHriiultunii^ passions whirh an a^c of clianfc is tivi apt to 
enjjonder - thus thty have ninile sarnfirf oasjcr Thj us ; ihey have 
nude wiadivm more prevailing ; iLiey have rwide holmes more 
sjpreinci ; and for ^ili ihii, anJ for the mnumcuhlc liaua of which 
we know not, we bless their memory." 

And finally, in answer to ihe question, he sets before us i

Enough has bwn quoted to show Iicv eunoti Uid 
untifin^ was Dr- Wc^icoit in urging tbo«c iroand him lo 
apprecuEc th« UtKmn of ih^ir spthtual aoc^iton^ It wouldt 
bOTCrer, Lc a miaUke to suppoctc* aUhoufch lowwds oar forc- 
faihcff be was tndecd "chivalry inc^rruir," thai he tntctid^d 
to encourage the femal of a form of sjitrilud life which b^ 
longs (o the ydsL On thv iioniiary, he says : —

Dr, Wc«coM'» cftimatc of fimlty Kfe ins wry bisb. It 
WM a fftvouritc ihoupjit with him tliat the first "inverts an 
Europe wore fimibos. *^Ly<Jia tnd her botucbold/' "tjift 
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jailor a»d all his," He constantly dwelt on Ihz gain to all 
from coming in cortUcl wJlli ttic Trcali minda of chjldrcn. 
Those who vi^iicd him in his scudy at the Divinity Srbool at 
Cambridge will recall how, among pictures of divines famed 
fc»r lesTTiing and piety, (here hung ihe hflby fare and hahy 
figure of Millais' "Cherry Ripe" 

ll would be pli^aaim indeed m fdlow him into that "lojig 
dark sludy in the old home dovrn tho Una," and noUr his 
wap villi his own cliildncn, hnt lliis will be dwelt upon by 
:inother with more nghl and ability to speAk upon the 
subject. 

It will be more suitable here perhaps to say a fevr words 
on Dr. \Vc3tco;t B.S Canon m Residence at the Cathedra), 
In summer lime Peii^rhorough h nther Tike the land where 
'tis always afternoon, and not a fi^w of its inhabitants aic 
indined Ihcn to ask^ "Why should life alT labour bt! ?" 

So fnr the coming of Dr. Wcsicotl might seem iU-timed j 
and yel he was welcomed ;ilways aa .1 source of fresh life by 
the Cathi.^dral stall The precentor wa& sltmulatL-d in chooi- 
jng musk fof ihr services, TJie crgitniM knew thftt c*CTy 
improvement in rendering it would at once lie notL'd- The 
lay dtrks and choristers felt ccftnin of hi.* lively interest in 
the singing; while each and all were assured that every cflbrt 
would be apprcciitcd, and every gift, grcni or sniall, gladly 
reiccgnised, by one who iiad always a ket-n eye fur ihc ineriFH 
of tho»c around him. There would be, perhaps, a tittle 
murmitring here and there among the older membcis of the 
Choir at improvement* suggested; us, for mstance, m the 
iJianiif^g of the P&dm&. Indeed, when the new Qniuua 
PafAgraph Psalter was tirit introduced, a highly conservative 
lay deik was soniewhat indigiunt at the intcrfcienec of a 
Canor^ in the Carhcdial muaic. 

Once only could the vctcrui remember, and that in a 
far-off pa*t, a member of the Chapter venturing ro propose 
any alteration in rhc tendering of the I'^lmji, and that wofl a 
HiggTKtion 10 :ihnnen the wrvice by " Knbstihjcing single far 
double chants." 

Moreover, m the good old times, when conviviality invari- 
ably accompanied the practice of the music, Ihe atiendaiice 
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of A Canon was .1 ihing not 10 be ihoughE of ; and when Dr. 
Wcstcott waa present, atxd ^u^cutcd the u»c of a triple ch^nl 
in [he Prutlm. ihc scnmr mt^ailKrr t>f ihc Chrnr CDiiLpbuiiod of 
the introduction oF ''a kind ol three comtttd Uung " iotc^ 
ibc Cathedral muffle 

In a Kliort time, hovrcverr all became reooocUed to the 
change, and it was fully rci:ug[i]acJ a» a majiifcat impiuTc- 
ment Thus the E^nigraph i'salCcr camo to be a-pptcciAted 
iiO\ only in Peter bo rouj^h iticlf, but a\so by viaton to the 
Carhedr^L To explain the object of rhis change m

l^eading that the Cathedral's iriBucnce would suffer from the 
iniroduGtiL>n of an iiLcoiigruuus elctncnL The Oinun, htjw- 
ever^ was noi deterred from carrying out what li« was 
persuaded would ntakc the C^tthedfal more in louch w'lIIj 
The city. 

The ideal leader of the day hu been licrmcd aa "a 
mplic- who can be (irocticaV* and surely Dr. WestttJil 
most completdy represented this ideal, for, whik careful to 
prrscrve aJI that was uoith [iic«erving, and eager lo resiore 
what the old Minster miy have liulTcicd from the ravages of 
Unie, ot to dear away tiic diHllgurtiiiCtils of our more im- 
TncdiAle forefathers, in whose d-iya the history of CilhctlraU 
hia been truly described .t^ '^a satirical iccoid of nt'iilccl 
and decay," he was by no means contt^nt with mea'ly 
preserving or restoring what out ancc^tor^ have bequeathed 
to us, for, as he writes. ^* thai which is stationary h dead," 

Thus, vrhde "guarding tenderly the old," he wa^ keen to 
discover means foi develfijjjtig any latent capat'icy fur use- 
fulncfl:: in Cathedral life, although in such a sphere it b 
<lifl!icuk indeed ftji one uflicial to umw without inierfeting 
with the rights of others- 
Nothing daunted by inipediments, Dr. Wemlcott id in 
work, and by his energy and tact aeeoinpti&hed very succeaa- 
fully ihc task he had undcitakcn. The Sceretary of the 
Vohmiaiy Choir writes; "He viiiicd the shops in the cily 
and iavilcd men to join. The Choir used lo meet for 
ptactioe in Ihe ball of his housej and soon numhcrcd fifty 
mCAibCTS, besides the boys that joined." This beginning 
wan m^e sume thirly yeats Ligo, and f^ince that time the 
fpeciul evening service hns^ continued to be highly appreciated 
by a large eongiegatioii every Sunday evening. 

Dr. Wpsteott's efforts were by tio means fonlined to 
bnijruvii)^ and developing all that he found (josstblc tn the 
Cathedral itself. He was ever ready and aniiou^ to help 
forward every fonn of good woflt attempted in the city. In 
the Choral Sneicty, which sprung indirt^ctly from The 
Voluntary Cathedral Choir, be took great interest, eapcciall/ 
ax the conductor witA the ^fcccntor of the Cathedral. Id 
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ftddrcKUDg the society, he uka pain to usure tbem Ihit ^^i^H 
luriog it clcrgyoiao as thdr leader ihqr are ajdopiuie whml n* ^^^ 
to hi* mind, > prirdplc of the fit« unportinRe, for ibcf m 



thui TccoftRLsing that "the f^dancc uid study of vi, and 
especially or muMic, may fairly be coininrtCcd to thoic lo 
whoQi the h]gh«A «pmtiiAl cdur-Atior u cticnitfcd.''

So far Dt. Wcsccou's wlhh was fulfilled in the subject's 
being taken up by one welt qualified to judge. No one can 
dojbt« hoivcvci, thai had the question been brought before 
him he wouTd hiinsidf as indeed he had said, have fell bound 
to go thoroughly into it. But the CLx^asion never occurred. 
and icj wc ^re, al.i* T iKjr-rer for the lark of his opinion.

Professor V, H. Stanton, who knew my father 
throughout his twenty years' tcnur<r of the Keglus Pro- 
fessor^hiji, bns kindly *cnt the following recollections r- — 

" It srerns natural to spoilt nf him (irst as he 
appeared to myscJf and to contemporaries of my own, 
from the point of view which wc occupied when he 
entered upori his work here. Several of my friends 
were looking forward, a« I was to becoming candidates 
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for Holy Orders, while others besides these took a 
fjenuinc interest ir Theolo^^ical studies. We had 
5orac general notion before he came of his ;ittainments 
and knew that he had written important hook-?, though 
1 do not remember that we had any of us read €ven 
one of them, unless it were The Gospd cf the Resurrtc- 
tion^ We soon began to realise to some extent whnt 
additional strcuf^th he had brought to the teaching 
body in Cambridge, and he became an object of the 
same kind of affectionate reverence which we ourselves 
and lit her gerj era I ions ofyoui^g men befnie tis had for 
some time felt for Dr. LigStfoot Their mental char- 
acten'stics were in 3omc respects very difTcrcnt ; but 
the friendship l>etween them was known to be of 
such long standing and so close, and their mam prin- 
ciples and aims were so plainly identical, that the 
influence of each was tjnly strengthened hy that of thr 
other. We liked to watch them together, and this wc 
had many opportunTtica of dojng, especially if wc were 
Trinity men. Dr. Lightfoot's home was in the College ; 
your father, also, though he had his hriuse in Scrope 
Terrace, had rooms in Neville's Court (I, 3, second 
floor, middle of the north side), where he did much of 
hi» work, from the T^nt term of 1S71 to the suinmer 
of 1879, after which he made the private room of the 
Kcgius Professor at the Divinity School his workshop. 
Thus during those early years he passed a large por- 
tion of htfl days in our very midst ; and the two friends, 
who had planned their life's work Together, and who 
were now reutiltttl \^ colleague* tn the professoriate, 
might constanUy be seen walking side by side in our 
courts &s they left chapel or hall, and at other timei. 
They were of the small and faithful remnant who still 
diued at the fellows' table at 4.30 f.M. In passing w 
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may be said that I think it is to be regretted that 
they did not dine at the later hour, when they would 
have met the greater number of the Tollowf;. In the 
cue of Dr. Lighlfoot it did not matter mtich, owing to 
his long residence in Coltt-^e and put parliclpstiom In ^M 
College work ; but m Dr. Wcstcott's case h wuuld have 
been a gain if he and the K»cicty gcncntUy could ha\-e 
become more fully acquainted through ordinary 9odiI 
inleroourse, 

" For the first few ycari the subjects of his longer 
coiines — delivered in the Arts" School, wh^e the pro- 
fcMor occupied the cumbrous pulpit which had been 
the throne of the modcratof at the Weeping of Acta — 
were taken from the earlier centuries of the History oFj 
the Church. It should be remembered that there wat 
then no Dixie profei^^r, and that (ai Jcs« inntnicUon 
In Divinity subjects was provided in the Colleges than 
at pn^setit. He led us back to the ori^^inal documents, 
and dwelt with evident enthusiasm upon Mj^nal mam* 
Testations of Christian life* and showed, too, how the 
Church's Creed had been shaped in true harmony with 
the Scriptural Revelation, in spite of all the human 
passions which had been displayed in the conflicts 
through which the result had been won. The rmmbert 
attending hi-s lecturer were in those ilays not Iv^Cp 
and he occasionally set questions, which he required 
those at least who desired certificates of attendance to h 
answer, so as in some dcf^ree 1o satisfy him. loiter hefl 
demanded, oiily as a proof of diligence, that men should 
show him their nole^. It haii now, [ may ribnerve, for 
some years been the practice of ail the C^mbridgiQ 
Divinity profctotwi to act a paper on the subject of thcin 
tccturen at the conclusion of each course^ which must' 
be passed in order that a ccftiticate may be obtfiined, 
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" Many, however, will bok back with moal gratitude 
lo his MoniJay evening lectures on the Goapcl of SL 
John, ;ind afterw^trds on St. John's Epistles, which were 
for a long time given in his own rooms, though eventii- 
aliy he had to remove to a lecture- room. Here those 
studenls came who were most anxious to learn, includ- 
ing some who were not making Theology a pnncipii] 
subject of study, and they acquired a new sense of the 
depths of truth contained in 'the spiritual Gospel/ 

•■ In looking over old lists of the subjects of Pro- 
fessor*" lectures, 1 had noticed that from iSp4 to 1879, 
in place of a portion of Church HUtory, ' the Study of 
Christian Doctrine^' or some similar title commonly 
appears opposite the Regius I'rofcssor's name; while 
in and after the latter year he usually took a book, or 
selected passages, of the New Testament as the sub- 
ject of his course for certlticates, and Christian Doetrioe 
in ht5 weekly class. The reason for the last change ts 
probibly to be found tn the removal to Durham of Dr. 
LightfooL, who had almost invariably lectured on the 
New Testament." 



My father's earliest lectures, it has been remarked, 
were on Church Histury, being read from a fully 
writtcit manuscript, which still survives. It had been 
one of his dreams to accomplish a work on Christian 
Doctrine, lo which the externa) hblory of the Church 
would have been contributory. For year^ his study 
was Adorned wilh a long row of Stone's boxes, each of 
which was labelled C, D, and contained part of what 
wc children understoixl was to be the great work of hN 
life. Some of his Monday evening lectures in the 
library of the Divinity School were on this subject, 
and parts of iheoi have been published in T/m Gotpai 
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ef Lift, Jn a note to the preface of that book

The attendance ai hU lectures giew steadily for 
jtars, receiving a g»<?at accession when Profci^sof Ught* 
foot was taken tn Durham^ until il averaged about three 
hundred. Before comiDcncing his lecture* the Pru- 
fessor would repeat a collect, and few will be able to 
forget ttie earnestness of his prayer on those occasions. 
Then before entering upon his exposition of a vcrac or 
two of St. John, or of the Epistle to the Hebrews, he 
would say a few words on pa«£ages selected for re- 
tr^nslatioti intn Greek, and so convey, rvrn to ihr mo^ 
careless, aomc idea of the power of the original. 

To eamcat students his less largely attended 
lectures were, 1 think, more enjoyable. 1 can ir- 
membcT how, sometimes trusting to a friend who ex* ^ 
celled at taking notes, 1 could not resist the tempta* H 
lion to cease writing and givr myself over to the 
delight of simple listening. The ciTcci of tlie word^ as 
one can read them now is incomparably leas than their 
effect as uttered. What that effect on some occasions 
was, another ^ has described : —

Professor Stanton resumes ; — 

'* I must now turn to Dr, WcatcoU'a attitude towards, 
and part in, matters of University policy, legbtatton, 
and a dminUt ration^ He commt^nccd his work as pro- 
fessor at one of the chief epochs in the history of the 
relations of the University to the Church of England. 
In the Padiamenlary session of 187 1, n hill was 
passed into law whereby religious tests, already 
aboh^hcd in regard to all degrees except tho^ in 
DivinitVi ceased to be imposed as a conditioa of ad- 
mission to a fellowship. Colleges were at the same 
time required to make provision for the religious 
inKtnictlon of members of tJie Established Church, and 
for the maintenance of worship in their chapels as 
before, in accordance wilh its principles and forms; 
but there ceased to be any guarantee that the 
governing bodies, or the teacliing staff in general, 
would consist of Churchmen. I do not know how 
Dr. Westcolt regarded this measure before it was 
passed, though I Imagine thai he acknowledged Ibt 
necessity, Cerlahily, however, he faced the new ^-^talc 
of things wilh coui'age and hopefulness. Of this there 
<Ould not be better evidence than that (iffordcd by the 
little voltime entitled TVw Rflii^ions Offiu of tfu Urn- 
VfTsiti/s^ containing three sermors preached before 
' To A, Ma^m]].lav, Esif.

In tS6g the Theological lionrd reported that, 
in consequence of the recent institution of a Pass 
Examination in TTicoIogy- for the B,A, degree^ the 
position of the Theological Examination, comfnonly 
called the Voluntary, which Cambridge candidates Ear 
Holy OTder> were required by the Bishops to ]>ass, had 
been materially affected ; and a Syndicate was ap- 
pcnnted to consider the whole question of the Theo- 
logical examinations of the Univcrsityi and the regula- 
tions afTectinff them. I fLEid Lliat Dr.We«tcottwasafine&> 
ber of the former iKxly, iirobably as an t^xaminer, when 
it made the above-mentioned rqiort j and that, alchouf^h 
not a nicLnbcr of the Syndicate at Jt^ comnicnccincnt, 
he was ikddcd to it after he was elected Kcgiua Pro* 
feasor, some litllc time before it made its first report 
It first dealt with Divinity degrees, and framed the 
regulations which are still iti force, Dr, Westcott, as 
Re^iu*i Prcjfesi^or, had the principal share in carrying 
tticm into effect, and in gindually raising tJic standard 
of attainment insisted on. The same Syndicate pre- 
pared the scheme for the Tbcologicnl Tripos Hxamlna* 
tioDp the chief features of which &til] remain unaltered. 
The firat waa held in 1874."

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SUvnlon, combined, to quote my father's own words, 
" to suggest the present time as especially opporturc 
for the establishment of a general Theological Exam< 
ination, which shall be conducted by the Divinity 
Professors and members of the Theolc^ical Faculty 
in co-operation with the Bishops/* 

T|3c establishment of the Preliminary Examination 
of candidates foi Holy Orders thus foreshadowed was 
a matter which cost the RcgiiLs Professor much labour 
and anxiety. His anxious endeavour was to raise the 
level of Theological atlainments, and lo secure, as far 
as could be, a uniform standard in (he varicus 
dioceses. At the same lime it was hoped that tlie 
more solid part of the examination of candidate.*^ fur 
ordination would thus be removed from the few days 
immediately preceding ordination, so that a more 
de\'Otionai character might be given to the Embor 
seasons. 

As early as iS^r the scheme sup|jor1ed by Ins 
Cambridge colleagues wa.s already taking shape; but 
it was a harder task to win the countenance of the 
bishops^ The following letters to Professor Lightfoot 
show what efforts were being made to that end : —

In the Siimc year he wrote to Hort, urging him to 
accept an Examining Chaplaincy to the Bi»hop of K\y\ 
hoping thus to secure his active a-ssi^tancc ii forward-

'i'hc stjecc.^fl of the scheme was, however, fully 
asaurcd by the support of the seven Bishops. The 
Oxford Divinity Professors joined heartily in the work, 
and year by year other bishops consented to accept the 
C^caminfitiun, until at last it won practically universal 
recognition. 

During the early years of the life of this Examina- 
tion, my father conducted all the correspondence, and 
served as one of tlic Examiners on ewery occasion. 
When the new work was fairly started, the Rev. E. G. 
King was appointed Secretary, and the cxticmc pressure 
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rr^movnl from the long -suffering ^thotildcn of the 
Professor. 

As soon as tlic PrcUminary Examination had been 
succcssfull/ Uunchct! upon iu career of L^cfuZncsa, Ihe 
R^ius Professor devoted his energies to yet another 
scheme for enabling the UmVeryily to lupply men duly 
qualified In serve God in the Oiufch. In 1 88 1 he 
had ^alhcrcj together a committee of which he was 
President, formed for the putpo^ of a^diating gradtiatcs, 
urho were looUing forward to ordination, to prepare for 
their life's work, without sacrificing the peculiar advan- 
tages of residence in the University. The prepftration 
provided, fell under three heads: Devotional, Docirdial, 
and PraetlcaJ. One feature of the Devotional prepara- 
tion was an additional service held, latterly at any rate, 
in a side Chapel (BraMcy) of King's College Chapel, at 
which Devotional Addresses were given. From time to 
time my fatlier delivered these addresses. In ilic matter 
of the Doctrinal preparation, various coarsen of lecture* 
were provided, tfic President him?ielf lecturing on Hrads 
of Christian Doctrine All members of the Clergy 
Training School, as it was called, \vcrc required to 
engage in practical work, in connexion with exi^tuig 
ageneies or otherwise, and generally in concert with 
the vicars of parishes in Cambridge or the neighbour- 
hood. After working quicliy and 5uccp5*if(i!Iy fnr 5i?v^n 
years, the Committee felt justified in 188^ in putting 
forth a public appeal for funds to provide stipends, 
bursaries, and a house to be a centre for the work of 
the School. About the same time the School adopted 
a Constitution which provided that the Divinity 
Professors, the Principal and Vice- Principal of the 
School, iind the Ixcturct^ should form the Cuuncil. 
Thus equipped with funds and a local habitation, and 
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adopted by the Professors, the School was establisliod 
on a secure basis for Ihe permanent benefit of the 
Church at lar^e/ 

Piofessoi Siantnn continues : — " Dr. Wcsicoit threw 
himself most cordially into the work of various rcHgioua 
societies and mstitutioni^ in Cambridge, especially those 
which were mainly carried on by undergraduates and 
young graduates, and the position accorded to him (n 
connexion with them was a mean 4 of influence hatdly 
leak important than the manner in which he di:fcha^cd 
his strictly professorial duties. The first time that I 
was in the same room with him was at a meeting ol 
Jesus Lane Sunday School teachers, at the end of 
which he gave a short address, when he cannot have 
been settled in Cambridge for more than a few w^eks- 
Less than a year afterwards, ihc Univeraty Church 
Society was formed, with the object of promoting a 
better understanding of one another, ^nd fuller co- 
operation among younp; Churchmen of vanous ^hade^ 
of opinion. He was consulted in regard to the scheme 
at an early stage, and deKvered an opening address at 
the fir^t regular meeting, on the motto which hi" gsLve 
lis 'ivvadXttvpTf'S, while Dr. Ughtfoot preached at the 
Society's first terminal service on the words Tlavra u/ioir. 
For years Dr. Westcott was frequently present at itt 
meetings, where he sat listening patiently to our crude 
remarks. 

"Then came the formation of the Missionary Brother- 
hood at Delhi. He had himself had the principal 
share in giving this direction to the missionary xcal of 
members of the University, and his own large views of

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missionary wcrk, and of the rcspon^ibitittcn of Ihe 
Urtiversity in regard to it, were to no small extent 
impressed upon this mission, and h^ve detcrmJitcd its 
aims and spirit. In other ways, too, he helped the 
cans? of farcign missions, as (for instance) by htJt 
speeches at mcL'lirgs of the S>PtG. and C.M.S. Various 
associations of gre^lcr or leas permanency, having 
religious or philanthropic aims, might also be men- 
tioned, which he encouraged by his sympathy and aid. 
When, as was frequently the ease, he was in the chair 
at meetings either of a public or a comp;ira lively 
private character, one could observe him making brief 
notes during Ihe speeches. At the conclusion he 
summed up, showing how skilfully he had analysed 
them and presen'ed what wa:L of most value in each, 
while he lifted us into a higher level of thought and 
feeling, fn all his utterances he recurred continuaUy 
to thost? great trutlis viliich were ' ihc master-light of 
all his seeing.' " 




My father delivered a course of lectures, on Somt 
TraiU in (fu, Chrhfiitn Character, at tlic DcvotiunaJ 
Services uf the Church Society in 187(3. These 
addre^cs were subsequently published, under the title 
iiteps in fh4 CAristifiH Lifi. One of the most memor- 
able of his many missionary addrcsacs was chat delivered 
In tS82, in the College Hall at Westminster, on Tkt 
Cambru!gt Mission and Htghir Etiucaiion tn the Punjab. 

I cannot altogether forego mention of the " Eranus" 
Club, although it has been fully described elsewhere by 
one of its original members/ t>ecaLise it originated with 
my father. The foUowinf; letter indicates iXs general 
intention as sketched by its founder : — -

The" Eranus" included among its members: F, J. A. 
Hort, Henry Jackson. J. B, tJjjhlfoot. Alfred Marshall, 
J, Clerk Maxwdl. J. R- Sceky, Henry Siclgwick, V, H. 
Stantoit, G. G^ Stokes, and Coults Troltcr, Any one 
familiar \v[ih Cambridge, or the world of learning, wtit 
recognise what a galaxy of talent here ehine*. Though 
the number of members varied, it never exceeded 
twelve. One of the earnest papers read by my father 
before thi* club was on Knowledfje. He valued 
extremely tbese opportunities of upcn converse wiUi 
other leaders of thought on topics of suprcmcst interest, 
and, whctt he says in his preface lo TJte Gospd of Lift,, 
"the ihouphts which they (j^, the chapters) contain 
have becTi constantly tested in private discua^ion/' 1 
undcritand Iiini to refer, in scMTie degree, to the d(&cu4- 
^lons of thi-t club. 

Professor Stanton has fiirni-ihcd the following 
amu.-sing little incident which occurred at a mectinE of 
the "Eranua" held in Trofesftor Robertson Smith's 
rooms, and presents an intcrcstitig view of my father &s 
an educatfonali^iL He says. "We were di^ussirff our 
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Cambridge courses of study, wt)c?n Dr Weslcotl wilh 
the utmost gravity remarked : ' I would give a man a 
degree for asking twelve good question^/ Of course 
he did not seriously regard this as practicable. Yet 
the iTiocl: proposal meant a ^reat deal. While he often 
shrank from form»1as, because truth seemed to him too^J 
gie^i to be contained in ihem, he was sIwh/j* ready (o^| 
map out a subject with care and precision, &o as to 
indicate clearly what there wis to be invotJcatcd and 
thought about^ and he looked for a siEnilar temper in 
other genuine students." 

When Dr. Lightfooi, in i S7 5 » succeeded to thcj 
Laily Margaret Professorship, an anxious discus^iorii 
endued in Uic matter of tlic Hulscan thair tliu* vacated. 
At first it was hoped that the problem which pre:)Cntcd 
itself to the three Cambridge friends might be happily 
solved by Chancellor Hen^on's consenting to stand* 
When, however. Dr. Benson finally decided that he 
should devote himself wholly to Ms work »1 Lincoln, 
Dr. Hart w;is, after full consideration of the Atlemtlant 
ditlicultics, urged by the other two to offer himself as a 
candidate. His somewhat unwilling: candidature on 
this occasion proved unsuccessful ; but three years later 
he was elected^ when the same chair again fell vacant, 
owing to Professor J, J. S- Pcrowne't acceptance of 
Deanery of Peterborough,

letters written at this crisis by my father to his indr

In the building of the new Divmity Schcol, towards 
which Profcaaor Sclwyn had munificently contributed 
over ,^10,000, my father took the keenest interest.

When Prolcssor Lighlfoot was. In 1879, appc^iiilccl 
to the See of Durham, the general \qss of Cambridge 
was a very special lo5i5 to my father From the litDe 
when Dr. Lightfoot generously prepared the way lor 
his return to Cambridge, he had cordiatly supported 
him throughout in every effort Co fulfil his ofTicr, To 
lose the loyal co^upciutiun of such a worker wa% hard 
indeed i but my father was not one of !hi>sc bvho 
"thought their own circle greater than the world,' 
and felt that hi^ friend did right to accept the n«w 
burden. He wrote :—

The*<c last wonlg^ it will be remembered, were the 
tcxl of my father's scrmcH^ at BUhop Lighifuot's con- 
secration. In the course of that sermon he ^iiys : *' I do 
not feur that I sh^W be rrisunderstood if I say thut 
our ancient Universities supply witli singular fulnc** 
the discipline which may train the spiritual counscllfv. 
Nowhere else, I betieve, is a generi^us sympathy \vith 
every form of thought and Mudy more natural or munr 
cflTcctive ; nowhere else h it equally easj- to gauge the 
rising tide of opinion and feeling which will prevail 
after tis ; nowhere clac is there in equal measure that 
loyal enthusiasm whkh brinies the htLjhcst triumphs of 
faith within the re^ch of labour. He who has striven 
there towards the ideal of student and teacher will 
have gained powers fitted for a larger U5C- ITe who 
lived in communion with the greatest minds of all 
ages will not be hasty to make his own thoughts the 
measure of truth." 

In ^ay I S^o my father was invited to take part 
in the Revision of the New Testament as a member 
ofthc Company appointed by Convocation. Uh own 
view at the lime was that the text of the New Testa*

My father sugf^ested to the Dean of Westminster 
that there should be a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion before the first meeting of the New Testament 
Revthicn Company, Dean Stanley gladly actejjlcd 
the suggestion- The following cxtrncUi from letters 
written by my father to Professor Lightfoot clearly 
indicate his share in this much 'Controverted pro- 
ceeding ; —

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I do not suppose tha.t my father had contemplated 
that one who coiJd rot join in the Nicmc: Crrccf 
would tJc^iic to communicate. A Unitarian mcfDbcr 
of the Company did however communicate, and the 
Cliurch ncwspajicrj bcgati to enlarge upon the 
"scamiil," Ihc ''blasphemy." and the " hombic sacri- 
lege," The storm that ensued was so violent thai the 
Rcviiion was almo^i wrecked at fhe very oiilsct. ThU 
uiiluppy t;(jntrovtTsy is forttijiaicly by this lime anciciiL 
history and may well be foigottcn, but for the proper 
undcr«tanding of the following letters tC is ncoCMary to 
remark thnt the Upper House of Convocation, hjtvtng 
originally accepted the explanations of ihc Bishops 
present at the sendee, later, moved apparently by 
ptipular ft^eliJiij, ru-solveil : —

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On the other hand, the Lower I Iouk: of Convocation, 
after a very stormy debate, resolved by a bare majority 
of three to express its " deep regret " and doAc the in- 
cident.^ What my father thought of these proceedings 
generally, and of the vaciHating coiulnct of the Bishops 
in particular, will be abunctamly clear from the following

It will be remembered that when the work of the 
New Testament Revision was drawing to a close, that

until his remin'-'il tf) Durham in iSyo, met once a week 
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in te^^m time for the Revision of 3 Maccabees and the 
Book of Wisdom. Aftur his removal to Durh.-im until 
the completion of the work in 1894. my father con* 
tiiLUod \o lake: ^A.Tt by corrcspondcner. 

Id 1881 the Greek Tcatamcfit, which had been :u> 
long expected, at last appeared^ find was widdy wel- 
comed as an epoch-making; book, and " probably the 
most important conthbution to Biblical learning in our 
generation," The iwenty-eight years of patient labour 
represented by ihts work were begun and ended at 
Cambridge. Thi^ great work should loom \ery large 
jn any record of my father's life, but itJ charuacr Ia 
such that it really merits separate treatment^ which J1 
IS hoped a careful dige>;tion of the mass of corrcspontJ- 
once on the subject may enable some one 10 bestow. 
For the present let it sufKce to quote a fair exgu'c^on 
of the gcnn'al feeling about the book. 

"To the worH at large Wcatcotl's tenure of the 
Kegiud IVofessorship will always be associated with the 
so-called ' Cambridt!^ Text* of the New Testament, 
little as his professorship really had to do with it. 
Probably in the whole history of the New Testament 
since the time of Origcn there lias been nothing more 
remarkable than the quiet persistence with whJcJ] these 
two Fellows of Trinity — Wcatcott. aged twcnty*dght, 
and Hon, some three years younger — started ' in the 
spring of 1B53' to systematise NewTcEtamcnt criticism. 
They found themselves ^ aware of the urt^vitisfarioHncM 
of' the terfstt ff-cfpUts^ and conscious that neilhor T-ach* 
mann nor Tischcndorf gave such an approximation 
to the Apostolic words as wc could accept with 
reasonable ^atiifaction.' So they ^ agreed to com- 
mencc at once the formation of a manual text for 

' Kram Tkt Timti. ^giJiJuly i9ol< 
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(thfiir) own use, hoping at the same tiinc that it might 
be of service to others." It says something at once 
for their determination and their care that the two 
famous volumes were not published till i88l, twenty- 
eight years from tlieir inception. Trui?, tlie lion's 
■i;hare of the Kccomplishmenl was due to Hort, who 
wrote the masterly statement of their principles cf 
criticism ill the second volume; but the importance of 
Wcstcott'a co-opcralion appears from the declaration 
of the two authors that tlicir 'combination of com- 
pletely independent operations ' enabled them ' to 
plaec far more- confidence in the results than eithrr 
could have pi-csumed to cherish had they rested on 
his own aole responsibility.' To Wcstcoit also must 
be given the merit of having by hia earnest cheerful- 
ness kept up the courage of his shy and nervou.t 
colleague Into the controversies of the rival critics 
ihift i** not the place to enter. The Revf^ed Ver*iion. 
as the English representative of the Cambridge Text. 
IS making its way slowly, but the ' Wcslcolt-Hort ' 
theories hold the field. It may be that there will yet 
arise a reactionary champion, as learned as and less 
slovenly than Scrivener, better equipped and less 
abusive than Burgon, but he has not arisen yet, and 
if hf^ lakes the field he must do so after a prcrparai* 
lion as long and as honest as Wcstcott'a and llort's." 

The Greek text, always on the eve of appearing, 
somehow was never ready. The publishers' despair

Even after his removal to Durham he re- 
mained A member of the Governing Body of H-iirow 
School He intcrcatcd himself in my own clcctLon to 
the He&d mastership, It is a pleasant memory to mc 
that, on the day when I was elected, as I left the 
presence of the Governing Body, he followed me out 
of the room, and a* he grasped my hind and offered 
me his gouJ wishes, he said, 'Yoti will not forget the 
sacred words T-to-ra? i naXmt/.' Thcifc after a pause, 
wttli llic familiar liunny smile Jighung his face, he 
added, ^ 1 think there is force in the present participle," 
As a Governor of Harrow School he was wise enough 
to leave the headma!^tcr and the masters alone. He 
seldom or never proffered his advice ; but he was ready, 
if ] asked for it, to give it. Once he paid a visit of 
two or three days to f?am>tv and dclivrrcd a series of 
brief addresses upon Education to a number of school- 
masters gathered from different public schoolsn He 
had not himself been a ■tchoolma_sicr of the ordinar>' 
type. He was not a strong disciplinarian. He did 
not take a regular Form. Bui by hi< influt-ncc- upon 
the boys who knew him bestj and upcin the ^society in 
which he lived, by the breadth of his culture and the 
sanctity of his example, lie made Harrow a nobler and 
holier place than it could have been without him. 

" Ho entertained some vicwg which were not popular 
in the Harrow world. He was a constant advocate of 
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thr hiimc boarder or day-boy s)'*tem, H** did ntH, 
think, care much for the unrccogutsciJ inflacnccs whicli 
cnicr so largely inio the formation of English charactcrt 
But no Governor of Harrow School ever dupla>*ed t- 
more generous sympathy with the whole wide field of' 
human learning ; none took a grander or nobler view 
of Public School life in Its relation to the GtHpcl autd, 
the world" I 

My father was also the University's repreAcntativc 
on the Governing Body of the extensive Harper Eduo- 
lional Chnritiesat Bedford. This involved him in many 
visits to Bedford, On one occasion he fonnd oppor- 
tunity of making a "" pilgrimage" to Elsiow. He thui

Ill 18S3, by the passing of the Somersham Rectory 
Act, that Rectory was disannexed from the Regftu 
Professorship of Divinity, The Rcttory was hence- 
forth vested in the University, and a Vicaiagc with 
cure of souls constituted, the Rectory inoimc being 
divided between the Regius l^rofessor »nd the Vicar* 
The Rectory of Somersham, which was the main en- 
dowment of his profcssorshipf had long welj^hed on ray 
father^s mind. He was happily able to obtain the 
services of his old friend Mr. Alder for a time lor 
Somcrshani itself; but there were three chtJrclic* lo 
be scrvedn He m^idc a poiiil of vLji'ling SomenihAnit 
and preaching both there and in the other churches oa 
great occ3fiions, as at Easter and at harvest fcsCiT&Ii.

The Regius Professorship had originally been en- 
dowed by Henry VIH, with ^40 payable annually 
by Trinity College. On this account Ihe Regius Pro- 
fessor was regarded as a member of ihat foundation, 
su tliat It was supposed Ih«nt he did not at thl^ time 
become eligible for a ProfcsAoria] Fellowship at Trimly 
College. Tipvo other colleges, however, St. John's and 
King's, approached hfm with a view to his election 
to their societies ; happily the movemcnls of the King's 
society were mere expediiiouK, so that he was relieved 
from the cmbarrassmcm of maVing a choice between 
the^c tw^j diilin^^ui sired colle|;cs. When he left Cam- 
bridge both King's and Trinity College* appointed him 
Honorary Fellow, My father was greatly pleased by 
his King's connexion, and endeavoured to do his dtity 
as a Fellow. He was rcf^ular in bis attendance at 
college meetings, and promoted ^mall gatherings for 
discussions on Stinday afirrnocin^t. Of llu^c galbertn^n 
the Rev, W. R. Inge, now Tutor of Hertford College, 
Oxford, writes; — 

'* Ur. Wc^tcott used to invite the under^aduates to 
informal discussions of religious questions on Sunday 
afternoons. These meetings were generally attended 
by froin ten to fifteen undergraduates, and took thr 
form of riatonic dialogues, in which Dr. Wcslcott took 
tlic part of Socrates, starting the sdbject. raising prob- 
lems, answering questions^ and tr>'ing to make us think.

He always avoided the tone of the teacher or preacher, 
and managed to at^ke the discussion real, thou^^fa w^ 
were glad to be li^it^ncrs for ihe most part, I took no 
noics of what he Mitid, and have only ^ genera! rccollec' 
tion thai he often spoke of human personality, pro- 
pounding mystical doclrincs of the solidarity of hummel 
beingSt which then seemed to most of us rather par«- 
doj^ical and difficult to follow, but which have since 
come back to me associated with memories of his face 
and voice. 1 remember that he spoke- of (he ^hame 
which he fdt in reading of any hofWble crime, as if 
he were m some way partly responsible for it lumself. 
But whether wc understood him or not, we always felt 
that we were in the presence of a saints and tlial it did 
us good to see and heaj him.'* 

My father also from time to time preached Id the 
College Chapelj and Mr Inge adds : ' I also remember 
a sl:rikingly bcaiitifu] sermon which he preached in 
King* Chapel soon after his admission as Fellow.** 

My father was a member of the Deputation from the 
University of Cambridge which presented an Address of 
Con^jratulation to the Queen in 1S74 on the occasion 
.of the Duke of Edinburgh's wedding, am! also of a 
similar Dqiutalicn which prc^ientcd Her Majesty with 
an Address of Congratulation on the occasion of the 
jubilee in 1S87. 

"Of necessity/' sa>"s Professor Stanton, " Dr. Weut- 
cott* attention w^s chiefly engaged by the theological 
«tudft?« of the University, and all that concerned them. 
But he also took a keen interest in the work of the Uni- 
versity ^ncrally. Me was a member of the Council 
of the Senate from 1872 to 1 ^76. and 1878 to 1S82. 
and of several important syndicates. He iu«d to «pc&k 
strongly of the value of the experience to be gained 
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thii9, ard was a regular attendant at the mcctlng-i of 
any bodice tn which he belongeci. One movement may 
be mcniioned of which both he and Dr, Lightfoot were 
specially cordial supporters, tliat for University Exten- 
sion through th^ establishment of systematic courses of 
lectures and classes in jiopuluus centres^ of wliidi Mr. 
Jamcs Stuart was the oiiginator. The idea of render- 
ing this service to the people of England attracted their 
warmest sympathy/' 

For several years my father wa* one of llic three 
Cambridge members of the Universities' Joint Board. 
He delivered two metnojablc f^peeclies on the subject of 
University Extension, one in Cainljridgc, *ind the other 
in London* The Cambridge speech was delivered 10 
tlic Senate House on 7th March 1887, at a Conference 
on the Afliliaticin of Loc;i[ Centres to the University. 
In concluding this speech he says : — 

^Vhen 1 came back to Cambridge sixteen ifcars ngo (if 1

It dots aecui to mc t^ be a iiicaiof' 
able day whf-n we are gathered in ihis centre of our Univeriity 
life under the prc.iidcncy of our natural head, while we have 
been just ;tssitred thai tjur veneriihiL* <'huneeUm liiirt^pelf 
vould hflvc been m\.\i ii^ if his hc^alih had allowed him, 
nut SD much to di*eusv :« to wfkuine it jwelitinc which 
mak«3 Univi^rsity education practically co extenuvo wtth the 
counii>. And Uiough I bchcvc (hat few ^uidcnt* compara- 
tive^ will use the privileges of ;it&[iition wj ov to ecmu 
ainong us aa out own ^tudcntb, yet I do believe tliat there 
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will be not a lew who wtU wm ihe title of Afflliflcad Siud«nu, 
imi lI L-h whu will bcji il wllh Lofiour lo thcniKcho And 
wilh no Itfs^ hcmour to u%. So it will be th:H miner) tn 
Norlhuntbrian co^lficlti^ arlmfia in Midland f^ctoiicsi

The London speech was delivered in the Tapestried 
Room at the Charterhouse on 3Sih Fcbruan- i8«li, at 
a Conference held undor the iiuspice^ of the Loruilon 
Society for the Extensiciu of University Twichujg, thr 
Marquis of Ripon, K.G-, being ifi the chair. Jtjst a few 
words from this speech shall be quoted ; — 

I shall assmnc tluit the Univcraity Extension Lectorefl 
have a direct imcllceiupl aim. These kcinrrs lEUpply, I 
tnut, on agreeable recreation, but they arc es^cnLAlly some- 
thing iliffcrcnL They urc dnigncd to bhtc H beriutu 
cducAlioiuil use.

I tnow how greai is ihe lemptatioit 
to Adopt the former view ; to mco-iurc the value cf Icjimtng 
and Vnowledge hy a materi.il standiitd. ftiir spocbl iruirung 
ia not the work of a University, und, if 1 may upcok my whole 
mind^ I amfess that [ am alarmed and a^iamed when 1 hcjir 
the results ot sciences treated as infitrumcnis for succescfti] 
couipetilicm j when I find the l^uiguoge:, the methods Che 
aimi of wu irAnsf^rred to ihe condilionn of eonnnt^rce and 
the cireiiniAi&RGca of doily life. No Univcriity wiU Icxid 
it«lf to the pursuit ot huoh nn vn& Univenitict exlsc to 
maintain and propui;aic a nobler fajlh. So fur Ai wc h^vc 
entered into their spirit, wc believe, and we xcrivc to spread 
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til? belieff that life ik as ihc man h; thai it~ tho man i» 
aijrjid, &cI]Uh« narrow, mean, hi-\ tifcn however iiflluciilt will 
rc^flcct his chf^racter; and. on lh& other band, thai tbvrv is 
abouL us an incxhai^Kibic store of uriEcaliscd possibilities a 
Ifcasure of spiritual wj^.ilth, open to the poote^t^ which grows 
witli ihe usinE if onl>' wc kiiow how lo use it And wc 
L<;|!t'Vi: that irvv eriuciiion opens the eyt-s of the sniil ; that it 
is A strength in the difcultiefi which wc must face ; a r-iilacc 
in the siirrr.ws which wo ninsj btai ; :ui inspir.ihnri in 
interpreting the new truths which claim to receive from ue a. 
luLrmonjous pbce bcsitlc the old -, that it olTcrs to all a vi:iion 
oi ft larger ordi^r truly human and truly divine ; thnt it i8 no[, 
in the noble words of yoof moito, *'a mc^tns of livclihoodj 
bnt a m<'ans of life/' 

A5 regards burning qticstiotis of modern University 
politico II may txi: remarked that iiiy father was op|>o.Ht(l 
Lolh to the ^rantirg of degrees lo woiiKn and Ic ihc 
aboltliori of compulsory Greek, In the former matter 
he si^ed a Memorial in which he expresses bja 
opinion ; — 

I. That 10 lie permanently the H igher Education of Worttcn 
to the Higher EdjL'atJon of Men bj gritting the Memhcnhip 
and Degrtjes of thv Universicy of Cambridge lo Women would 
be dclnmcrtal 10 the imcrcsis of the Education of Women, 

II. That if Degrees are grant^id lo Wt>men in eonncitioa 
vfiih ihc Examinations of Ihc Universities of Oxford and 
Cnmbridge, they should be conferred hy some independent 
authority, in ;t position to consider the vtuious cducaiiond 
problems which wuuld arise from I he point of view of 
Women's education cspecialJy.

In November 1885 the Regius Professor of DMnlly 
was enj^agetl in obutning signatures to wWaI was 
gencmlly ciillcd ibc Cambridge Memfirial on Church 
RcforEn. The Memorial was not read/ for despatch 
until December. On the i4ih of that month Professor 
Wcstcolt foni-ardcd it to the two Archbishops^ with the 
following covering letter: —

Greet copit-s of an Addre*« which h-it been vi^ry widdy cigncd 
by resident members of the Scn^itc of the Uivivcnity of 
Cambridge.

which may be expected by the leaders of the Church in their 
ondeflvotir* to frame wise measiiies of Cliurch Reform.

Bui the reform which wc believe to be miosI Ufaently 
needed is a more complete develo]]metii of the constiluiioti 
and governiuenl of the Churchy eenLral, dioce-t<in, and 
parachmlj ^nd e^ped^lly the Admission of laymen of all 
duaea, who are lionti fidt Churchman, to a substantial tharc 
\v\ \\i(i ci>nirol of Cburrh jifTair*. 

Such .1 reform o-^ ihi^t would in our opinion find a cardial 
welcome from rlergynitn and Liyiiiui of all fichooK of theology 
in the Church of Knghiid and from ihc notion at large- It 
would do no injury to the organiwtioii which the Church 
hat inherited Irom earlier ages, but would rather bring thai 
CTgani&iLioii biLo fuller and iijore talulary aclUily; v^hilc it 
would enable provision lo be made for milling with greater 
elasticity the gnming nccd:( of the time.

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Frofcsfior of Divinity at Cambridge, Dr WcKtcott Liid 
himffelf out to help young m(^n, eipccially if thry vrcrc 
inter^tcJ in iheological or ccc1c?iii4-itiC4] httklics, and 
most of all if they wished or hoped to X^kc Holy 
Orders. 1 recall ht» attendance at the meetings of tfac 
University Church Society ; he was generally a tilcr\i 
listener ther«, bat now and then he would express his 
opinioo, and 1 ktt<yw that not a few members of tbej 
Society would have hvrti ghul if he i*tMfI<l have ex* 
pr»scd it more frequcnUy> Hut it w»^ 1 think, a part 
of bis policy to let the undcrp^dualcs and others have 
their talk out and not to interpose with the voaoo of 
authority, I recall too the meetings uhidi he held od 
Sunday afterntKins in the rooms of one of the Fellovm 
of King's College. At these he woald crtantrage yottng

I think 
there wen:: never more than h^ilf-a-do/cn outside his 
own family. But he gave them his beat. lie talked 
to them upon any subject that occurred — tiKology, 
literature, music^ architecture, science, social economy, 
sometimes cwjx upon politics.
